E x c e p t C h erries an d A p rico ts. 
Sa* F raxcmco,, May 17th—Reports from 
various parls of the State show that the re­ 
cent rains and heavy winds have not done 
m uch damage to the fruit crop except to 
cherries and apricots, and these fruits, al­ 
though not scarce, will bring a higher price 
this year than usual. All through the State 
the crop at the beginning of the year prom ­ 
ised to be enormous, and in all probability, 
w ith the exception of the two fruits nam ed, 
it will be sr>. 
In th e Santa Clara valley, for instance, 
there was every evidence of an unprece­ 
dented yield. The fruit set well and grow­ 
ers were beginning to wonder w hether the 
preserving companies would be able to take 
all the fruit offered. Then came the high 
winds, and the fruit trees lost a large por­ 
tion of their burden. Added to this the 
rain did considerable damage to the cherry 
crop in this valley. The apricots, however, 
suffered the worst, and the M oorpark vari­ 
ety in particular. 
Around Vacaville the sam e condition ex­ 
ists—damage to the cherry and apricot 
crops, more especially to the Moorpark 
apricots. Along the Sacram ento river the 
damage is not so great, and considerable 
fruit has been sent Kast from this locality. 
The m arket is likely to be greatly strength 
eued by the lack of these two fruits, and 
the advanced price which they will bring 
will fully compensate for the smallness of 
the crop. Commission m erchants antici­ 
pate no scarcity of fruit, and say that al­ 
though the yield m ay have fallen off in 
some few localities, it will be more than 
m ade up by tbe increased acreage that will 
come into bearing this year. 


D E F IA N C E UNTO D E A T H . 


C o o ln ess o f au In d ia n M urderer H a n g ed 
in A rizon a. 
T ucson (Ariz ), May 17th.—At 1 o’clock 
to-day Firim ino Papago, the Indian who 
m urdered old man Ford last June, who has

respited, paid 
the 
penalty of his crime. Ever since his con­ 
dem nation he has been perfectly indiffer­ 
ent to his fate. W hen the fatal hour ar­ 
rived he presented fortitude and courage 
deserving of a better end. For the past 
two days he refused food or nourishm ent 
of any kind, and as he sat ia his cell he 
looked as though he cared not how soon 
his trials were over. 
It was thoucht by that he would weaken 
when the fatal hour arrived, but not a 
w hite feather was displayed bv Firim ino. 
Precisely at 12:30 o'clock Deputy Sheriff' 
K resham approached the cell door and 
read the death-warrant, to which the In ­ 
dian listened with the utm ost attention and 
calmness, but had nothing to say. 
H e 
knew his hour had come, and as he spent 
the last half hour looking out of his cell 
door at inquisitive faces, he appeared more 
like a m an aw aiting the approach of ex­ 
pectant friends, than a Sheriff’s guard to 
lead him to his death. 
Al 1 o’clock precisely the large iron door 
of the jail s vnng open and Firim ino, 
headed by Deputies Kresham and Moore 
followed by Sheriff Shaw, appeared. The 
prisoner presented rather a neat appear­ 
ance, and as he gazed at the structure of 
death before him he displayed not the 
slightest fear. H e walked up the gallows 
stairs with the tread of a game m an, and 
as he turned round and faced the upturned 
faces in the jailyard he looked as calm and 
contented as though he was but a spec­ 
tator, rather than the principal of the death 
scene. 
W hile standing on the trap-door he put 
a faint sm ile un his countenance as the 
photographer took his picture, and it may 
be truly said he was the steadiest m an of 
those standing in his presence. 
H e was very obliging in all his move­ 
ments, and when the rope was being placed 
upon his neck he bowed his head for the 
accommodation of the party adjusting the 
fatal noose. 
Prom ptly at 1:02 the trap was 
sprung, the prisoner standing firm and col­ 
lected. 
W hen asked how he would like to ap­ 
pear on the tcifloid, the prisoner stated 
tnat his idea would be to appear in a pair 
of new red-top boots, which were furnished 
him . and the poor fellow, while standing 
on the death-trap, could not refrain from 
casting an adm iring glance at his cowhides.

S ecretary T racy C on d u ctin g H U O ffice on 
B u sin e ss P rin cip les. 
W ashington, May 17 th.—Secretary Tracy 
has turned his attention to the mutter of 
purchasing supplies for the navv and has 
already m ade an order inaugurating con­ 
siderable of an economic reform. It ap­ 
pears the practice of the D epartm ent is to 
purchase supplies for the navy by advertise­ 
ments at the beginning of each fiscal year, 
by m aking a list of purchases extensive 
enough to cover the probable needs of the 
difleient bureaus during the entire vear. 
Upon inquiry the Secretary learned that in 
m aking the purchases regard was not had 
for the am ount of stores on hand. This 
led to the accum ulation of stores, which in 
m any cases rapidly deteriorated and caused 
a heavy loss to the Government. To satisfy 
him self on this point Secretary Tracy has 
just procured a statem ent of the am ount of 
stores now on hand, as the advertisements 
for tbe supplies for the next fiscal year will 
soon be issued. 
This statem ent shows there are now on 
hand stores valued at $2.000,80!), and the 
Secretary intends they shall be deducted 
from the value of stock to be purchased 
next m onth. Therefore he has issued the 
following circular: 
“ The appended table eives the total val­ 
uation of stores on hand at the shore sta­ 
tions at the beginning of the fiscal year for 
the respective classes, comprising the sup­ 
plies of an ordinary commercial nature, as 
reported by the Paymaster-General to the 
General 
Store-keeper, 
with 
the 
gross 
am ounts of the purchases and of issues for 
use under the same classes during the first 
quarter. In view of the large am ount of 
accumulation shown, and to prevent the 
unnecessary expenditure of money, it is 
hereby ordered that no purchase be' made 
of supplies pertaining to these classes, 
if the stores required can be obtained 
by transfer from other bureaus at the sta­ 
tion where they are needed or by ship­ 
ment front other stations to this, and all 
requisitions for such supplies shall be ex­ 
amined in the light of returns to the Pay­ 
master-General, by whom they shall not be 
approved for purchase, if public interests 
will be subserved by a transfer or ship­ 
ment. In cases where the stores ore accu­ 
m ulated in undue quantities at certain 
points, and the current wants m ay be met 
by distribution thereof, it is ordered that 
such shipm ents be made to other stations 
as the needs of the service may suggest, 
and the Paymaster-General is charged with 
the execution of this duty, after consulta­ 
tion with the Chiefs of the bureaus con­ 
cerned. W herever it shall be possible to 
utilize supplies different in unim portant 
respects from those called for, such substi­ 
tution shall be made. It is further ordered 
that the supplies required under classes 
other than those given in the appointed 
table shall, il practicable, be obtained in 
like manner, by transfer or shipm ent. The 
freight charges shall be borne by the bu­ 
reau receiving the supplies in case of ship­ 
ments from one station to another. 
“ Some of the largest items in the list of 
stores on hand a re : 
Lumber and timber, 
$127,712; metal, bras*. copper, tin, etc., 
$595,429 ; iron bars, $308,790 . spikes, $104,­ 
608; 
pipes and fittings, $129,819; 
tools, 
$101,812. 
"N otw ithstanding this accum ulation of 
stores of several kinds in excess, there were 
purchased during the last quarter to the 
am ount of $51,544. 
Moreover, at the rate 
of expenditure indulged in during the last 
quarter, enough supplies to last five years 
would have been accumulated if m ain­ 
tained during the next fiscal year.”

H O R R IB L E TR A G E D Y . 


A S ch ool T e a ch er M u rd ered In th e P r e ­ 
se n c e o f H er P u p ils. 
W a sh in g to n , May 17th.—Mrs. Allen, a 
teacher in the public schools here, was shot 
and killed about 3 o’clock this afternoon by 
her husband w ith whom she had not been 
living for some tim e. The school was just 
letting out, and the little children were 
panic-stncken at the tragedy. 
L a te r.—As the particulars of the awful 
tragedy that occurred at a public school this 
afternoon became known, the whole city 
was horror-stricken. The extra editions of 
the evening paper sold fast, and large 
crowds flocked to the scene of the tragedy. 
Oswald C. Allen, the m urderer and sui­ 
cide, was a worthless fellow, and was m ar­ 
ried to his victim 13 years ago. She was 
teaching in the schools at that tim e and 
continued thereat, thus supporting him in 
idleness. Owing to his worthless charac­ 
ter she was obliged to leave him about a 
year since, and often of late he has threat­ 
ened her life. 
H is deed of this afternoon 
was undoubtedly premeditated, for after 
getting under the influence of liquor he 
hired a cab and went to the school where 
she was employed. 
H er pupils were all 
little girls uuder 12 years, and in their 
presence he shot her in the left tem ple and 
him self in tbe right temple. 
The children were panic-staicken, and 
their cries soon drew the other scholars, 
about 200 iu num ber, lo the scene, where 
they gazed with blanched faces on the hor­ 
rible sight, and then ran screaming to their 
homes. Alien lived but a short while, bnt 
his viitim lingered for several hours. Boih 
were members of highly respectable fam ­ 
ilies, and both were 41 years of age. 
Allen has been arrested several times for 
vagrancy, and during one term at the w ork­ 
house nearly lost his life. The inm ates 
were being washed with coal oil to rid 
them of vermin, and w hile Allen was thus 
covered another inm ate set the oil on fire, 
and he was badly burned.

The prize for which the battle was fought 
was the control ot the Oregon Transcouti- 
D ental Company, a corporation with a capi­ 
tal of $10,000,009 and holding control of the 
most im portant railways iu the Pacific 
northwest. 
The control of the company is now held 
by Henry Villard, and associated with him 
are magnates cf the Standard Oil Company. 
Baron 
Dlechroder, 
Bismarck’s financial 
agent, Edward T. Abbot, John Trever, W. 
L. Colby and some of the largest bankers 
in the city. 
The aggregation of capital which the 
enemies of Villard worked aeainst the op­ 
position included all the big insiders of the 
Union Pacific road—Charles Francis A d­ 
ams. Sidney Dillon, Fred Ames, Elijah 
Smith 
and 
others 
equally prom inent. 
Elijah Sniiffi had charge of the campaign 
to burst Villard, and proposed to take his 
place as he did once before when Villard 
went down in the crash following the driv­ 
ing of the golden spike of the Northern 
Pacific road. 
For a long tim e both sides 
were active in quietly accum ulating stock, 
but it was not until to-day—the last day on 
which to register stock iu order to vote 
at the election—that the supreme effort 
was made. In the Exchange all regular 
sales made are not deliverable until Mon­ 
day, but sales made of cash stock hud to be 
delivered before 2:15 r. m 
Out of 50,000 
abares of stock traded in to-day. 29 000 
shares were cash stock. The price movea 
up lroru $37 per share to $0H per share be­ 
fore the Exchange closed. From $40 to $45 
stock moved up 1 pet cent, at a time. 
Then it jumped 5 per cent, on a single 
transaction. 
After moving up 1 per ceiit. 
more, it made a jum o of 9 per cent, to $60. 
It soon sold at $641, the highest point 
reached in six years. 
All the lime trading was m arked by in ­ 
tense excitement, and the day will never 
be forgotten by those who took part in the 
dealings. 
After the registry books were closed, 
Villard met Elijah Smith and said : ** 1 
have won. 
I have 201,000 shares locked 
up in my boxes.” 
As the capital stock of 
the company is 400,000 shares, this would 
give the Villard party 1,000 shares m a­ 
jority, but Sm ith would not adm it that he 
was defeated, although he did not claim 
the victory.

E N R A G E D ELEM ENTS. 


T h ey W o ik H a v o c to th e R a ilro a d s in 
K a n sa s and M issouri. 


K an sa s C it y , May 17th.—A heavy rain­ 
storm passed over this section to-day", doing 
a great deal of damage in this city, where 
several streets and sewers are badly washed 
out. 
The railroads are all badly demoralized, 
and not one road sent in trains on tim e to­ 
night. 
Most of the roads are from one to 
three hours late, but the W estern lines are 
in a worse shape, and the Denver express 
on the Union Pacific, due at 7 a . m , did not 
get in until 4 o’clock this afternoon. 
A large portion of the bluff facing the 
Missouri river was washed down over the 
Chicago and Alton tracks, and tbat road 
was compelled to use the Wabash tracks. 
To-night's reports regarding the storm 
indicate tbat it was more serious than was 
at first thought. 
The railroads are the 
chief sufferers. Two spans of the Rush 
creek bridge, on tbe Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul road, near Liberty, Mo., were 
washed away, and trains between Kansas 
City and Chillicothe have bten abandoned. 
The Kansas City, St. Joseph and Council 
Bluffs tracks are submerged twelve inches 
for a long distance near Packviile. The 
H annibal tracks ate also under water near 
Liberty. 
All easibound Rock Island trains go 
from Kansas City via St. Joseph to Cam­ 
eron. The Union Pacific is badly damaged 
litar M anhattan, Kansas, where the Kaw 
river is thirteen feet above low w aterm ark. 
The Missouri Pacific is badly demoralized 
in all directions, and trains are from two 
to four hours late. Several bad washouts 
are re ported between here and Little Blue. 
In tnis city the Eleventh-street cable line 
was stopped for six hours on account of 
the flood, aud the power house on the 
Tenth-street line was so badly flooded that 
the water had to be pumped out of the 
boiler-room for several hours to keep the 
m achinery in operation.

street line was stopped for over an hour.

G ERM AN LOSSES. 


M illion s o f M arks H ave Bt-eu L ost by Ihe 
C oal str ik e . 
N ew A o r k , Mav 17th.—A special cable 
to the Mail and Express from London says: 
It is estimated that the national capita! or 
the general finances of the industries of the 
Em pire has suffered a loss through the 
strikes of the German m iners of more than 
a million m arks a day, and the loss is re­ 
peated every day so long as the workmen 
continue idle. 
The account which has been published 
of the interview held by Kaiser W iihelm 
with the delegates of the m iners is not to 
be relied upon as an absolutely correct 
story. It m ay be quite right, but it em a­ 
nates wholly from H err R ichter and the 
Liberal Deputies, to whom the miners 
communicated the result of their audience 
wiih tbe Kaiser. 
A stenographer was 
present and an accurate record of all tHat 
was said was made, so that if the published 
account is incorrect in any particular there 
is uo doubt tbat an official version of the 
affair will be published. 
It is believed generally that the expres­ 
sions of sym pathy which the Kaiser made 
to the delegates will have a good effect 
upon the situation, but the feeling of the 
men has been very m uch embittered bv 
the hasty acticn of the military at the out­ 
set of the difficulties. 
A t present both 
sides appear to be extremely obstinate, and 
no way is yet opened for escape from the 
trouble.

SCENES IN THE ANCIENT BATI­ 
RIAN CITY. 


The Record*Union Correspondent 
Visits Old Places and Old 
Friends.

W u b z b u g , B avaria, A pril 10, 1889. 
Seven years is not a very long tim e in the 
history of nations, but in the lives of men 
there is chance of great change in th at 
short period, and never could it be more 
noticeable than when you revisit some 
foreign country where places and people 
were once fam iliar to you. 
Germany has 
th e reputation w ith us of being a sleepy, 
last century country, where nothing is 
new, and where old 
landm arks never 
trem ble before th at iconoclast, Progress. 
I have just been traveling slowly from 
th e Baltic Sea to the southern border of 
B avaria, in a zigzag fashion, among old 
faces and places which I knew a few years 
ago. and find a m arked change, which, 
though it can not but please me, neverthe­ 
less gives many a pang when I find w hat 1 
once knew as a beautiful meadow, dotted 
w ith cowsfoot and daisies, now covered 
w ith brick and plaster and fenced in by 
hungry speculators. 
To be sure all this 
denotes prosperity, but 1 have so long 
loved my poor G erm any, w ith its con­ 
tented people th at this noise and bustle 
are like cold w ater upon a serenading 
lover. 
B erlin has grown beyond all thought, 
and M unich has miles of new streets bord­ 
ered by huge, but poorly built, houses, 
from the windows of which, as of yore 
from the less pretentious ones, gaze all day 
long tow-headed children and 
fat old 
women; or the m irror, w ith its iron frame, 
stretches out into the street reflecting all 
th a t passes below, so th at the tim id, yet 
curiou?, may be satisfied. 


DEAR OLD WURZBURG, 
W ith the many spires and the tomb of 
W alter von der \ ogelweide, is changed 
w ith the rest, and now is circled with a 
belt of modern buildings illum inated by 
electric lights. 
Modern progress, if it can 
be called progress, lias even disregarded 
th at clause in the good poet’s will, by which 
the birds were to lie fed daily, and’ Yogel- 
weide’8 pets now seek other spots than the 
urns upon his grave where their ancestors 
chirped praises to the dead minnisinger. 
I used to live in the attic-room of a quiet 
little G asthaus overlooking the m arket­ 
place, and th ith e r I went, by well-known 
ways, past the alley where the bootmaker 
lived who made my long boots, which 
were so very tight, hut beautiful to look 
upon, past the candle and rosary stall, 
where, thank heaven, the same little old 
woman was still attending to business, until 
1 stood before the old sign. 
The bells in 
the Gothic spire of the Marienka[)elle were 
jangling just as they used to when I tried 
to have a quiet half-hour’s rest. 
From my 
window was looking another, w ith a red 
and green c a p ; his head was bandaged and 
he was smoking a pipe, w hile he hurried 
tedious tim e along by dropping bits of 
toaacco upon the yellow head of the house­ 
m aid who was cleaning the windows below. 
I let him amuse him self at my window 
undisturbed, for the housemaid of my time 
had black hair and big eyes—poor fellow, 
he probably never dreamed of such a 
beauty as Johanna, who washed that very 
window seven years ago. 
I went in. 
The 
old landlord was gone, they told m e ; he 
had failed in a peculiar manner, and gone 
w ith the rest to America. 
I remember my 
bills always needed a little correcting, 
w hich made them a few marks and odd 
pfennigs less, but I did not think him a 
>ad man. 
W ould I go upstairs? 
Yes— 
no. 
I saw those worn wooden steps were 
covered now w ith a red carpet, and I went 
out into the market-place again. 
I t would 
be impossible to be long sad in W urzburg, 
w ith the m erry river M ain glistening in 
th e sunlight and 


T H E GA II.Y DRESSED PEASANTS 
G oing to th eir interm inable feasts or fasts, 
so with fresh heart I started again witli 
memory as guide. 
Across the bridge and 
under the Church of St. B urkhardt, which 
were both begun about the tim e Columbus 
discovered America, I came to the foot 
of the hill on which the pilgrim age church 
o f St. M ary stands. 
W hen I first came to 
W urzburg I became acquainted w ith a 
man, of about forty years, who was a beg­ 
gar and had his station on the way to the 
church. H is refined face interested me, and 
after several meetings I learned his story. He 
was always alone in the world but hail had 
some money left him by his parents; this 
he used in obtaining an education, intend­ 
ing to lit him self for a teacher. 
H e had 
just 
finished 
his 
preparatory 
course 
and was about to enter the University 
when he was run over by a heavy team 
and severely injured, losing his right arm 
and being many months confined to his 
bed. 
This accident used up all his little 
money; and then follows the simple tale of 
a discouraged man, unable to work and 
w ith an 
education 
which, instead of 
lightening, 
rendered 
his burden more 
heavy; he soon became a beggar, and al­ 
lowed by the priests to stand on the path 
to the pilgrim age church, gained each day 
barely enough to keep him in food. 
Wo 
had spent some pleasant evenings to­ 
gether in a quiet tavern and 1 knew that 
he would recall those evenings which 
musi. have been the brightest spots of his 
life. 
People were m aking the weary as­ 
cent uj)on their knees or praying a t the 
stations. The bird» were busy xs ever, and 
from the sum m it I had the well-known 
view of the M ain valley just showing the 
touches of spring. 
“Santa M aria ora pro 
Nobis” was over the door, and w ithin the 
church the monks were chanting a noon­ 
day prayer. 
E verything seemed the same, but my 
begger friend was gone. 
1 asked an old 
peasant woman if she remembered him, 
and if he still had his old station. 
Yes, 
she knew him very well; he was rich; oh, 
so much richer than she who had toiled all 
h er life, and, would the noble, high-born 
gentlem an help her? 
1 responded to the 
call with noble and high-born generosity, 
as the old woman expressed it. 
T he one­ 
arm ed beggar had his station no longer, 
he had m et w ith a very great misfortune, 
so she said; the priests had told him that 
he should not beg any more, so now he 
was a newspaper carrier, and the old dame 
shook her head in sym pathy w ith him in 
his bad luck. 
1 did not look ujxm the 
change with the same eyes as the womau 
and ran m errily down the steps into the 
town, thinking ho» proud the poor fellow 
would be to h are me find him standing in 
a better and honest light. 
At the news­ 
paper office they told mo he was dead. 
M y heart seemed to stop with the sudden 
news. 
Yes, my one-armed friend of old 
had been dead lor a month; he was killed 
by a runaway horse, an accident sim ilar to 
th a t w hich had th irty years or so before 
erippicd him for life. 
1 visited his grave 
w hich had a stone, purchased by money 
he had put aside for his burial expenses. 
On the grave, close to the cold, gray slab, 
lay a small hunch of violets (rarities at 
this tim e of the year) quite fresh, as if 
ju st placed there. 
1 wonder if my friend 
told me all his story; may he now have 
peace, his life was biller and sunless. 


THINGS HAD CHANGED. 
There was a quaint, little tavern caller! 
“ T he W ild Man,’’ where I used to go, and 
there 1 turner! again, after so many years, 
under the dingy sign. 
The guest-room 
was the same as ever, the same smoked 
crucifix hung in the corner and the empty 
dish for holy-water at the door. Two blue- 
frocked peasants and an old soldier were 
loudly arguing about a cow and her calf, 
and it seemed to me they were at it just so 
when I was last seated on the wooden bench 
by the oven. 
B ut there bad been changes 
indeed. 
T he old host who wxs so fat and 
pufl'y had sold out and lived in thecountrv 
near; the man of all work who was then a 
great, pim ply boy, dead in Jove with the 
bar-inaid, had, as good as in a story, m ar­ 
ried her,and there were two little wretches 
as pimply as their progenitor used to lie, 
now y elliig in the kitchen,loud enough to 
m ake the “ W ild M an” wilder yet. 
I’res- 
sentJy there came into the room, with a 
heprty “God greet thee ’ ” my old friend 


the pensioned forester. H is face as brown, 
his mustache as w hite as ever, and not a 
new w rinkle in his m erry face. 
During 
these past years he had not missed his ten 
half liter glasses of beer a day, which at a 
rough computation would be, since he last 
drank my health, nearly th irty thousand. 
The dear old forester was a strong tem per­ 
ance man always, but not the extrem e 
kind we have in Kansas and Maine. 
H e 
had known mv one-armed friend and I asked 
him if he knew about the violets. 
A fter a 
pause he answered, while the softest light 
shown from his eyes. 
“ H e was a poor 
fellow and I was about his only friend; he 
loved all th a t wxs beautiful, though he 
was a beggar. 
I put th e violets there for 
his sake and for the memory of his m other 
whom I knew in th e very long ago.”

Affairs on the Pcninsnla of Lower 
California—Description of 
the Country. 


T w e n ty -liv e S ta te s R e p re s e n te d a t th e 
S t. L o u is M e e tin g 
The State Librarians from twenty-five 
States, together with representatives from 
two-thirds of the States and Territories, m et 
in St. Louis on the 8th inst. 
T. H . W allis of California called the 
meeting to order, and invited Mrs. Miller 
of Iowa to the chair, and then placed in 
nom ination Melvil Dewev of New York as 
Chairm an. Mr. Dewey declined in favor of 
Mr. W allis. Mr. W allis stated that Cali- 
tornia has $34,000 in her library fund and 
her Librarian received the salary as any 
other State officer, and that be feels in ’a 
position to do some very plain talking in 
defense of Slate libraries and State Libra­ 
rians. and, therefore, declined the honor, 
and insisted on the nom ination of Melvil 
F. Dewey, which was made by acclama­ 
tion. Mrs. M iller was chosen temporary 
Secretary. 
A committee from the States of Califor­ 
nia, Michigan and Tennessee was appointed 
to prepare proper subjects for consideration 
and adoption by Congress and the several 
States and Territories. 
At a late session held at 5 o’clock in the 
afternoon this committee submitted the fol­ 
lowing series of resolutions, which embody 
everything the new organization contem­ 
plates at the present canference : 


W h e r e a s . The laws g o v e rn in g th e libraries 
of the several States an a Territories have been 
torm ed for each w ithout re g a rd to any other or 
any uniform ity am ong them , and this diversity 
of legislation has resulted in m any ways in great 
loss to said librarits, and has greatly retarded 
their giow th and prevented the Increase of their 
usefulness; and w hereas, the State of CaUforn a 
has. by resolution of her leg islatu re, instructed 
her L'.brariaus to call a conference of the L ibra­ 
rians ol the several States am i T erritories for 
the purpose of securing the adoption o f an a p ­ 
proxim ately uniform system o f laws, rules aud 
regulations for the governm ent und control of 
such libraries. Now-, therefore, we, the L ibrari­ 
ans of the several States aud Territories, in such 
conference assem bled, do resolve: 
First—T hat each State should provide for the 
m aintenance of a State L ibrary, by ereatiug a 
tund th at should be continuous, and not de- 
peudent upou auuual or bi aunual appropria­ 
tions. 
Second—T hat the salary of each State Libra­ 
rian should be proportionate to th e salaries paid 
o ther State officers in the same sta te , and the 
term of oilice should be m ade dependent upou 
h is efficiency solely. 
T hird—th a t each State should provide by 
law for the speedy transm ission, under the di- 
tection of ihe sta te L ibrarian, to all sta te libra­ 
ries aud foreign Governm ents of all public dor 
um euts, repoits. laws, transactions, etc.. pub­ 
lished by authority, and th a t these he addressed 
directly to said State libraries. 
F ourth—T hat each State provide by law that 
all 
books published under its authority be 
properly iuuexed. and th a t the title page of all 
statutes and journals of Legislatures show the 
dates of convening and tiual adjournm ent of 
the sessions. Also th at in law reports tne ex ­ 
trem e dates of the decisions he correctly indi­ 
cated on the title pages, and th e date of ilie 
rendition of each decision appear above the 
title of each ease, and th at each volum e of law 
reports contain a table of cases, plaintiff and 
defendant, and vice v en a 
Fifth—I h at each State provide for the proper 
cataloguing and indexing under the direction 
of the Stale Librarian, o. all publications that 
have been or m ay he issued by authority of the 
State. 
S ixth—For the preparation and publication ol 
a list of th e sessions of the Legislature, from the 
nrst Legislature to date, stating the convening 
and adjourning of each session. 
T hat each sta te provide for the proper e x ­ 
change and disposition of duplicate books. 
Bctutved, That the Governors of each State 
and Territory be respectfully requested to sub­ 
m it the foregoing resolutions lo th eir several 
Legislatures, and urge upon them the adoption 
of the laws necessary to carry out the reforms 
therein recom m ended, 
aud also to impress 
upou them the propriety of adopting m em orials 
to Congress in favor ol the fed eral legislation 
hereinafter suggested. 
W h e r e a s , The national Governm ent has thus 
far no: given to the State aud T erritorial libra­ 
ries the aid and assistance w hich it is desirable 
it should give, therefore be it 
Hrsotvtd,J>rrt—T hat C ingress should provide 
for the tice transporta ion of books and all 
printed m atter betw een State libraries. 
Second— T hat Congress should provide by 
international arrangem ents for the fjee trans­ 
portation of books and other printed m a'ter t>e- 
tween State libraries and departm ents ot for­ 
eign Governm ents. 
Third—T hat Congress should provide fo ra 
lower rate oi postage on books. 
fourth—That the privi cges now enjoyed by 
the library oi-C ongress, in the exem ption of 
lawks from im port duties, be exteuded to State 
libraries. 
Ktmtretl, T hat ihe President of the United 
States be respectfully requested to briug these 
m atters to the attention of Congress. 
Inasm uch as State libraries a 'e im portant 
tactor» in the educational system oi the set eral 
elates aud territories, be it 
Reunited, T hat the several Superintendents of 
public institutions and the N ational bureau of 
Education be requested to unite with us in 
bringing about the above-mimed reforms. 
Wheseas th e A m erican Library Associa ion 
has by the organized efforts of its m em bers ac­ 
com plished to m uch lor ihe good ol libraries 
and will appreciate so .u ly the objects we seek 
10 obtain. 
ttaotred. That we ask th eir indor-cm ent ot our 
ctl rt* to Ulere ase the efficiency of our libraries 
and their hearty co-o]>eration in obtaining ac­ 
tion to th at end. 
krsotted. 1 h at a com m ittee be appointed to 
dra-t an address setting lorth in full the reasons 
and the necessity for the adoption o f ihe re- 
lorm s we have recom m ended, und that said ad- 
dicss t>e m ade a part of onr action, and th -ls a ld 
com m ittee com m unicate them; resoluti >ns and 
address to all persons whose aid we seek in ac­ 
com plishing our objects. 
Jtaolvrd, That w e pledge ourselves t o . use 
every effort w ith our several State officers. Leg­ 
islatures and m em bers of Congress, and w ith 
all who < an help us in secure th eir active assist­ 
ance in the accom plisbm ent of these i eforms. 
After a long discussion the resolutions 
were adopted. 
O-i the following day the Slate Librarians 
were received by the American Literary 
Association then in session in St. Louis. 
T. H . W allis ot California. Melvil Dewey 
of New York and U. C. Soule of Bostou go 
to W ashington this week to prepare an ad­ 
dress in support of the action ot the State 
Librarians.

By consulting a map you will see th at 
this M exican T erritory of “ Lower ” Cali­ 
fornia, extends from the U nited States 
boundary line (here located, I believe, 
about latitude 32° 40'), to Cabo, (Cape) 
San Lucas, latitude 22° 30'. 
Geographic­ 
ally, its northern half, at least, is essen­ 
tially a part of our own Southern Califor­ 
nia, showing the same soil, covered w ith 
the same wild flowers, the same climate, 
and the same possibilities, both m ineral 
and agricultural. 
W hat a pity th a t it was 
not included in the purchase which fol­ 
lowed th e M exican W ar, of Texas and 
U pper California. 
Then, it would proba­ 
bly have cost U ncle Samuel not a dollar 
more, w hile now either its purchase or 
annexation w ill be found an expensive 
m atter. 
In those days the whole penin­ 
sula was believed to be a worthless dgsert, 
as was also the greater portion of Upper 
California. 
Its barren mountains had then 
given no h in t of the m ineral treasures 
hidden w ithin them , nor of the agricult­ 
ural wealth of th eir intervening valleys. 
T he entire region was judged by the better- 
known southern portion adjacent to Cape 
San Luca», where the hot sand is ankle 
deep, and where several ineffectual at­ 
tem pts have been made to establish per­ 
m anent colonies. 
T he peninsula is more m ountainous than 
U pper California, and therefore has a less 
proportion of arable t lands ; but its num­ 
erous valleys are as rich as any on the 
Pacific coast, and its average rainfall is as 
great xs th at anywhere below San F ran ­ 
cisco. 
Two-thirds of its length, compris­ 
ing 
OVER SIXTEEN M ILLIONS OF ACRES, 
Or a territory nearly as large as the State 
of New York, has been granted by the 
M exican Government (under certain con­ 
ditions), to the so-called “ International 
Company,” w hich was incorporated in 
Connecticut and whose headquarters are in 
New York city. 
As to history, so far as is known, the 
peninsula was first visited by w hite men 
just 356 years ago, when a vessel under the 
order of Cortez, sailed up the western 
eoxst of M exico into the G ull of Califor­ 
nia, and anchored in the Bay of La I’az, 
exactly where A lexander Selkirk (then 
sailing-master of the Dover, one of Woodes 
Rodger’s fleet), came to refit, in 1710—175 
years later than Cortez’ visit. 
A fter th at day a num ber of Spanish ex­ 
peditions were sent to the peninsula, but 
their misfortune was th at tney always 
landed on the dryest, hottest and most 
stormy wastes—those of the G ulf side, 
and on the southern extension of the long 
land-spit. 
The earlier missionaries also 
made vigorous efforts, induced xs much by 
the richness of the pearl fisheries about 
La Paz and the Ceralbo Island as for the 
good of souls. 
English expeditions were 
also landed a t points on both sides, some 
as explorers for geographical and scientific 
purposes, but chiefly to capture the richly 
laden galleons of Spain which came sail­ 
ing th at way from M anila. 
E arly in the 
present century reports were rife concern­ 
ing th e great num ber of fur seals here­ 
abouts and many American tradeis visited 
the peninsula, some of them m aking ver)' 
profitable voyages. 
T hen for m any years 
its bays and lagoons became noted as 
w haling stations, and for half a century or 
more were frequented by a iiost of Am eri­ 
can whalemen. 
The enormous quantities 
of bones th at now lie bleaching in the sun 
along the sands of every cove and inlet a t­ 
test 
T H E GREAT NUM BER OF W HALES 
T hat used to frequent these waters, but 
like the fur seal, they were exterm inated 
or driven off, and th e business was aban­ 
doned twenty years ago. 
In 1842 the Mexican Congress adm itted 
two delegates from the two Californias— 
U pper and Lower—on the bxsis of more 
than 33,000 population for both, of which 
12,000 were credited to the peninsula. 
D uring tiie M exican war this portion wxs 
occupied by U nited States troops, and 
when the latter evacuated it they were 
followed, for obvious reasons, by a consid- 
ablc number of the principal inhabitants, 
who had favored annexation to the north­ 
ern republic. 
Still later, the discovery of 
gold in Upper California caused a general 
emigration, especially from the northern 
portion of the peninsula, so th at as late 
as 1880 the whole territory, except that 
part lying between La Paz and Cape San 
Lucas, was comparatively uninhabited. 
Since the day of the International Com­ 
pany, which began scarcely four years ago, 
the rapid increase of population around 
Todos Santos Bay hxs led the Federal 
Government to make Ensenada a full com­ 
pany post, where are quartered 100 picked 
soldiers, officered from the flower ot Cha- 
pultepec, the W est Point of Mexico. 


POLITICALLY, 
The peninsula is to-day a Territory, not a 
State of the M exican Republic. 
It has 
two capitals— La Paz in the south and 
Ensenada in the north, and two Govern­ 
ors, appointed by President Diaz. 
This 
division is necessary because of the great 
length of the peninsula and the difficulty 
of overland travel. 
There is no T errito­ 
rial legislature, and the G overnm ent em­ 
ployes are paid out of the Federal treas­ 
ury. 
W ith the sole exception of customs 
duties there are no taxes, except for local 
improvements. 
Being so far from head­ 
quarters, large powers are given to the 
Governors to m aintain order and punish 
violence, even to the infliction of the 
death penalty, by shooting, in case of re­ 
bellion. 
A sm all force of troops is m ain­ 
tained at La Paz, and at Ensenada the 
Governor lias under his im mediate control 
a special police force of fifteen mounted 
men, well-armed and active, who are a 
host in themselves in this comparatively 
em pty country. 


T H E M E X IC A N LAWS, 
W hich formerly forbade foreigners to own 
real estate within sixty m ilesof thebound- 
ary or w ithin nine miles of either coast, 
were modified a few years ago so th at for­ 
eigners who come to settle may enjoy about 
the same rights in Mexico as in any other 
civilized country. 
T he m ining laws, also, 
are very liberal. 
According to them any­ 
body, w hether a citizen of tiie republic or 
not, can “ denounce ” a claim. 
T hestatute 
on that point is very simple and explicit. 
If the claim is on private land the discov­ 
erer must pay for its surface value, and 
give security not to disturb growing crops 
or im peril the owner’s rightful use of the 
surface bv his underground work, or to in­ 
terfere in any way with the ownei’s peace­ 
able enjoyment of the rest of his land. The 
claim applies only to metals, and if the 
discovered mineral proves to be coal, m ar­ 
ble or valuable stone it belongs to the 
original owner of the laud. 


A PLACER CLAIM 
Is twenty meters (sixty feet) square, and 
individuals combining together as a com­ 
pany can take as many as they like. 
A 
quartz cluitn covers an extent of 1,500 feet 
long by 600 feet wide, and a manta or 
“ b lan k et” claim may include 1,500 square 
feet each side, m aking over sixty acres— 
the largest single m ining claim allowed in 
the world. 
A manta in M exican parlance 
is a body of mineral which is neither a 
vein nor a placer—suck, for example, as 
an iron mine— but may iie along the sur­ 
face of the ground to the depth of several 
feet. 
If a man wishes lo “denounce” a claim, 
lie goes to the proper officer and simply 
declares his mine, giving the location as 
nearly xs possible. 
H e is not compelled to 
stake it until the final survey has been 
made by the Government. 
H e is given 
four months in which to begin his first 
work. 
The denouncement fees are $11. 
The first advertising of th e lode costs an 
additional $5, and this accomplishes all the 
prelim inary work needed to secure a title. 
N othing further remains but to take pos­ 


session, and this can be done a t any tim e 
after a specified amount of work has been 
accomplished. 
If it is 


A QUARTZ LODE, 
A shaft not les3 than seventeen "feet deep 
and five feet square entitles the claimant 
to possession. 
I t makes no difference if 
the claim happens to be located on land 
th at belongs to some other man, so long as 
the latter has made no use of it. 
In this 
respect the m ining lawsof all countries are 
about the same, based on the fundamental 
principle th at the ownership of an estate 
does not necessarily include whatever may 
lie below the surface. 
Possession is given 
by the proper officer of the Government, 
who goes to the spot with a surveyor, and 
inquires u|mu the ground if there are any 
adverse claimants. If none appear to prove 
th at they are already working the lode, 
possession of the mine is given to the de­ 
nouncer, and the legal measurement of his 
claim is thereupon mapped out by the 
Government surveyor. 
The fees for this 
service are large, ranging from $100 up- 
waid, according to the distance to be 
traversed by the officers aforesaid and the 
difficulties of the journey. U nder Mexico’s 
recently enacted laws, 


M IXES A RE NOT TAXABLE, 
And the m ining rights of the Republic 
are very strongly marked, m ineral claims 
taking precedence of everything else. 
For 
example, if I own a farm, and my neighbor 
discovers mineral property upon it, he can 
“ denounce” it, work it and own it, in spite 
of any protest which I may make, provid­ 
ing only th at he is careful not to injure 
my buildings or a yard more of surface 
ground than is absolutely necessary for the 
prosecution of his work. 
A mine could be 
denounced in tiie streets of a town, and 
run directly under its principal thorough­ 
fares, if the lode happened to lead that 
way, and in no case does land-ownership 
give absolute possession of any minerals— 
coal alone being excepted xs belonging to 
the party on whose premises it is discov­ 
ered. 
Besides the mines at Santa Clara, the 
seat of the present excitement, there are 
many other fields in Lower California said 
to be fully as rich. 
There is the Real del 
Castillo district, the Jacilitas, Barbone and 
Socora ; the San Pablo fields, only fifteen 
miles from Santa Clara ; 
the Santa Cata­ 
lina district, twenty-five miles west of 
Santa Clara ; 
Santo Tontxs to the south, 
San Vincente, San Rafael, Viadernes and 
San Pedro M artyr, the latter being a solid 
m ountain of gold-bearing quartz. 
Then 
there is the A gua Blanco and Los Alamos, 
and from the latter nearly three thousand 
dollars in gold-dust was taken in one 
m onth. 
The San (¿uentiu district is also 
known to lie very rich, and away down 
near the end of the peninsular are mines 
w hich have yielded well for two centuries 
or more.

escape from Big Shanty, up the W estern 
and A tlantic Railroad, 
and 
burn 
the 
tiridges on the line between th a t point 
and vdiattanoogn. 
The “ G eneral” was 
also directly under tire of the Federal 
batteries in the great battle of Kenesaw 
m ountain, June 27, 1864. 
She carried 
up a load of ammunition, and staid there 
for the purpose of receiving the wounded 
in the battle and bringing them hack to 
M arietta after its 
term ination. 
Some 
of tiie shells from tlie Federal batteries 
exploded all around her. 
She was also 
tiie last locomotive to leave A tlanta when 
Hood’s arm y evacuated the city. 
The 
“ G eneral” is still in the service of the 
company, but does not do any heavy work.

Jo h n D. Spreckels is very enthusiastic 
over th e projected enterprise, and to a re­ 
porter he made the following interesting 
statem ent: 
“ There are a great m any-things to be 
considered by the public in reviewing this 
promising industry, th at is to become in 
the course of tim e quite a factor in the 
history of California and her numerous in ­ 
dustries. 
Our new factories will be sup­ 
plied w ith machinery 
from California 
workshops, except in the case of a few 
pieces which w ill have to lie brought from 
Germany. 
T he expenses of each factory 
will amount to at the least $100,000 per 
m onth, or a total of $1,000,000 for the ten 
factories a t tiie lowest calculations, ex­ 
clusive oi wiiat we will have to pay to the 
farmers for beets. 
The factories will pro­ 
duce 50,000 tons of sugar annually, which 
means a production of 500,000 tons of 
beets in this State. 
No beets will be im ­ 
ported, as enough can be raised in this 
State to supply tbe entire country. 
Beets 
can be raised very cheaply, and the re ­ 
turns are quite profitable to the farmer. 
T his fact alone will cause a iarge number 
of farmers and grape-growers, who are 
continually experiencing the loss of their 
crops, to give up their present pursuits and 
enter into th at of beet-raising. 
W e have 
tested the soil all over the State, and from 
the results obtained from our analysis of 
the earth, we find it well adapted to the 
growing of our necessary product. 
“A map has beeeu arranged by us, show­ 
ing the most advantageous portions of the 
State, from which we will m ake our selec­ 
tion of sites for the factories. 
“ W herever a factory is built there will 
be an im mediate expenditure of about 
$500.000. 
A distribution of this amount 
of money in a half populated section of 
the State will naturally result in a boom 
to it and the surrounding country. 
The 
manufacture of our m achinery in San 
Francisco workshops will also give em­ 
ploym ent to a large num ber of skilled 
laborers. 
Branch railroads will have to lie 
built to some of our interior factories, 
which will give employment to more la­ 
bor, while if any of our factories are 
erected on the coast, vessels would be used 
to carry our products to the larger ports. 
The building of quarters for our employes 
will, of course, help the carpenters. 
A gri­ 
cultural im plem ents and 
miscellaneous 
m achinery in th at line furnish employ­ 
m ent in another source, and in a great 
many other ways I think our new enter­ 
prise w ill contribute toward the booming 
of the State. 
“The best skilled labor will be required 
in our factories, such as chemists and en­ 
gineers. 
Young men will have a chance 
to become educated in these branches. 
A 
new patent is to be adopted by us in m an­ 
ufacturing our beet sugar. 
A fter the final 
operation in th e process of m aking beet 
sugar there always remains an am ount of 
molasses w hich is generally disposed of by 
foreign beet sugar producers. 
Now we 
have obtained the exclusive right to a new 
patent, known as the ‘Stetfenche separating 
process,’ which we propose to use in sep­ 
arating and obtaining a low grade of sugar 
from this molasses, commonly called ‘gro­ 
cers’ yellow.’ 
This process is a saving in 
the manufacture of beet sugar, and perm its 
us to obtain more from the beet. 
“No, we have not as yet definitely de­ 
cided upon the location of our factories, 
and, if we had, it would »ot do for us to 
make them public, as people would ¡dace a 
value upon their lands th at would prevent 
us from purchasing them. 
Operations will 
be commenced for the construction of the 
first factory as soon as my father returns 
from Europe.” 


EDUCATED 
FARMERS. 
Scientific farming has begun to take a 
fresh start all over the country. The agri­ 
cultural colleges of the extrem e W est 
have done something for this ; 
the facili­ 
ties for the transportation of garden fruits 
and other crops from the Southern to the 
N orthern sections of the country have 
opened new markets for the ag ricu ltu rist; 
and the number of those who have under­ 
taken to work the land under the direction 
of scientific principles has been greatlv in­ 
creased. 
The result is th at a new estim ate 
lias been put upon farming, and the over­ 
crowding of mechanical pursuits hxs com­ 
pelled people to consider anew w hat can 
be done by tilling the land. 
Then the 
opening of arable land at the South to the 
N orthern im m igrant has turned further 
attention to this m atter. 
W ith the free 
land of the country best suited to agricult­ 
ural purposes now almost entirely occu­ 
pied, a reconsideration of the methods of 
farming is in order, and the agricultural 
colleges have done wisely in anticipating 
the demand for educated and scientific 
tillers of the soil. 
The educated farmer is 
to be one of the strong men in our future 
civilization, and it is not a stroke of rhe­ 
toric for Mr. Reeve, in treating of agricult­ 
ure in the May Harper's, to describe it as 
a calling as honorable and requiring xs 
distinct a training as any of the so-called 
liberal professions.—Boston Herald. 


CALIFORNIA ORANGE CROP. 
E arly in December last, the California 
Fruit Grower made a careful estim ate of 
the coming orange crop, and placed it at 
800,000 boxes. 
W e have since been can­ 
vassing the field as to w hat the crop 
actually is, and we are pleased to be able 
to state from most reliable authority, the 
figures Ixting based on shipments made, 
and stock on hand, placing the crop for 
the season o f ’88 and ’89, the harvesting of 
which is about over, at 750,000 to 765,000 
boxes of sixty-five pounds of fruit each, or 
2,500 carloads of three hundred boxes 
each.— California Fi-uit Grower. 


TOULTRY SCRATCHING». 
By far the greater p art of poultry dis­ 
eases are on the outside, and their names 
are hen lice and mites or spiders. The best 
remedies are buhach and kerosene, the 
former to be used on the fowls and the lat­ 
ter on the perches, in the nests and in the 
whitewash. 
These two substances give us 
absolute control of the insects th at infest 
poultry and ¡loultry houses, and conse­ 
quently control of the so-called diseases 
resulting from insects.— American Aijrieult- 
urist for Mai/. 
FARM NOTES. 
Trim up the shade trees and have them 
in good shape and attractive. 
Finely sifted coal ashes are excellent for 
providing dust baths for poultry. 
All the Takings, sod grass and refuse of 
the farm can be used as a foundation for a 
compost heap. 
If you have a rough road across the 
farm, where heavy loads are moved, make 
it smooth before you use it again. 
C ultivate the peach orchard in the same 
m anner as when cultivating corn. 
T h at 
is, use the cultivator and stir the top soil 
frequently. 
IX) not try to cultivate onions deep; if 
an inch of the surface is kept mellow, and 
no weeds allowed to grow, it is all the 
cultivation th at will be needed. 
The shorter the peach tree is cut back 
when planted, the stronger and healthier 
it will lie after it gets a start. 
Keep the 
soil around young peach trees clean and 
loose. 
Wood asbes are excellent on the flower­ 
beds. 
Roses need an application of them 
now. 
All kinds of flowers will be bene­ 


fited by superphosphate and ashes at this 
season. 
Fathers are apt to give the boys the 
poorest team and the poorest tools on the 
place to work w ith ; but it is bad policy if 
the hoys are to be encouraged to become 
good farmers. 
A fter each rain the ground should be 
cultivated lightly in order to prevent evap­ 
oration of moisture. 
T he loose dirt serves 
xs a covering nod shields the earth from 
the direct etlect of drying winds and the 
heat of the sun. 
E arly cabbage should be set out. 
The 
hoe shows good effects on cabbage, as the 
plant delights in frequent cultivation. For 
an early supply, only rich land should be 
used, and the ground made very fine be­ 
fore putting out the plauts. 
The W orthy M aster and Secretary of 
the State G range are still in correspond- 
enee w ith the Executive Committee of the 
N ational Grange, and doing their best to 
secure the next session for California, and 
with a good deal of confidence for success. 
W eeds make excellent green m anure if 
turned under. 
A rank growth of weeds 
indicates fertile land, but such land can be 
exhausted by rem oving weeds as well as 
by removing a regular crop. 
It will pay, 
therefore, to turn the weeds under and let 
them rot in the ground. 
The liquid m anure is more valuable 
than the solids, and a liberal use of absorb­ 
ent m aterial will aid in arresting its loss. 
It should be saved carefully, and a drain 
at the rear of the stalls should conduct it 
to some kind of a receptacle from which it 
may be pumped over the m anure heap. 
T he Bakersfield Californian thinks a 
great m istake is made in planting such 
trees as the willow, cottonwood and imp­ 
lare 
They are cheap and grow rapidly, 
but there th eir good qualities end. 
They 
are infested by obnoxious insects which 
are destructive to the fruit trees and vine­ 
yards. 
T heir roots are enormous feeders 
and stretch out in all possible directions 
to the detrim ent of all plant-life in their 
vicinity.

W ith P u r e Buffaloes. 
Besides the pure buffalo, of which Mr. 
Jones has nearly 120, he has a num ber of 
the crossbred stock, and it is these which 
to the breeder of cattle are by far the 
most interesting. 
Among these last are 
four half-breed Cows. 
These cows are all 
alike in size, and convey the impression of 
more bulk than large work oxen. 
W hen 
seen in M arch they were rather th in in 
flesh and were shedding th eir coats, so 
th at they did not appear to advantage. 
They were estim ated to weigh about 1,400 
pounds. 
Mr. Jones expressed the opinion 
th at he could fatten one of them in the 
autum n so xs to weigh 1,800 pounds live 
weight. 
They are sired by búllalo bulls 
and are out of common Indian cows. 
A half-breed steer was castrated xs a 
calf by Mr. Bedson, and killed when he 
was past three years old. 
H e dressed 
1,280 pounds clear meat, or nearly twice as 
much as a fat four-year-old range steer. 
As m ight be expected, tiie three-quarter 
bloods more nearly resemble the tmfialo. 
The hump is much more pronounced, the 
head and horns more butiiilo-like, while 
the coat is much longer than th at of the 
half-breeds ami more wavy. 
A nim als of 
this breed attain a great size, as indicated 
by the weight of the six m onths’ calf al­ 
ready mentioned. 
A young three-quarter 
bred bull, past three years old, pulled 
down the scales at 2,400 pounds when 
grxss fat in the autum n. 
Owing, however, 
to the lack of symmetry, due to the hump, 
they do not so much impress the cattle 
man. 
They produce a robe, however, 
which in beauty and evenness is superior 
to th at of the buffalo. 
The buflalo’s coat 
in w inter on the hump, upper sides and 
back is curly and m atted, and soon bleaches 
out to a faded tan color, w hile the coat of 
these three-quarter bloods is even through­ 
out, having little or no curl anywhere, and 
is but little lighter on the back than on 
the belly. 
It is everywhere a beautiful 
rich brown, and is as heavy as any buffalo 
robe. 
The robe of the half-breed is even in 
length on all parts of the body and is 
without curl, more like a heavy bear skin 
than anything else.— Forest and Stream.

NO LONGER A MYSTERY. 


Two miners prospecting in Sulphur 
gulch, in the Coast Range mountains, near 
San Felipe, discovered a grave containing 
the bones of a woman and many gold and 
•ilver trinkets. 
This discovery has solved a mystery that 
for a long time has puzzled the inhabit­ 
ants of the San Joaquin valley, as there is 
but little doubt that the remains were 
those of Zarifa Martinique, the daughter 
of Jose Martinique, who, fifteen years ago, 
was Sheriff of Fresno county. 
In a small 
iron chest found buried by the side of the 
skeleton were several Spanish coins and a 
faded photograph which bore the woman's 
name. 
The grave was discovered at the foot of 
a tall redwood tree at the head of the 
gulch, and was surrounded by bowlders 
that had rolled down from tne mountains 
above. 
In the trunk of the redwood were 
the initials Z. M. and J. R. cut deeDly, and 
as it seemed, with a sharp knife.'

As the story 
goes, she was a beautiful girl, with the 
grace of an American mother and the heat 
of Spanish ancestors in her disposition. 
No man in the San Joaquin valley could 
hold the bit in a horse’s mouth with stead­ 
ier hand than could Zarifa. and she rode 
like a queen with or without a saddle. 
She could shoot with the accuracy of a 
practiced marksman and possessed a spirit 
as fearless as a lion. She was a perfect 
type of the wild Western girl, but the in­ 
habitants of San Feiipe, among whom she 
had beeu born and reared, loved the 
harum-scarum girl, for there was always a 
bright smile on her pretty face, and in her 
liosom heat a heart as tender and sympa­ 
thetic as that of a child. 
At the age of IS years Zarifa was loved 
and courted by (ictave Morez, a young 
Spanish rancher in the valley who had ac­ 
cumulated a considerable fortune, and her 
father was anxious that his only daughter 
should become the wife of Octave, but 
Zarifa, when the subject was broached to 
her, angered her father aud astonished 
her suitor by declaring that her heart had 
long ago been given to Jack Raymond, 
and she should never marry if she could 
not be his wife.

Jack of being bail at heart, but he was 
looked iqion as a fellow absolutely worth­ 
less to himself and everybody else. Jack 
and Zarifa had met, aud between the 
handsome spendthrift and the beautiful 
girl had sprung up a mutual affection 
that was nursed until it grew to mad 
infatuation. 
When Zarifa's father learned the trend 
of his daughter’s love, he instituted a 
series of persecutions aga'-nst Jack, in the 
hope of driving him from the country, 
lie was frequently thrown into jail on 
petty charges, and as often set free after 
paying a heavy fine, for the Courts were 
with the Sheriff and the community was 
prejudiced against Jack, so that it was a 
hard matter for him to establish his inno­ 
cence of any charge brought against him.

One day, while Jack was seated 
by a table in a saloon conversing with 
friends, Morez came in much the worse 
for drink, and, recognizing his rival, ut­ 
tered an oath, and, drawing his revolver, 
ojMined fire on him. Jack drew his own 
pistol, aud with unerring aim sent a bul­ 
let through his rival’s heart. Knowing 
his unpopularity in that community, Jack 
fled the town, taking refuge in the mount­ 
ains, and though diligent search was made 
lor him under the direction of the Sheriff', 
the hiding-place of the refugee could not 
be found. 
Zarifa never lost track of her lover. 
In 
Sulphur Gulch, under the old redwood 
where her remains were found, the two 
had met 
for months, and this trysting 
place had always been kept a secret be­ 
tween them. 
Here the two continued to 
meet after Jack was a fugitive from jus­ 
tice. 
Zarifa owned a horse, a fiery, black 
animal, the gift of her father, and on this 
horse she was in the habit of taking daily 
rides through the valley. So persistently 
slid she continue this custom after Jack’s 
disappearance, and so long did she remain 
absent each day, the suspicions of her 
father were aroused, and through carefully 
following her he one day discovered the 
tryst, and a week later, with a posse of cit­ 
izens, managed to capture Jack, who was 
taken I ack in triumph to San Felipe and 
lodged in prison. 
Zarifa was inconsolable, for she knew 
that her lather would never be satisfied 
until Jack was dead, and she knew he had 
sufficient influence in that community to 
carry out any plan he might form. She 
could see no escape for her lover. 
The 
jail in which he was imprisoned was care­ 
fully guarded, and she could lend him no 
assistance, but she did not despair. She 
watched her father with the cunning of a 
cat. 
The Sheriff thirsted for Jack’s blood, al­ 
though he knew he had killed Morez in 
self-defense, for he had ruined his pros­ 
pects for becoming father-in-law to the 
richest rancher in the San Joautlin valley. 
His Spanish blood was up to white heat, 
and he sj>ent day and night in the saloons 
of San Felipe haranguing against Jack 
Raymond and urging the citizens to see 
that in his case the ends of justice were 
not cheated. The words of the Sheriff 
were effectual, for he was a man of influ­ 
ence and his utterances were not to l>e 
considered lightly. One night a mob, 
with their brains aflame with whisky and 
the fiery speech of the Sheriff, set out with 
a rope for the jail, bent on lynching Ray­ 
mond. 
The Sheriff headed the mob, and 
this gave them courage.

From that ni<rht to the day her remains 
were discovered Zarifa Martinique was 
never seen by the inhabitants of the San 
Joaquin valley, nor could the retreat of 
her lover, who became a notorious outlaw, 
l>e discovered. 
Three-fingered Jack, as 
Raymond came to be known in after years, 
became the terror of the San Joaquin val­ 
ley, and no less than seven of the men 
who had attempted to lynch him were sent 
to their graves by bullets from his rifle. 
Eight years ago lie was captured in a des­ 
perate saloon tight in Red Cliff'and hanged 
for his crimes. Before his execution he 
sent for Jose Martinique, and in an inter­ 
view told him that his daughter had lived 
with him five years, then died, aud that 
he had buried her remains in the moun­ 
tains near his retreat, where nobody could 
find and disturb them. On the gallows he 
cursed Martinique roundly, and charged 
him with being the cause of his turning 
his hand against the law and the people. 
Jose Martinique became demented and 
roamed among the mountains, continually 
searching for the grave of his child. Ilis 
body was found one morning at the bottom 
of Sulphur Gulch, where he had died of 
exposure and exhaustion.—Chicago Herald.

The daughter of 
the latter, Miss Sallie Knox Taylor, at 
once fell desperately in love with the 
handsome and intellectual young Lieu­ 
tenant, and the affection was reciprocated, 
but the old Colonel was averse to any 
match-making under the circumstances, 
and peremptorily forbade Davis from visit­ 
ing his quarters except in an official ca­ 
pacity. The lovers managed to see each 
other by stratagem, however, and one morn­ 
ing at daylight they were missing. 
The 
household was instantly aroused, the serv­ 
ants interrogated and a search made, but 
nothing was elicited save that the door 
of the stable was open, four horses were 
gone and their tracks indicated a hasty 
departure. 
Further examination of the 
premises showed that Lieutenant George 
Wilson, brother of Thomas S. Wilson, of 
Dubuque, la., and Miss Street, daughter of 
General Street, had likewise suddenly dis­ 
appeared.

REVIEW OF ANCIENT AND MOD­ 


ERN p o l i t i c s . 


W ebster’» E stim ate o f Jefferson— 
G ladstone on B righ t—Index 
to a Great W ork. 


[For th e R ecord-Un io s.] 
Bishop Potter’s remarkable peroration 
at St. Paul’s excites animated discussion 
in journalistic and a great variety of cir­ 
cles. 
The general concensus of opinion 
seems adverse to the propriety of his 
course. The New York Timex and the 
Evening Post naturally extol his alleged 
courage, but generally throughout the 
oountrv the verdict is unfriendly. The 
reference to an exchange of “Washington­ 
ian dignity for the Jeffersonian simplicity 
which was in truth only another name for 
the Jacksonian vulgarity” seems inappro­ 
priate to the solemnity of the occasion- 
Besides, the speaker, I believe, was his­ 
torically incorrect. The politics of to-day, 
with all the criticisms to which they are 
subject, ate a vast improvement 
over 
Washington’s time. 
Party spirit has so­ 
bered down, and it is no longer marked bv 
the violence which it then displayed. 
íf 
any one has doubt of this let him carefully 
read McMaster’s two volumes which prom­ 
ise to be, if ever completed, the most interest­ 
ing history of our country we have yet had. 
No administration was ever so bitterly 
assailed as Washington’s in its second 
term, not even excepting Andrew John­ 
son’s. 
Political rancor pursued him to 
his coffin; duels were innumerable; libels 
were an every day occurrence. Hamilton 
was killed as 
the 
result of personal 
animosity, and that Washington himself 
disdained the obvious and necessary meas­ 
ures for strengthening his administration 
by rallying to it men who were in sym­ 
pathy with his principles and friendly to 
Lis policy, is what no man acquainted with 
history can be made to believe. 
I regret 
the mistake of the speaker for I have a 
warm admiration for the man. Neither 
his address nor Mr. Depew’s oration was up 
to the occasion. 
The former disap[>oints 
me ; the latter does not, for outside of an 
after-dinner speech, an impromptu or a 
political occasion Depew is not equal to 
the great historical occasions which he is 
constantly seeking to commemorate. Pot­ 
ter, when prepared, is usually an ideal 
speaker. 
lie is a very handsome man, 
his 
voice 
is 
musical 
and 
rich 
and 
his 
thoughts 
are 
full of en­ 
ergy 
and 
suggestiveness. . H e 
is a 
son of the once famous Bishop Potter of 
Pennsylvania, and has recently succeeded 
his uncle, the Bishop of New York. His 
mother was a daughter of the celebrated 
President Nott, of Union College, and all 
his brothers in some line or other have dis­ 
tinguished themselves. 
Outside of the 
\dams, the Beechers, and the Washburns, 
no family has better maintained its intel­ 
lectual character. The consecration of this 
young man on the 20th of October, 1883, 
in the presence of forty-three Bishops and 
300 of the clergy, will always lie remem­ 
bered in the Episcopal annals of America. 
I admire him for the courage of his con­ 
victions. On all public questions he has 
opinions and is not afraid to express them, 
lie is the head and front of the high 
license movement in the State of New 
York, and the bills passed the last three 
winters at Albany owe much to his careful 
suggestions and amendments. No one has 
done more for prisons and prisoners; and 
charities and eleemosynary institutions of 
every kind have found in him their 
stanchest friend. 
The verdict of pos­ 
terity is favorable to 


THOMAS JEFFERSON, 
And I have no hesitation in saying that 
he alone showed something like an ade­ 
quate conception of what the Republic was 
to become. 
I doubt not your readers will 
be interested, in this connection, with an 
account of Daniel Webster’s visit to Jef­ 
ferson and his opinion of the man, so 
strongly in contrast to the slur of the New 
York address. 
It is narrated by Peter 
Harvey, who for forty years was nearer to 
Webster’s heart than any living man. Mr. 
Harvey says: 
“ Mr. Webster once gave a very graphic 
description of Thomas Jefferson, whom he 
had seen at Monticello. ‘ He looked to 
me,’ said he, ‘ very different from any 
ideal that I had formed of him. 
He was 
a tall, gaunt, light-haired, light-complex- 
ioned man, and not a person of impressive 
as[>ect. Among his strong characteristics 
was a great dislike for Patrick Ilenrv. He 
conversed freely about Henry, and spoke 
about his being a very illiterate man. 
He 
pretended to he a lawyer, but he was a 
mere pettifogger; a man of talent, a great 
declaimer, a splendid orator, hut not pro­ 
found. 
For such a state of things as ex­ 
isted at the breaking outof the Revolution, 
he was the sort of person who would make 
a successful denunciatory speaker; but if 
lie 
had 
lived 
in 
a quiet time he 
would have passed along without being ob­ 
served by anybody, because he was ignor­ 
ant and uneducated, coarse and very lazy. 
He had no habits of industry. 
Mr. Jeffer­ 
son told me he did not think that Henry 
ever read three law books in his life; anil 
yet on jury trials he was quite a famous 
man. Some days before my visit W irt’s 
“ Life of H enry” had appeared. 
It had 
been out long enough to have been read 
and somewhat discussed. 
1 spoke of the 
book, and Jefferson smiled, and said : “ As 
you see, I so arrange my library as to have 
in one department history, in another bi­ 
ography, in another jioetry, and so forth. I 
have not placed this hook of W irt’s and I 
have not decided whether to put it in the 
department of biography or in that of 
fiction ; I rather think, however, it is best 
suited for the latter.” ’ Mr. Webster was 
greatly interested in his visit to Jeffer­ 
son, aud he said that very much of the 
early prejudice which he had imbibed with 
his ]>olitical opinions in youth, when he 
considered Jefferson a great heretic, was 
dispelled when he came in contact with 
the aged statesman, and saw him in his 
home. 
Jefferson’s great simplicity im­ 
pressed him. Mr. Webster believed him 
to l>e a sincere man, very true in his con­ 
victions; and was convinced that much of 
the abuse heaped upon him by the opposite 
party, which hail accused him of being a 
demagogue and an Anarchist, was unjust. 
Mr. Webstersaid to me, in speaking of Jef­ 
ferson, that he had more deeply impressed 
his opinions and theories, as well as his 
practical ideas of government, ujion the 
legislation and destinies of the country, than 
any man that had lived. The Government 
was new under the first President, and a great 
deal of form was adopted by Washington as 
necessary to the dignity of office. He felt 
the need of a sort of court. 
He had his 
military notions of preserving the dignity 
of position, which was manifested in his 
going to open Congress in a coach and six 
horses, dressing in a military costume and 
observing very elaborate forms in his re­ 
ceptions and 
visits of 
courtesy. 
He 
thought it necessary to have the Chief 
Executive Officer of a great country so 
elevated and so surrounded by these forms 
and trappings that it might inspire a feel­ 
ing of respect and awe. Jefferson showed 
great contempt for all that sort of thing. 
He said that our republic should not take 
pattern from any other Government in 
these resj>ects; it was, and ought to be, 
emphatically a democratic Government. 
The Executive was one of the people, se­ 
lected as their agent for the time being. 
There was no reason in the world why he 
should be at all removed from the people. 
It was for him to administer the Govern­ 
ment, as their agent, for a limited time, 
and then to return to them and get bis 
living as other people did. 
Jefferson 
added that General Washington was of 
opinion that it was necessary to grant re­ 
tiring pensions to ex-Presidents, but it was 
not necessary in Washington’s case, and he 
would not have taken it had it beeD offered 
him. Jefferson’s ideas of republican sim­ 
plicity became the settled policy of the 
country, and were carried out in all our 
intercourse with foreign nations. 
Our 
Ministers were required to dress plainly. 
Jefferson’s instructions were that they 
shonld appear in foreign coarta, as envoys 
of a republic, in citizens’ costume. 
He 
would have it understood not only that 


this was a republic where the people were 
sovereigns, but that we carried our repub­ 
licanism in our intercourse with foreign 
Governments. 
Mr. “ Webster's comment was that he 
thought it fortunate that Jefferson’s ideas 
prevailed. They were, undoubtedly, more 
in accordance with the spirit of our insti­ 
tutions. 
He said that in carrying out his 
idea of republican simplicity, Jefferson 
had to contend with ideas and precedents 
derived from the mother country, from 
which we inherited so many of our laws, 
habits and customs. .Jefferson, however, 
stamped his individuality, his peculiarities 
of character upon the institutions and gov­ 
ernment of the country more strongly than 
any other statesman of the republic’s in­ 
fancy.” 
JOHN BRIGHT. 
The full text of Gladstone’s address 
on the death of Mr. Bright shows that the 
partial report did it greut injustice. It 
towers far above Salisbury's, and in pathos, 
generosity of sentiment and vigor, will 
rank among the best of his early efforts. 
Its magnanimity is scarcely equaled in 
forgiving the great statesman’s desertion of 
Home Rule, and still more in conceding 
that in our American civil war, Bright 
was by 
far 
more clear-sighted than 
himself, especially in seeing that the out­ 
come was destined to advance the whole 
Anglo-Saxon race. 
Mr. Gladstone’s serv­ 
ices 
to 
English-speaking peoples out- 
tongue his mistakes, and now that he him­ 
self recalls, iu a spirit of compunction, his 
misconception of our struggle for the 
Union, it would be puerility for us to be so 
ungracious as to remember it. 
I am glad 
that he referred to the separation of 
old comrades, for his reticence would have 
been misconstrued. 
Not only did Mr. 
Gladstone mention his friend’s defection, 
but lie pronounced it an event happy for 
Bright’s fame, seeing that it conciliated 
the privileged classes, of which >>e had 
been a life-long assailant, while it had not 
alienated—because nothing could alienate 
—the grateful masses of the English peo­ 
ple from the man to whom, much more 
than to any other, they owed enfranchise­ 
ment. There has never, said Mr. Glad­ 
stone, been a word of disparagement of 
John Bright on the part of any Liberal. 
He died, as Burke died, lamented and 
honored at once by the Tory beneficiaries 
of his latter conservatism, and by the 
W hig 
companions of his youth 
and 
prime. 


EMPLOYES OF TflE LEGISLATURE. 
The unofficial summary of the total 
number of attaches of the Senate and As­ 
sembly of California is put at 210. 
Reli­ 
able authority places the figure nearer 300. 
The total two years ago reached 170. 
Ac­ 
cepting 210 as the correct number, the 
clerks and other employes are 90 in ex­ 
cess of the members constituting the two 
houses. 
When William M. Tweed con­ 
trolled the last Legislature of New York 
which convened in the old Capitol, the 
employes of the Assembly alone ran up to 
323, but to-day, occupying the immense 
new building, they only number 70. 
In 
Tweed’s time (1871) the expenses of the 
Legislature for employes only, was §122,­ 
000; to-day it is less than §50,000. In 1879 
the number of committee clerks was re­ 
duced to seven—one each to the Commit­ 
tee on Ways and Means, Judiciary, Cities 
and 
Railroads, leaving the remaining 
three clerks to be divided up between the 
remaining thirty-four committees. Three 
general messengers were to do all the 
work of the previous ten. 
Here is an in­ 
teresting comparison: 
Under Democratic 
administration in 1871, there were 323 at­ 
taches to the Assembly, 195 in excess of 
the number of members constituting that 
body; in 1889, under a Republican admin­ 
istration, there are, all told, only 73. 
It 
is noticeable that the thirty-five commit­ 
tees of the Assembly of 1871 had 44 clerks, 
while thirty-eight committees of the As­ 
sembly of 1889 have hut nine clerks. 
There were 126 pages then, to 25 this year. 
Probably the two members of the Assem­ 
bly in 1871, who did not have a page each 
to wait upon them, were Republicans who 
were determined to reduce the force. At 
all events when the Republican party 
came into power the next year and elected 
Henry Smith, the eminent lawyer of Al­ 
bany, Speaker, the force was cut down one- 
half. 
TIIE SIXTH VOLUME 
Brings to a close tiie “ Cyclopaedia of 
American Biography,” which has already 
taken rank as one of the most creditable 
contributions to literature. 
The New 
York Sunday Sun has been publishing a 
series of articles on this work, expressing 
the opinion that the monographs pertain­ 
ing to important subjects surpass in con­ 
struction and value any others heretofore 
prepared. The London Telegraph regards 
it more valuable than the similar cyclo­ 
paedia now being published in England, 
which, 1 judge, at the present rate will 
take sixty volumes to make it complete. 
The latter, like the “ Encyclopaedia Britau- 
nlca,” does not include living persons, 
whereas the former includes the names of 
more than 15,000 native or adopted citi­ 
zens of the United States, taking into the 
list living persons, and going back to the 
earliest settlements of the country. Be­ 
sides, this, it includes the names of several 
thousand emigrant citizens of Canada, 
Mexico, Brazil, Chile, Peru and all other 
countries of North and South America. 
The aim seems to be to embrace all note­ 
worthy persons of the New World, and to 
give a sketch or biography that may con­ 
tain the results of the latest research and 
give the facts about living persons up to the 
most recent date. The list of contributors 
include an extraordinary number of the 
eminent men and women of the country. 
But I intended simply to refer to the in­ 
dex, which to me is perhaps the most 
valuable part of the work. 
It includes 
about one hundred pages and is a subject 
and topical index of the important matter 
that is packed away out of sight in the 
dictionary. Nearly half a column is de­ 
voted, e. g., to “ Virginia.” 
Its lead­ 
ing persons are mentioned and in connec­ 
tion with them the historical facts which 
are alluded to. “ Washington” has nearly 
an eighth of a column devoted to himself. 
In many cases it enables the reader to 
find additional information about the sub­ 
ject of an article which is given incident­ 
ally in some other article. 
1 have no doubt that these volumes will 
prove indispensable to every American 
scholar, and become a part of every sub­ 
stantial 
and 
well-maintained 
library. 
They have won the praise of President 
Gilman, 
George 
Bancroft, 
Gladstone, 
Phillips Brooks, Chief Justice Waite, 
Robert C. Winthrop, Noah Porter and 
many thoughtful ana discriminating men, 
and a mere casual perusal of the pages by 
any reader will attest their great value 
aud Intrinsic merit.

CURRENT ART NEWS. 


T h o M o s t C o s tly L e a t h e r . 
“ The most costly leather in the world, 
so far as I know,” said a dealer in fine 
skins and leather, “ is known to the trade 
as piano leather. 
American tanners years 
ago discovered the secret of making Russia 
leather, with its peculiar pungent and last­ 
ing odor, but the secret of tanning piano 
leather is known only to a family of tan­ 
ners in Thuringia, Germany. This leather 
has but one use—the covering of piano 
keys. 
A peculiar thing about it is that the 
skins from which it is tanned are procured 
almost eutirely in America. It is a par­ 
ticular kind of buckskin. The skin of the 
common red or Virginia deer will not 
make the leather; a species of the animal 
known as the gray deer, and found only in 
the vicinity of the great Northern lakes, 
alone furnishing the material. The Ger­ 
man tanners have an agency in Detroit, 
which collects the skins of this deer from 
the Indian and half-breed hunters, who 
supply the market. The hunters are paid 
an average price of about 20 cents a pound 
for the green skins. 
When the skins are 
returned to this country as piano leather 
they cost the piano manufacturers from 
$15 to $18 a jxmnd. The world’s supply 
of this invaluable and necessary material 
is produced by the Kretzchmar family of 
tanners, who have six establishments in 
Germany, the largest and best at Gera in 
Thuringia.”

RAPID DEVELOPMENT 
OF 
THE 


ART INTEREST. 


Som e V aluable C ollections in R ich ­ 
m ond, C harleston, C hicago 
aud New York. 


The Magazine of Art contains the follow­ 
ing current art news: 
Mr. Richmond, in his admirable speech 
at 
the^ Liverpool 
Congress, put the 
case against the drawing of Academy stud­ 
ies in a manner which, we trust, will con­ 
vince the professors. “Can we think,” 
says Mr. Richmond, “of Giotto or Michel­ 
angelo drawing away for days without one 
single motive to prompt them, but to copy 
something with a stump on asheet of white 
paper.’ 
C an we see Sandro Botticelli los­ 
ing his time neatly finishing a dreary 
drawing ot a naked like-guardsman, in 
order to obtain a premium or m edal! 
Emphatically we answer ’N o :’” 
The 
practice of finishing elaborately-shaded 
drawings, which lias so long been in vogue 
in England, if it does not drive art 
students to despair, must almost inevitably 
prevent them from acquiring any facility 
in representing the human form in action. 
The stump teaches neither painting nor 
drawing. If the student aspires to paint, 
w-hy can he not use the brush ? 
If he is 
aiming at draughtsmanship, will not the 
pencil-point enable him to obtain a mastery 
over line which the stump would never 
give him! 
In fact, as Mr. Richmond hap­ 
pily put it, the stump is “a kind of middle­ 
man whom we, with all our hearts, desire 
to get rid of.” 
Much—too much, perhaps 
—has been said of late about art education. 
The majority of those who have written or 
spoken on the subject have only advocated 
vague theories or new systems, difficult of 
attainment. 
But here is a thoroughly 
practical suggestion, put as clearly and 
forcible as possible. 
If art education, in­ 
stead of being mechanical and monotonous, 
is to encourage the student, and to develop 
what skill and intelligence there is in him, 
the first step in advance that should be 
taken in our schools is the abolition of that 
pernicious middle-man, the stump. 


HISTORICAL PORTRAITS. 
The collection of historical portraits in 
the Capitol at Richmond, Va., is one of 
the most important in the country. The 
entire history of Virginia, from tiie early 
colonial times down to the present day, is 
written in this line of pictured faces. Lord 
Howard of Effingham, Alexander Spots- 
wood. Lord De la Warr and Lord Dunmore 
form a group of picturesque appearance 
and much historical importance. 
There 
is an old portrait of the Lady Pocahontas, 
with a large ostrich feather fan and a ruff. 
The Governor of the State at the close of 
the Revolution, Thomas 
Nelson, 
and 
Speaker Warner of the House of Burgesses 
hang not far from each other. Here is a 
portrait of Rochambeau, found in South 
Africa by a British officer. 
He sent it to 
Richmond by a descendant of Rochambeau 
who attended the Yorktown celebration. 
It is in oil on wood. 
One of the leading 
artists of Richmond is John T. Elder, 
whose genre pictures and portraits fre­ 
quently find their way north. Many of 
his subjects deal with the civil war period. 
William Sheppard, the well-known illus­ 
trator, is also identified with the Rich­ 
mond art interest. 


VALUABLE GALLERY OF HISTORICAL ART. 
The municipal offices at Charleston, S. 
C., present the aspect of a valuable gallerv 
of historical art. 
Many of the great men 
of the State are immortalized here on can­ 
vas and in marble. 
Here is John C. Cal­ 
houn, in G. P. A. Healy’s full-length por­ 
trait of him, standing in the council-cham­ 
ber in a dignified oratorical attitude with 
his hand on iiis breast. 
A full-length of 
Washington, by Trumbull, (1791) shows 
the Father of his Country in buff breeches, 
standing against a background of blue skv 
with a white horse by his side.’ This is 
one of the most interesting portraits of 
^Washington in existence. 
A bust of Rob­ 
ert huilón, of New York, purchased in 
h ranee, by a South Carolinian and given 
to the city, is said to have been finished by 
Iloudon, although it is accredited to one 
of his pupils, Bremond. One of S. F. B. 
Morse’s best portraits shows President 
Monroe standing against an arch hung 
with red curtains. 
Another valuable por- 
troit is that of Andrew Jackson, by Van- 
derlyn. 
ART IN CHICAGO. 
The art interest at Chicago is rapidly 
developing, and that city will presently 
become a formidable rival to New York as 
an art center. 
The success of the A rt In­ 
stitute of the \ erestchagin exhibition, 
which closed March 31st, proves that the 
popular feeling for art is being rapidly de­ 
veloped. The exhibition was opened' free 
on Sunday afternoons. 
The protit from 
the exhibition to the Institute was §14,­ 
000, and the attendance reached 1,000,000 
persons. 
The result of the success of the 
exhibition has been to place the Institute 
on a self-supporting basis for the first time 
since it was founded’, 700 yearly member­ 
ships having beeu added to tiie list. 


GROUPS OF KERAMICS. 
The Union League Club of New Y'ork, 
has made a new departure in adding im­ 
portant groups of keramics to the monthly 
exhibitions of pictures. At the February 
reception, side by shle with an insignificant 
collection of paintings, was displayed a 
magnificent array of ancient Chinese ox- 
blood jars and other smaller monochrome 
pieces of great value, belonging to well- 
known collectors. A t the March exhibi­ 
tion appeared a wonderful array of old 
blue and white Nankin of various shapes 
and varieties, hawthorn, powder blue and 
numerous other famous classes. 
Many of 
the pieces were the work of the most fam­ 
ous potters of the Ming dynasty. The dis­ 
play of pictures was creditable, including a 
Millet, a Delacroix, a Cazin, a Henner, a 
Rousseau, a Dupre, a Gerome and a small 
Meissonter of the best manner. 


NOTES. 
The Interstate Industrial Exposition of 
Chicago will open September 4th and will 
continue until October 19th. 
It will con­ 
sist of a limited number of oil-paintings 
and water-colors, by artists invited to con­ 
tribute. No commission will he charged 
on sales. 
Two prizes are offered by Potter 
Palmer for the best landscape or marine, 
and the best figure picture, both in oils. 
The competing painters must be residents 
of the United States. 
The showing of American art at the 
Paris Exposition will not be conspicu­ 
ously brilliant, the New York management 
of the affair having been distinguished hy 
numerous squabbles and collisions of pro­ 
fessional with lay judgment. 


IRRIGATION IN CALIFORNIA. 


T h e M o st I m p o r ta n t S u b je c t N ow B e fo re 
P a c ific C o a st P e o p le . 
In his argument at the recent meeting ot 
the State Board of Trade Hon. M. M. Estee 
took proper pains to bring out the fact 
that California is not properly classed as an 
arid region, because our rain-fall is suffi­ 
cient to bring crops, save in exceptional 
seasons. Our dry season is not a drought, 
for a drought is an unusual lack of rain, 
while the dry season here is an essential 
condition in the production and perfection 
oi many staple crops, and is an injury to 
none. All shallow vegetation that is not 
quickened by irrigation rests during the 
dry season, just as it does when locked by 
the frost ot an Eastern winter. 
Mr. Estee made the point that irrigation 
is made profitable here by the climatic con­ 
ditions. It it be used in many parts of the 
State in the foothills and the valleys, it in­ 
creases the number of maDV crops in a 
year and enlarges the volume of yield of 
all crops. Of course this characterization 
does not apply to actual desert land like 
tbat of Kern and the Mohave desert, where 
irrigation is the only guarantee of crops, 
and where it develops a wonderful fertility. 
But these regious are only a small part 
of the State’s area. 
Mr. Estee's statement was not intended 
to snnb the proposition that the Federal 
survey of the and regions should exclude 
California, but to raise the question of the 
importance of irrigation to multiply the 
already proved prod ucti ven esa of Califor­ 
nia 
It would certainly be a very great 
assistance in carrying out our local irriga­ 
tion laws if the Federal survey could be ex­ 
tended to this State. We believe the law 
{fives sufficient authority for such exten­ 
sion, and it will be a great saving to oar 


people if an official determination of the 
rainfall can be made and reservoirs for its 
economical storage can be located. 
Our readers will remember that recentlv 
we published interesting tacts showing the 
relation of the rainfall to the grain yield. 
General Greely,Chief of the United States 
Signal Service, has since that publication 
sent to us his report of the annual raiufall 
in the Pacific Stales and Territories as 
shown by such volunteer and official ob­ 
servations as were accessible to him. 
Kis charts show that more careful ob­ 
servation of lainfall bas greatly reduced the 
limits of that region reported in the census 
as unfit for agriculture on account of de­ 
ficient moisture. He enforces the import­ 
ance of exact statistics in this matter by a 
reference to the rain tables of a compact 
agricultural district in South Australia, 
showing the relations between rainfall and 
wheat yield, lie says that these observa­ 
tions show that twelve inches of rain in 
the six winter months produces six bush­ 
els ot wheat per acre, aud that for every in­ 
crease of an inch in the rainfall an increase 
appears in the wheat yield. Experience in 
that part of Australia proves that an in­ 
crease of 50 per cent, in the average moist­ 
ure adds $50,000,000 to the fee simple value 
of the lands. This point applies directlv to 
the climatic situation in California. Our 
climate is such as to make an artificial in­ 
crease in the moisture anplied to the land 
an important factor in its increased pro­ 
duction, and hence in its increasea value. 
_ This report of General Greelv’s is respon­ 
sive to the request of Congress, and is one 
of the means made use of bv Senator 
Stewart in bis effort to interest the Federal 
Government in irrigation. 
A chart which 
accompanies it shows that California is lar 
from arid, if its average coast and mount­ 
ain precipitation be properly distributed to 
the whole Stale. 
1’Lis distribution is pos­ 
sible by proper storage, and the points at 
wbicb this may be best made should be in­ 
dicated by a trustworthy survey. 
The Importance to the whole country of 
this first comprehensive attempt to con­ 
sider the irrigation problem may be meas­ 
ured by what we have repeated in refer­ 
ence to South Australia. 
An increase of 
$50.000,000 in the fee simple value of lands 
in a small district caused by a 50 per cent, 
increase in the moisture, foreshows an in­ 
crease of hundreds of millions in the 
land values of the region covered by Sen­ 
ator Stewart’s scheme. 
It is complained that people in the East 
object to being taxed to carry on the needed 
surveys. They will not object, we assume, 
when these surveys prove to have beeu the 
means of affording a profitable refuge for 
thtir surplus population, which can go 
where its labor will add immensely to the 
common wealth. 
The prairie States had to be surveyed and 
their lands rectangled before they could be 
settled, and yet we do not remember tbat 
New England and the Middle States ob­ 
jected to being taxed to meet the cost of 
land surveys in Indiana, Illinois and Iowa. 
Then why should any of them object to 
paying their share of water surveys in 
Utah, Colorado, Montana, Idaho, Nevada, 
New Mexico, Arizona and California, when 
those water surveys are for precisely the 
same purpose as the land surveys of the 
prairies—to prepare for population ?—S. F. 
Alia.

THE BLANKET NEW SPAPER. 


T h e blanket new spaper has not come to 
stav. 
It w ill have its lease of life, and 
th en retire to th e obscurity it deserves. 
H e re is one before us from tin in terio r C ali­ 
fornia town, th a t boasts of ten pages, eight 
colum ns to th e p ag e; yet, o f th e eighty 
colum ns, but tw enty-one are devoted to 
reading m atter. 
A n o th er of tw elve pages, 
seven colum ns to th e page, hits but tw enty- 
seven colum ns of m atter for th e reader of 


news. 
O n th e o th er hand, th e eig h t pages 


o f th e K e ív k d -U n io n on Saturdays em ­ 
brace sixty-four colum ns, of w hich, 011 an 
average, th irty -fo u r are devoted to th e in ­ 
terests of the subscriber— for these tak e a 
new spaper to read. 
T ake th e S u n d a y 
U n io n , about to he issued. 
I t w ill consist 
o f four pages, th irty -tw o colum ns in all, 
h u t th irty of these w ill be devoted to news 
and useful read in g m atter. 
T h e blanket sheet in a g reat num ber of 
cases c ,mes in parts, never less th an two, 
and oftener in th ree and four sections, each 
of eig h t pages, and one a t h and has sixteen 
pages to a p a rt and four parts, or in all 
six ty -four pages; yet not one-half the 


pages are devoted to reading m atter. 
Ob­ 
viously th e sm all a d v ertiser in such sheets 
lias no place. 
H e is lost in an oceau of 
poster type, and gaudy and g larin g dis­ 
play b y m ore p retentious advertisers. 
T h e reader is not m uch m ore benefited. 
H e has such a mass of paper to handle 


th a t in most cases he abandons th e task, 
selects a page or two and contents him self 


•with th a t, m issing thereby, very often, 
th a t w hich would be most to his profit. I f 
he is a searcher after a given m atter of 
news h e is very ap t to lose his tem per, and 
he c ertain ly does lose tim e in his effort to 


discover the object of h is search, for the 
m atter is so d istrib u ted am ong pages, and 


m ixed up w ith advertisem ents and cuts 
ind sensational articles, th a t even th e ex­ 
p ert new spaper m an often abandons the 


task o f finding th e record o f p articu lar 
news. 


T h ere was a tim e w hen readers preserved 
th e ir new spapers and kept “files.” B u t who 
in th is day is able to give th e house room 
necessary to m erely keeping a tile of a 
blanket sheet ? 
W ho has th e hardihood 
,0 rob h is fam ily, by th e necessary expend­ 


itu re . if h e resolves to hind these files? In 
fact th e blanket sheet seldom is bound, and 
th e n o nly by th e publishers and a few li­ 
b rary associations and advertising agents. 


W h a t th e reader of th e day w ants is a 
newsp ap er of reasonable size, th a t lias not 
been struck by th e craze for m u ltip licity 


of pages and a desert of read in g m atter. 
H e w ants th e new s in b rief form, w ithout 
unusual sacrifice o f detail. 
H e w ants to 
lie able to finish his new spaper a t a sitting, 
perhaps, and certain ly to go th ro u g h it in ­ 
tellig en tly before th e n ext day’s issue a r­ 
rives. 
H e w ants a papier th a t 
he can 
h an d le w ith com fort, and th a t will not call 
for th e exercise o f g re ater patience th an 
com m on clay p>ossesses. 
H e w ants a paper 
th a t is a tin it, th a t does not separate into 
q u a rte r sections as h e opens it, and w hich 
is not a cause of vexation, by reason of th e 
lia b ility of some acres o f paper to sutler 
m isplacem ent, to th e d etrim en t of th e con­ 


nectedness and u n ity of th e issue. 
T he 


fact is, th e hot com petition th a t lias led 
new spaper m en in to issuing th ese e x tra v a ­ 


g a n t and m am m oth sheets has become a 
so rt of in san ity ; it is n o t cred itab le to th e 
profession of jo u rn a lism ; 
it is, indeed, 
lessening its influence as an exp>onent of 
p u b lic opinion, and is d ep reciatin g th e 


valu e o f th e press as a vehicle of news. 
W e agree w ith the Christian Leader, 


w hich 
thus vigorously protests against 
these Itewildering exam ples of what print­ 


ers and presses can do : 
The World produced a fortv-p*gc paper last 
week 
More than hail of it should have been 
burned before any reader saw it. It was a great 
achievement but awhollv irrational and use­ 
less one. It belongs with jumping from bridges 
and “shooting Niagara" in a cask. The luna­ 
tics who do (he startling but abmrd things 
should all be put in a menagerie together 
So 
far a« newspapers are concerned. it would be a 
gatu to the n ealth. Intelligence and moral sanity 
f.f the people if they were reduced one-half In 
size and correspondingly improved in the worth 
aud tone of what is printed. 


HA 2CILT0N-JEFFEBS0N. 


Ohr San Francisco contemporary, the 


Alta, devotes a celuiun and a half to an­ 


alyzing, if not belittling, th e services of 
A lexander H am ilton to his country be­ 
cause he proposed a form of government 
in the Constitutional Convention that was 


not 
adopted, and 
retired 
from 
the 
convention when h is schem e was defeated. 
I t is a very late day to discuss the question 
o f H am ilton’s statesm anship and patriot­ 


ism . 
Y et these subjects are living and 
their revival serves to invite the youth of 
th e land to the reading o f the history of 
h is country and of its foremost men, in 
th e most critical attitude of mind. 
It may 
be safely said that no young man can read 
th e life o f H am ilton and rise from con­ 
tem plation of his character w ith any other 
than a profound regard for his statesm an­ 


sh ip and the liv eliest admiration for his 


brillian cy and senius. 
T h e Alta, we tak e ' 
it, m isreads H am ilto n and im putes to him 
m otives 
h e 
d id 
not 
en tertain , and 
w hile we do no t now tak e space to point 
ou t 
in 
full 
th e 
reasons 
for 
th is 
conclusion, we can say th a t if th e g reat 
Federalist retired from th e convention he 


did so hut to re tu rn to it and affix his sig­ 
n atu re to th e C onstitution and to devote 
his best energies to securing its adoption. 


To no indiv id u al influence indeed are we 
so m uch indebted for th e adoption o f th e | 
C onstitution as to th a t o f H am ilton. 
B ut 
for h im New Y ork w ould certain ly have 
rejected th e instrum ent. 
In th e annals of 
debate th ere is no record of g reater or 
m ore b rillia n t eflort th an th a t m ade by 
th e illu strio u s statesm an in defense of th e 
c h a rter of th e U nion, and so powerful 
w ere his labors th a t all historians concede 
to them th e resu lt achieved in N ew Y ork, 
if not thro u g h o u t th e country. 
I t m ust he 


concluded th a t th e loyalty of th e Alta to 
th e riv al of H am ilton, th a t m ost b rillian t 
of a ll our statesm en, lias Jed our contem ­ 
porary into undue ex h ib itio n of its bias 
for Jefferson, and against th e sincerity of 
H am ilto n in his defense of th e C onstitu­ 
tion. 
To say th a t he advocated it because 
it was b etter th a n th e chaos th a t would 


follow its rejection, is to p u t a false esti­ 
m ate upon th e m otives of th e statesm an. 
T h a t his schem e was rejected in th e con­ 


vention is true, b u t it is also tru e th a t he 
knew it could not be adopted, and th a t its 


p>roj)osal, m ore th an a n y th in g else, served 
to bring th a t body to th e condition of 
m ind th a t resulted, hap p ily for free in sti­ 


tutions, in th e C onstitution as given to us. 
B ut th e revival of th e H am ilton-Jeff'er- 
son controversy, w hich th e eulogium pro­ 
nounced hv C hauncey Depew has m ade 
prom inent, is not profitless. I f it is possible 
to shed new lig h t upion it, by all m eans let 
it be done. 
B ut really th ere is n o th in g 
new to Le said about it, and th e reaw ak­ 
ened in terest in it can only serve to en­ 
lig h ten m any indifferent readers up>on th e 
ptolitics of th e early pierlod of our history 


and to clear aw ay a good deal of m isun­ 
d erstanding about th e form ation of th e 
C onstitution, in w hich, indeed, Jefferson 
had no ptersonal ptart, since he was in 
F rance at th e tim e. 
I t is a m a tte r of h is­ 
tory th a t he was w ith difficulty induced to 
aceepit th e docum ent and give it th e sup­ 
port o f his ptowerful influence. 
l ie de­ 
clared th a t th ere were th in g s in it th a t 
staggered his disposition to subscribe to it, 
and he scarcely knew w h eth er th e good or 
th e had predom inated in it. 
It cannot he 
denied th a t th e argum ents of H am ilto n in 
th e Federalist operated pow erfully to win 
Jefferson’s support for th e in stru m en t. 
In 


N ovem ber, 1788, h e w rote to M adison con­ 
cerning th e Federalist, saying: 
“ I t does 
th e h ighest honor to th e th ird [H am ilto n ] 


as being, in m y opinion, th e best com ­ 
m entary on th e principles of governm ent 


w hich was ever w ritten .* * * B u t in gen­ 
eral it establishes firm ly th e plan of gov­ 
ernm ent. 
I confess it has rectified m e on 


several points.” 
It m atters not w hat m ay 
be th e division o f opinion as to th e real 
th o u g h t o f H am ilto n concerning th e Con­ 
stitu tio n p rio r to its prom ulgation by th e 
convention, since it is a fact o f history, we 
repteat, th a t w ith o u t his defense and advo­ 
cacy of it w hen once p u t before th e people, 
it wouhl no t have been adopted.

W e are perfectly aw are of th e 
venality th a t exists in journalism , or th at 
w hich apes th e title, and 
th a t 
th ere are 
m en by th e hundred w ho own anti use th e 
press for th e purposes of th e 1110-t vicious 
character, and pirostitute it to th e worst 
style of the “slam -bang” order of w riting. 
W e are not surprised th a t public and m any 
business m en who are b rought into con­ 
tac t w ith th is class, record a verdict of con­ 
dem nation in th e ir souls against th e news­ 


papers of th e land in general. 
Y et, if 
these m en will pause in ju stice to exam ine 
th e m atter in th e calm of th e ju d icial a tti­ 
tude, th ey w ill discover th a t it is not th e 
profession of jo urnalism th a t m akes th e 
m an venal, and th a t after all 
th e con­ 
scienceless class th a t comes to th em in th e 
livery of th e p>ress is not disproportionate 
to vicious developm ent in all o th e r walks 
and vocations. 
B ut tak in g th e tru ly rep ­ 
resentative press, elim in atin g th e m ounte­ 
banks, quacks, im posters and m askers, and 
th e new spaper people of th e age hold th eir 
own w ith o th er tailin g s in respectability, 
honesty and scholarship, and are in ad ­ 
vance of th e ir predecessors in legitim ate 
enterprise, business ab ility , aggressiveness 
for th e rig h t, fearlessness in 
th e face of 
danger and m enace by vice, clearness and 
vigor in th e style of w riting, sk ill in news 
g ath e rin g and th e breadth of ab ility to 
discuss piuhlic questions. 
M r. W ilder piuts 
it th a t “ th e Bohemian w ith h is vices and 
his vulgarity is passing off th e scene.” W e 


think we see evidences of th is. 
T h e re p ­ 
resentative of the vulgar still lin gers; a 
few so-called sensational journals cater to 
what they assume to be th e pop u lar taste 
and dish up th e impure and indecent in 
such pilenitude th a t th e piuhlic stomach is 
in revolt. 
F ilth m ay not have had its 
full day in the press, h ut assuredly the 
line is now being more sharply draw n th an 
ever before between th e newspaper fit for 
th e household and th a t adapted to the 
tastes of th e brothel and th e slum s. There 
is a growing dem and for th e dignified, 
b rig h t, incisive and spirited newspiapier, 
and growing distaste for th e organ of im- 
pudicity and demoralization. 
W h ile we 
have not m uch faith in th e ab ility of col­ 


leges to tra in to journalism, it is a signifi­ 
cant fact th a t the establishm ent of chair- 
of journalism in some of th e foremost in­ 
stitutions of learning in this country is re ­ 
ceived w ith favor. 
It is indicative of the 
real demand of th e public for a better tone 
in th e press, and it testifies also to the fact 
th a t th is demand is being responded to. 


T h ere is another evidence of the correct­ 
ness of Mr. W ilder’s piosition— th a t th e 
journals o f th e day th a t are recognized as 
exponents of piuhlic opinion, th a t are im ­ 
portant factors in th e activities of the age

T h e Sen­ 
ator shows th a t up to th is tim e such legis­ 


lation as is proposed has d ealt w ith th e 
subject exclusive of m eans to relieve and 
adjust th e relations of th e C entral Pacific 


C om pany to th e G overnm ent regarding th e 
so-called indebtedness of th e corporation. 
H is position is th a t th e m easures of ad­ 
ju stm en t proposed for o th er transconti­ 
n ental roads sh all lie extended to, o r o thers 
proposed for, th e C entral Pacific C om pany. 
H e takes up th e T h u rm an A c t and dis­ 
cusses it as a m istake, and in place of 
w hich th e M atthew s A ct should have Iteen 
substituted. 
H e considers th e m atter of 
th e sinking fund in detail, and m akes per­ 
fectly clear th e operations of th e T hu rm an 
A ct and its failure to accom plish the 
liq u id atio n intended. 
No possible pre­ 
sentation of th e S enator’s argum ent could 
he m ade in an y b rief space in these col­ 
um ns ; th e spieeeh m ust be read to acquire 
an accurate know ledge of th e actu al con­ 
dition of th e railroad sinking fund, and 


th e com plete failure of th e T h u rm an A ct.

science, clean fiction, historical reviews, 
local intelligence, correspondence,criticism , 
ed ito rial th o u g h t and reflection, etc. 
As 
a m atter of fact, th e S u n d a y U n io n w ill 
piresent m ore colum ns of substantial read­ 
ing m atter, and a g reater am ount of news, 
th a n any o th er papier on th e coast, w ith ­ 
ou t ru n n in g to th e extravagance of th e 
“blanket” sheets, th a t confuse th e reader 
by th e ir bulk, and bury th e news in sucli 
an ocean of p rin t and poster advertising, 


th a t it is m ore th an difficult to search out 
th e kernels of real w orth. 


T h e efforts to punish those w ho com­ 
m itted th e election frauds in San F ra n ­ 
cisco last fall have come to n a u g h t be­ 


cause it is im possible to tell w hich persons 
am ong m any w ho had th e o p p o rtu n ity 
were th e g u ilty ones. 
T he prosecuting 


officer in abandoning th e eases stated it 
to be h is firm conviction th a t some of th e 
persons referred to were g uilty. 
It was 


im possible 'to accept th e theory th a t all 
m ig h t he innocent, since th e ballots as 
recorded at th e “calling off*” d id not, on 
recount, tally w ith th e expression of th e 
check or tally sheets. 
Som ebody, th e re ­ 
fore, was g u ilty of attem p tin g to reverse 
th e wiil of th e voters by a false record of 
th e verdict. 
W h at is th e obvious lesson 
of th is failure of justice? 
T h a t so far as 
election clerks, inspectors and judges go, 
th e only safety of th e people is in th e 
choice for such positions of m en who, so 
far as hum an ju d g m en t can ascertain th e 


fact, are above suspicion of ven ality and 
whose characters are a g u aran tee against 
th e approaches of th e election broker and 
th e go-betw eens 
of p artisan 
tricksters. 
Such m en m ay be found in every com m u­ 
nity, m en of conscience and who would 
ra th e r die th an b arter th e ir soul’s peace 
to politicians. 
I t m ay lie a difficult task 
to induce them to tak e th e thankless 
posts in dicated, bu t it is not im possible. 
T h ey 
w ill 
accept 
these tru sts when 
th ey can lie assured of decent com panion­ 
sh ip 
in 
th e 
polling 
pilaces, 
and 
im m unity from th e assaults of strik ers and 
th e insults o f th e low order of w ard p o liti­ 


cians. 
So long as th e vicious elem ent is 
a factor in politics, its influence w ill be 
felt in th e choosing of E lection B oards if 
th e political appo in tm en t system rem ains. 
T h ere is piroposed one pilan, w hich orig- 
nated w ith th e R e c o rd -U n io n a few m onths 
ago, anti w hich, though 
m uch debated, 
has not been successfully opposed in any 
q u a rte r— th a t is, no argum ent has been 
advanced against it th a t has no t been 
show n to he fallacious. 
O ur proposition is 
th a t th e counting of ballots sh all take 
place under judicial 6upiervlsion and in 
th e open Court, w ith as m any clerks and 
counters as now, perhaps, th a t there m ay 
be no delay, b u t chosen by th e C ourts. 
By 
such a system, with th e watchers or attor­ 
neys present, th e ballot-boxes removed 
from th e atmosphere o f the polling places, 
th e right to enter protests and objections 
secured, th e handling of th e ballots per­ 
m itted only in presence of th e Courts, there 
would be as n ear absolute assurance of fair 
counting as can be had under our present 
system of balloting. 
W e have repieatedly 


pointed ou t in detail th e feasibility of th e 
suggested m ethod of counting, and have 
show n th a t it can be adopted without 
undue delay resulting in announcing th e 
piuhlic verdict, and th a t it will no t entail 
labors upon th e C ourts th a t w ill n o t be 
com piensa ted by the results. T he pilan w ill 
piut an end to recounts. 
In other words, 
it takes th e count, instead of th e recouut, 
into Court.

Grace Cook incompetency case was again 
before the public in Judge Van Fleet's 
Court yesterday afternoon. 
It will be remembered that Mrs. Grace 
Cook was recently before the Court upon 
the charge of incompetencv—subsequent 
to an indefinite number of appearances on 
the charge of drunkenness and disorderly 
conduct—and that she was then adjudged 
incompetent, and a guardian was appointed 
for her in the person of her brother, John 
Purcell, of San Francisco. Since that time 
she has resided in the Bay City until 
biought hack to her old home in answer to 
the summons of the Court in the present 
case. 
Eii Mayo, who figures somewhat ostenta­ 
tiously as the adorer of the more or less 
charming Grace, would not be reconciled 
to the fate which separated the loving pair, 
and it was at his instance that the present 
action was brought. It is a suit to reopen 
the question of Mrs. Cook's competency 
and to restore her to capacity. 
The case was called at 1:30 p. .w.. Mr. 
Mayo being represented by Hon. E. C. 
Hart and Ed. M. Marlin, with Judge James 
B. Devine for Mr. Purcell, Mrs. Cook’s 
guardian. 
The attorneys waived a jury, all consent­ 
ing that the case be tried by the Court. 
The attorneys for the plaintiff asked that 
several prominent city physicians be sub- 
penaed to examine Mrs. Cook and give ex­ 
pert testimony as to her condition. The 
Court agreed to grant the request, and a 
number of our local doctors will be sum­ 
marily invited to lake part in the proceed­ 
ings. 
At this point Mr. Mayo gracefully wended 
bis way to the side of his inamorata, and 
slipped upon her taper finger a gold ring. 
Supplementing this cavalierlv bestowal by 
chucking a couple of great big round dol­ 
lars into the woman’s fist, he returned to 
his seat admid the admiring glances of the 
Court-room. 
“How touching !” remarked one of the 
throng. 
‘ Trooly pathetic!” answered the party 
addressed, and a general snicker of admira­ 
tion—or some other emotion—tilled the 
Court-room. 
The first witness called was Dr. J. T. 
Miner, of San Francisco. He testified that 
he had professionally attended Mrs. Cook 
for dipsomania in San Francisco. 
He 
found her not strong mentally, and greatly 
impaired in health, in a physical sense— 
ad the result, he alleged, of the excessive 
use of alcoholic beverages. He considered 
her entirely incompetent to attend to her 
own interests. 
Attorney Martin asked the witness if such 
condition might not have resulted from 
dropsy, or some other disease. 
Witness replied that it might, but he was 
satisfied that her only trouble was from 
drink. He added that the paralytic condi­ 
tion still existed. The witness was ex­ 
cused. 
At this juncture in the proceedings Judge 
\ an Fleet informed the attorneys in the 
case that he was unable to hear anv fur­ 
ther proceedings therein on account of ill­ 
ness. He had only proceeded as far in the 
case as he had in order to allow Dr. Miner 
the witness, to return to San Francisco 
without delay. The case was continued 
until 10 o clock lo-day, the prisoner being 
commended to the tender care of the Sher­ 
iff.

NATIONAL GUARS. 


THE LITE BATTALION DRILL AND 
GUARD-3I0CXT. 


L essons in th e School o f th e S o ld ier 
—T he C h allen g e to C om pany 
G fo r a Shoot. 


The general drill in the school of the 
battalion and guard-mount was witnessed 
by a large audience at the armory last 
Wednesday evening. The four city com­ 
panies were represented, together with the 
field, staff and brigade officers. Colonel 
Guthrie put the battalion through the 
movements indicated by the brigade com­ 
mander, and Colonel Hubbard and Major 
Houghton took notes of the manner in 
which the drill was conducted. The com­ 
panies were commanded by Captains Cook, 
Hall, Seymour aud Lieutenant Lloyd. It 
is a noteworthy fact that while the on­ 
lookers understand very little of Upton’s 
tactics, yet they generally are able to tell 
when a movement is well executed and 
where the applause comes in, and are cor­ 
respondingly discreet when (as often hap­ 
pens) some bad break on the part of a com­ 
pany or individual soldier 1 * mars the 
eternal fitness of things.” In a drill for 
instruction it would be best to have no 
spectators, but the people hereabouts like 
to see the drills, and it pu<s the boys on 
their best metal to know perhaps the girl 
they love (and she is numerous) is looking 
at them. If some arrangement could be 
made whereby the lady friends of each 
company could be induced to be present at 
the company drills, it would no doubt have 
a tendency to fuller ranks, and make the 
event more interesting to all concerned. 
It is generally conceded that throughout 
the National Guardj the weekly drills are 
not attended as they should be, and also 
that Lieutenants aud Guides of the com­ 
panies are not as a rule up to the required 
standard. This makes hard work for the 
Captain, who 
cannot be expected to be 
present on all occasions, and who, if he is 
not, feels that his company will suffer. 
The same condition of affairs applies to 
field officers of a regiment. As for Brigade 
officers they are not expected to know 
much, as they have very little opportunity 
for practice, but it can be said of the Fourth 
Brigade Stair that it has perhaps as good a 
set of officers as there is in the State to-day, 
nearly all of them having seen active serv-' 
ice. The drill cn 
Wednesday ? evening 
was a general review of battalion evolu­ 
tions, and neither the regimental com­ 
mander nor company officers were apprised 
of what they were to do. 
The school of the battalion was pretty 
well crowded, so much so that it is impos­ 
sible to enter into a general criticism of the 
movements, but it is conceded bv all that 
it was a severe test on officers and men 
and that they acquitted themselves with 
credit. Everything depends on the com­ 
pany commander in a drill of this char­ 
acter, but he should have good guides, and 
also assistance from file closers. The latter 
seem to have no conception of their duties 
and their "dress” was simply vile. Cap­ 
tains Hall, Seymour and Cook would have 
made very few errors if their commands 
were loud enough to be understood at all 
times. Lieutenant Lloyd was not up to 
his usual excellence, and his left guide 
should be changed. Captain Cook is a 
cool, able officer, but he should give his 
commands in a louder and more distinct 
tone of voice. 
It would also be well for company com­ 
manders to have more of an interval be­ 
tween the caution command and that of 
execution. It prepares the men for what 
is coming. The battalion commander does 
not always give the necessary preparatory 
command, and this causes confusion in the 
ranks, particulaily when "halted.” There 
is also no warrant for giving the order 
"continue the march,” when "fours right” 
or “fours right about” is given. The firings 
by rank and battalion was verv well done 
ftbai by company not so well), and when 
the "recover” was ordered, after "aim,” 
very many fired their pieces. The rear 
rank, in firing, showed up badlv. It lias 
evidently not been drilled lately. There 
was scarcely a dozen men in the'rear who 
knew that they should advance the right 
foot eight inches to the right at the com­ 
mand "aim.” 
In “right of companies’ rear into col­ 
umns” Captains Cook, Seymour and Hall 
handled their men well. Company a went 
too far to the rear every time. Closing eri 
masse on the rear company was the most 
crude effort of the evening, although much 
more difficult movemenis were executed 
with ease. A and E were uotablv off in 
this movement. The wheelings, clearing 
obstacles,forming double and close columns, 
deployments, changing direction in close 
columns, changes of front faced to lhe rear, 
closing column to and on the right, with 
the right and left hi front, and various 
other evolutions were very promptly done. 
Given plenty of room, distinct orders and 
less noise, the regiment will compare favor­ 
ably with any in the State. If more atten­ 
tion was paid to little details of drill and 
discipline, it will be a force to boast of. 
Better guides, color Sergeant and file cios- 
ers will be a great aid to perfection. Tlie 
guard-mount was fairly well gone through 
with. 
The Sergeant bringing on the first detail 
wheeled into line, instead of making a 
flank movement. The Sergeant-Major, a 
fine-looking soldier by the way, when he 
will have acquired more confidence in him ­ 
self. presented sword as if he was a com­ 
manding officer, and theAdjutaut remained 
at a " carry ” when all others were at “ pa­ 
rade rest.” 
The platoons were poorly 
wheeled into line after marching past iii 
review, but an excuse for this can be given 
on account of the band. In a school of in­ 
struction it would be better to omit all 
music, as it is simply impossible to hear 
commands while the band plays. We think 
the presence of the brigade officers in force 
at these drills has an influence for good, 
and they can be of material assistance to 
the field officers. 
This drill, taken as a whole, presents 
the city troops in a very fair light. Re­ 
newed effort on the part of all will make 
it a force which will be an honor to the 
State and will repay the people for the 
money appropriated ts maintain a first- 
class National Guard. 


RIFLE-SHOOTING CHALLENGES. 
Company C, First Infantry, of San Fran­ 
cisco, issues a challenge to Company G, of 
this city. People will think it singular 
that Captain Klein did not accept Captain 
Hall’s challenge, published on the 16th of 
last March. It was open to any company 
in the State until April 1st. It seems a lit­ 
tle curious, particularly when the fact is 
noted that Captain Hall stated that all men 
shooting must have been members of each 
company in good standing on January 1, 
1889, and this fact must be sworn to. Captain 
Klein waits until May 15th, and bis terms 
are that the men contesting must have been 
members May 1st. Looks a “ leedle” giddy, 
ain tit? 
THE BRIGADE SIGNAL CORPS 
Will be organized as soon as it is deter­ 
mined if a new company is to be admitted 
from 
Sacramento. 
There 
is 
materiel 
enough in this city to maintain a full regi­ 
ment if the proper interest was taken in 
military matters by young men. As large 
a forceas possible should be maintained at 
the Capital of the State, it being a railroad 
center from which troops can be sent in 
every direction at very short notice, and 
valuable State property is likely to he 
stored here—rifles, cannon, amunition, etc. 


MEMORIAL DAY PARADE. 
The brigade troops have been ordered out 
for parade on Memorial Day, May 30:h. 
Field and staff officers will be mounted. 
The hour for assembly in this city has not 
yet been determined,’ but we understand 
the exercises will be held in the after­ 
noon.

Johnson, Hon. A. P. Catlin, Judge J. H. 
McKune, Judge Solon S. Hoi), Hon. Chas. 
T. J o h p s, George A. Blanchard. Major W. 
A. Anderson. Hon. E. C. Hart, District At­ 
torney Bruner, Wilbur F. George. Charles 
H. Oattuan. Chauncey H. Dunn, W. A. 
Gett, Isaac Joseph and Edward j. Dwyer. 
The meeting was called to order bv Chas.

M rs. D onohue 
A cq u itted 
h y th e 
P o lice C ourt Y esterd ay o f an 
In te n tio n a l C rim e. 


The Police Court was fairly jammed ves 
terday by a crowd anxious to hear the pro­ 
ceedings in the case of Annie Donohue, 
charged with grand larceny, in disposing 
of a lottery ticket to Sam Ginsberg for $475, 
aud which afterwards proved to be good 
for nothing. 
The prosecuting witness, 
Samuel Ginsberg, was represented by Clin­ 
ton L. A\ hits and G. G. Pickett, aud the 
defendant by Major Anderson. 
The first person placed upon the witness 
stand was the prosecuting witness, Gins­ 
berg. He related the facts of the case, as 
have heretofore been published in the 
R ecord-L n io n . He stated that she came 
into his store on April 25th. between 
8 and 9 o clock in the evening and showed 
him a lottery ticket, at the same time say- 
•h£, I guess this is one of the winning 
numbers, and I would like to get it 
cashed.” He scrutinized it closely, told 
her it had won $500, and said he would 
give her $4i5 for it. She accepted the offer 
said she preferred ready money instead of 
a check, took the cash and departed. Wit­ 
ness said he noticed that after she got some 
distance from the store she commenced 
running. The number on the ticket was 
S8 433. 
Ginsberg was subjected <o a scorching 
cross-examination by Major Anderson 
during which the latter asked him if he 
had not sold the defendant lottery tickets 
before. After a long argument as to the 
admissibility ot the question, the Court 
overruled the objection ro the question,and 
Ginsberg replied that he thought he had. 
D arn g th e rest of the witness’ testimony 
no httle ill-feeling arose between the de­ 
fendant s attorney and the witness, and 
an) both were threatened by the Court with 
■unishment for contempt. Other witnesses 
-tr the prosecution testified to minor m at­ 
ters in the case. 
I rank Miller said he considered the 
forgery not a very clever one—that is, it 
probably would not deceive an expert. 
Mrs. Donohue was placed on tiie stand 
on her own behalt, and gave iier story of 
the altair. She said she bought the ticket 
from a short, heavy-set man in Redding, 
whose name she did not know. She was 
unaware of its having been altered, ard 
upon bearing that it was a winning num ­ 
ber she immediately went to Ginsberg, 
whom she had learned cashed tickets at a 
discount. She was in a huny for her 
money, as she wanted to make a visit to 
Lincoln, and preferred having it cashed 
right away rather than wait some weeks 
for ttie money to arrive from New Orleans. 
She was not aware that the ticket was a 
forgery, and even when she looked at it in 
Court she could not see where it had been 
altered. 
The 
witness was 
cross-examined at 
length, and among thequestions asked was 
one which was not very cleaily answered 
It was: 
" Why did yon tell Chief Lee in his office 
that you were sick on the night tbe affair 
happened ?” 
I'fie witness replied that she “didn’t want 
to say anything.” 
After some more testiraonv was heard 
both sides rested, and Major Anderson, for 
the defendant, made an extended argu­ 
ment. He held that the prosecution had 
made no case at all. They had not proven 
that she knew the ticket was a forgerv, or 
that she used any means or fraudulent 
wavs to get the money. No Court would 
ever convict her. It might be presumed 
that the defendant did know all about tbe 
ticket, but the presumptions were all on 
the defendant’s side, and would have to be 
displaced by positive testimony in order to 
be evidence. He asked for the discharge of 
the defendant. 
Clinton L, White, for tbe prosecution, 
held thút the defendant was as guilty as 
could be. He referred to tbe secretive 
character of the defendant’s testimony, and 
the fact that she ran up the street after 
having received the money. In his opin­ 
ion there was a felonious intent on the part 
of the defendant. 
Judge Buckley, after reviewing the testi­ 
mony, saiil be could not possible hold her 
to answer without criminal intent being 
shown, and Mrs. Donahue was discharged

CALIFORNIANS. 


HOW THEY ARE LOOKED urOX BY 
MAYOR WESTON.

The Grand llapids (Mich.) Daily Derno- 
crat May 5th contains the following inter­ 
view with Mayor Weston, of that city, 
about his late visit to California. Readers 
of the K ecord-U m on will remember that 
Mr. Weston visited Sacramento in the 
latter part of April as one of the United 
States Commissioners sent out to inspect 
and pass upon the twenty-five miles of the 
California and Oregon Railroad. 
That he 
was delighted with California is evident 
from his remarks to the reporter. 
In speaking of his late visit to the West, 
Mayor Weston said: 
“ Two weeks ago to-day Senator Stanford 
gave me as a reason why California had 
the best horses in the country the fact that 
the pioneers, when starting for their long 
and hard trip across the plains, selected 
only the very best animals. 
From them 
came the present California stock. 
The 
same rule can he applied to the men, who 
in 18411 and for ten years afterwards, went 
to California for fortune and fame. 
They 
were picked men of the United States, en­ 
terprising and intelligent. What impressed 
me most was these men who yet largely 
control the business of the Golden State. 
They are like the men of New York city, 
which attracts the best blood in the coun­ 
try. 
If you cannot convince one in fifteen 
minutes, you may as well quit. 
It takes 
him hut a short time to make up his mind 
what todo, and there is a dash and daring 
about his execution which never fails to 
charm. He is liberal to others and to him­ 
self. 
H e takes big chances, and many fall 
by the way-side, hut there is a disposition 
to help others who fail, which you do not 
find in New York. 
“As a rule, the Californian lives weli up 
to his incom e, and does not wait until he 
is a broken-down man to get any benefit 
from His w ealth . 
The piling up of a fort­ 
une to breed bad feeling among his heirs 
is not th e h ig h e s t object of his life. 
You 
cannot c ritic ise him unkindly, for he rides 
into y o u r «flections at a 2:20 gait and 
holds y o u sjtell-bound by his profuse hos­ 
pitality. 
A ll you need is a good constitu­ 
tion to be agreeably entertained in Cali­ 
fornia. 
They are the most liberal and 
hospitable people on earth, and they never 
allow business to interfere with hospital­ 
ity. 
There are no single-furrow men 
among them. 
Nothing short of a six-gang 
plow, with ten horses in front and a pair 
of spotted dogs behind satisfies them. 
They look with contempt on a farm of less 
than 1,000 acres. 
At Vina I visited the 
55,000-acre farm of United States Senator 
Stanford, costing SI,000,000 in an unim­ 
proved condition. 
It now has a 3,500-acre 
vineyard, the largest in the world; two 
acres 
of 
wine 
cellar, 
in 
which 
the cooperage alone cost £100,000, and 
a capacity of 2,000,000 gallons, and 25,000 
head of fine blooded stock. A little further 
down the Sacramento river a wheat field 
of 17,000 acres forms an adjunct to his 
Vina farm, while at Palo Alto he took us 
to see his garden, which contains/S,000 
acres, in residence and university grounds, 
wheat fields, vineyards and stock ranges. 
Here his famous horses are stabled and 
here he is building the grand I-eland 
Stanford Jr. University, to which he 
gives a £20,000,000 endowment, and of 
which I will tell you more later. 
We 
passed one wheat field of 42,000 acres, be­ 
longing to another investor; also one cattle 
ranch which includes 000,000 acres of 
pasturage belonging to two men. 
Our 
lumbermen think a ten-mile railroad quite 
an achievement. 
The Pacific slope has 
one artificial water course for floating 
lumber, built of plank, seventy miles long, 
for the accommodation of one company. 
One of our Grand Rapids firms, W hite & 
Friant, are about tc erect one for a tract 
of land they purchased in California, 
which will he eighty miles long. 
“ In performing my duties as United 
States Railroad Commissioner, I inspected 
twenty-five miles of railroad over the 
Siskiyou mountains, the boundary between 
California and Oregon, on a grade at times 
of 174 feet. 
It rises and falls 7,500 feet. 
I said to C. P. Huntington, First Vice­ 
President of the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany, that it was a wonderful engineering 
achievement. 
He replied: 
‘ It is the 
best we could do just at present: we have 
so many lines under construction. 
But 
soon we shall tunnel that range.’ 
I re­ 
marked that that would lie a big job, the 
longest tunnel in the world. 
* Yes,’ he 
said, ’ It will be, hut I rather like big jobs. 
I expect to -ee our company build that be­ 
fore I die.’ 
Everything is done on a mag­ 
nificent scale. 
The Californian plays fora 
palace or a [>oor house every time, and his 
nerve, energy and intelligence make him 
winner in a majority of his ventures. 
“ I was impressed by the contrast be­ 
tween the country and its inhabitants. 
It 
has a lazy, luxuriant, Italian climate; na­ 
ture is generous beyond limit. 
The soil 
is the most fertile in the world. 
Combin­ 
ing these natural advantages with the 
picked 
energy 
transplanted 
from the 
Northeastern States, gives a combination 
which has produced prodigious results. A 
remark dropped by Senator Stanford in the 
same interview, that ‘No man would lal>or 
except to supply a want,’ suggested the 
inquiry, ‘W ill the present prosperity of 
California continue through the succeeding 
generation, or will the same lethargy over­ 
take it which has generally characterized 
those countries where nature does so much 
more than its share of the work ?' 
The 
young men who went to California in the 
’50’s , developed the State and develojied 
themselves by creating an empire in a new 
and wild country thousands of miles be­ 
yond the then limits of civilization, are 
rapidly passing away. 
When I looked 
over the fertile valleys, the granite hills 
and broken streams of pure water in Ore­ 
gon I could not help thinking that the 
coming century of this republic would see 
the center of population move north from 
the Golden Gate to where nature presents 
more obstacles. 
But this probably will not 
trouble the present generation. 
“ If a person has but two weeks to sjiend 
in California and wants to see the most of 
it, his best plan would lie to stand still in 
Fan Francisco and watch it go hv. 
That 
city is, emphatically, the metropolis of the 
Pacific coast. 
There you meet the repre­ 
sentatives of every country and every class 
in the State. 
It is more like New York 
than any other city in the United States. 
There is the same energy and intelligent 
push. 
It Is much more picturesque, about 
as luxurious, more attractive in climate 
and anout as wicked. 
The other Califor­ 
nia cities are merely large country vil­ 
lages. 
The whole State centers at the 
Golden Gate, where you will find as fine 
hotels, theaters and clubs as there are in 
be ( Trited States."

w ith bankruptcy. 
A through and unproductive 
rate—often below the cost of carriage—to m eet 
com petition and to m ake a m arket lor Califor­ 
n ia products by interpretation of th e interstate 
law, has m ade th e through rate th e m axim um 
for interm ediate local poiuts, where no com pe­ 
tition exists, an a w here—according to all the 
law s of trade and com m erce—th iy are not en ­ 
titled, at the hands of the carriers, to th at 
w hich nature lias denied them . 
For my life I 
do not know w hat I can sRy t > satisfy you or the 
shippers, except that it would seem the tim e has 
com e w hen th e people should look elsewhere 
than to the railroads for a rem edy for every 
evil, real or im aginary, of w hich they are often 
so unjustly com paining. 
You say there has been m uch talk and fault- 
fiudiug about the through rates, and th a t the 
people w ant iDtormatiou ou this subject. 
In re­ 
ply to this. I should say—this is a privilege en- 
joved by all who pav. even though thev get full 
value received ; but a ge eral com plaint w ith 
little reason is one thing, a n d a just eom plaiut 
quite another 
However, I had hoped the ship­ 
pers would have been satisfied w ith the position 
of our com pany relative to the through rates as 
already explained to them bv our Traffic Man­ 
ager, who is so fam iliar w ith 'a ll the facts and 
details connected w ith these m atters th at it 
would seem alm ost useless for m e to attem pt to 
satisfy those who, apparen'ly. do not w aut to 
know the true state of allairs appertaining to 
transportation—a subject so generallv m isun­ 
derstood ; not because it is so very difficult of 
solution from a business stand-point, hut be-t 
cause there are so few who are trank enough to 
adm it th a t the laws of trade and com m erce and 
the law s of nature should properly be as appli­ 
cable to our profession as to all other callings. 
I’pon these false prem ises are based all the rad­ 
ical and restrictive railroad legislation, both 
State aud national, and not one of these luws 
insofar as I am inform ed, has redounded to the 
benefit of the producer or consum er: especially 
is this true w ith regard to the interstate law in 
its efftct on the trade and com m erce of Califor­ 
nia. 
It is true, we have favored a 90-cent rate of 
canned goods from California to Eastern p o in ts; 
uot because the difference between this figure 
and th e eurreut rate would, in our judgm ent, 
increase the consum ption, but because we are 
ail Californians. We are of the people of this 
great State, and are striving to build up and en ­ 
courage, iu every way. all her industries by 
quoting as low rates as possible un d er the c ir­ 
cum stances th at ever surround us. 
There is no m argin of profit over and above 
the fixed charges and the cost of opcratiug the 
line, and there has uot been since the rate-w ar 
ol 1SS6, w hich harm gd m any aud did no one 
any good. The sam e rate as now on canned 
goods was then in force and everybody seem ed 
happy and prosperous. 
We are told that the railroad stands in the 
way of m arketing the products of this State 
This is not true : while, ou the other hand, it is 
true that the railroads have m ade uot oulv a 
m arket, but they have m ade possib’e the profit­ 
able cultivation of orchards aud vineyards all 
over this great com m onw ealth. 
1 am aw are th a t the Canned Goods Associa­ 
tion has had several largely attended m eetings, 
and th a t some of its m em bers have seem ed dis­ 
posed to severally censure th e railroad com pa­ 
nies because there has uot been a heavier :ale 
of California goods iu the Eastern m arkets. In 
answ ering this, I would ask you and all a 
sim ple question : Are the m illions of people 
East of the hoeky M ountains likely to consum e 
auy m ore of our canned goods after a sm all re r 
ceut. of our h eig h t has been thiow n ott'.' Let 
us see w hat it would am ount to. The retail 
price to the consum er, as he goes from dav io 
day In the m arkets of Om aha, Chicago or oilier 
Eusiern trade centers to purchase of these cnee- 
called luxuries, now the necessaries of liie, is 
at O m aha, for canned peaches, 40 c-euts per can 
of 2% pounds : the difference in the rate, w hich 
I believe will be marie 1 ceut per pound, and 
th a t now in force, js 1.5G per cent, of the whole 
cost of the arricie of consum ption under con­ 
sideration; and vet we are told th a t if we would 
reduce the rates th a t m uch, m ore of the goods 
w ould he purchased by th e consum er. 
Let the 
producer reduce his price in the sam e ration 2% 
m ilis per pound, and the jobber in like propor­ 
tion, and we have a total reduction of only TV, 
m ills per pound. 
W ould this, do you think, induce th e average 
purchaser, who m ay use, sav, perhaps a s m uch 
as one pound lor supper each day, to purchase 
any m ore ol the produce sent lrom C alifornia V 
Certainly the am ount the carrier throw s oil' 
would have no effect on the am ount consumed. 
It would seem th at the people have little or 
nothing to com plain of, even at curten! rates, 
and if the #1 per 100 pounds is adopted (which 
w ill be applicable east of the Missouri river ail 
the way to New Yorki, it w ill be, sav on canned 
goods from San Francisco to New York, but .6Ca> 
of a ceut per tou per m ile. Since all things are 
m easured by com parison, and w hen we com ­ 
pare the rate on these goods, carried a large por­ 
tion of the way over the most expensive lines to 
operate on this continent, aud perhaps in the 
world, at 26 per cent, below the average charge 
per m ile for all the rail roads of the United States 
ror the year 1886, during w hich vear I believe 
the rates averaged lower than ever before or 
s nee, I am sure no (air-m inded m an w ill say 
this is too m uch. 
T he cauned-goods m an is not alone seeking 
reduced rates: the t>ean m an is ou his feet cry­ 
ing for a lower r a te ; therefore, let us see about 
the beaus. Iu one of our tiailv papéis a few 
days ago appeared an article heuded, 'One Cent 
Meals,' stating th a t a Mrs. L am adrid. of New 
York, furnished a m eal for one c e n t; from 5 to 
II a. M., one-half pint of coffee w ith m ilk and 
one slice of bread, 1 c e n t; from 11 a. m. to 1:30 
p. m ., one half pint of soup and one slice of 
bread, 1 c e n t; pork aud beans every day, 1 
cent per piate. There is a large am ount of Cal­ 
ifornia beans consum ed in the E ast; the cur­ 
rent rate on beaus from 8an Francisco to Chi­ 
cago is Si per 100 pounds. The bean m an wants 
the rate reduced to 75 cents. I think you w ill 
agree w ith m e th at, even if the carriers m ade 
this reduction (one-fourth ol its charges) it 
would he rather difficult for Mrs. Lam arlrid'to 
reduce her price below 1 cent in a like propor­ 
tion ; the good wom an m ight, how ever, a s a n 
inducem ent, offer her regular custcm ers 105 
tickets for SI. 
Since the plate of beans would not weigh over 
three ounces (uncooked) and the difference iu 
the rate of transportation for 2,f00 m iles on 
this am ount would he three-sixty-fourths o ' 
a cent it will, perhaps, aid in conveying some 
conception of the insignificant part we play as 
the m edium of the exensnge of all articles of 
consum ption. 
The railroad interest in 
the 
canned goods is only 1-56 per cent, ol the retail 
price, and tiie sam e Is true of nearly all other 
things transported, except, perhaps, raw m ate 
rials. It Is impossible to take these things in. 
and the little they im ply, w ithout a realization 
at oDce of the trifling am ount of this interest 
w hich is chargeable to the carrier; and oulv this 
trilling charge for the introduction of enterprise 
and capital to build and operate a great trans­ 
portation line. 
Aud w ith all those facts ever 
before us, is it not a little strange th at the world 
of business m en, w ith all th eir united wisdom, 
are so slow iu giving credit and so quick in 
charging up to th e carriers th a t which m ight 
properly go to the account of others ’

RELIGIOUS PERSECUTION. 


T r e a tm e n t o f a S e v e n th -D a y A d v e n tis t 
in G e o rg ia . 
The Associated Press dispatches have 
contained accounts of the alleged persecu­ 
tion of D. Conklin, a Seventh-Day Ad­ 
ventist, in Georgia, for working on Sun­ 
day. 
The Allegan (Mich.) Journal says: 
D. Conklin, who was for several years a 
resident of Otsego, where he was greatly 
respected, recently 
moved 
to 
Milton 
county, Ga., and has been brought into 
serious trouble by his religious opinions, 
which are those of the Seventh-Dav Ad­ 
ventists. 
Elder M. G. Iluflman, of that sect, has 
written a letter to the General Conference, 
at Battle Creek, iu which he says: 
“ Mr. Conklin has been reported to the 
Grand Jury, and a bill found against him 
for working on Sunday, and all he did was 
to cut a few sticks of wood to build a fire 
—-just what I have seen many others doing 
since I came to fhe State. 
The penalty for 
violating any portion of the law in this 
State is very severe. 
They have what is 
known in this State as a ‘chain-gang,’ where 
those who violate the law are taken, and 
ball and chain fastened to one leg, and 
they are made to work on the public roads 
and railroads, and those who are put there 
tire many of them treated worse than 
brutes; many have lteen whipped to death, 
and doubtless if he should be taken for 
working on Sunday he would be compelled 
to work on the Sabbath or be whipped. 
What is your advice ? Should we be beaten 
in the Circuit Court? would you take the 
case to the Supreme Court ? and if so, can 
you help us? 
We are all poor here.” 
This is the ease of a man well known in 
this vicinity, and of whom his former 
neighliors speak in the highest terms. 
It 
scarcely seems credible that in the United 
States a man should lie in danger of being 
sent to the chain-gang because, after con­ 
scientiously keeping the seventh day of 
the week, he sees fit to chop wood on the 
first day, hut it is nevertheless true, and 
there is a good deal of this same religious 
intolerance in our very midst. 
W ith this, 
and other similar experiences in view, is it 
strange that the Seventh-Day Adventists 
are bitterly opposed to the Blair Sunday- 
rest bill, which would render them amena­ 
ble to law in other parts of the Union if 
they did any work on Sundays? 


C lever P ro p a g a tin g o f th e R ose. 
In the spring of 1887, W. W. Coles, of 
Lansdowne, Pa., bought from Craig & 
Bro., for one dollar, a thrifty young plant 
of the celebrated rose, Mrs. John Eaing. 
By skillful handling it developed into a 
fine plant, and grew so satisfactorily that 
Walter could not resist the temptation of 
calculating how many young “Laings” he 
would have the following spring. 
One 
day in July, 1887, Mr. Coles met John 
Burton, and the subject came up in con­ 
versation as to how many young rose 
plantscould be raised from one stock 
plant in one season. 
I forgot how many 
Mr. Burton said lie thought it was possi­ 
ble to raise, but Mr. Coles very emphati­ 
cally asserted that lie could raise 550 by 
the following April (1888). 
This was just 
as vigorously disputed until a wager was 
proposed—a champagne supper for those 
present— which was accepted and put on 
record. 
The plant continued to improve, and, as 
the time for operations approached, stocks 
suitable for grafting had to be secured, for 
there were no restrictions as to how the 
propagating should be done, either by 
grafting, budding or on own roots. 
After 
some slight difficulty the necessary num­ 
ber of Manetti stocks were obtained, and 
on December 24th the first lot of plants 
were grafted, amounting in number to 
something less than 180; most of them 
grew and made a rapid growth. In the fol­ 
lowing February these plants yielded a 
number of scions, considerably over 1,000, 
and on the day specified, namely, April 15, 
1888, Mr. Coles had the extreme satisfac­ 
tion of pointing out to the referee, John 
Westcott, upwards of thirteen hundred 
plants fit to ship to any point in this coun- 
try.— American Florist.

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RAILROAD INDEBTEDNESS. 


SENATOR MITCHELL’S SPEECH IN 
1UE U. S. SENATE. 


F a cts and F ign res o f Interest to 
E v e r y D w eller on the 
P acific Slope. 


On th e 8th of February Senator Jo h n H. M itch­ 
ell, o f Oregon, continued his speech in the 
U nited States Senate on the bill relating to the 
U nion Pacific R ailroad, a portion of w hich was 
published in the R ecord-Um ox last Saturday, 
as follow s: 
Mr. President, as I w as saying w hen I yielded 
to a m otion to adjourn w hen this subject was 
last before the Senate on M ondav last, the legis­ 
latio n heretofore had in regard to the general 
subject of th e Pacific R ailroad indebtedness has 
“ V a n d ealt w ith the two com panies, Union 
Pacific and C en'ral Pacific, as one general sub­ 
ject. I had further suggested in th a t connec­ 
tion th a t ail efforts heretofore m ade by Congress 
to provide m eans for the creation of a sinking 
fund th a t w ould eventually and in the end se­ 
cu re to th e Governm ent of the U nited states the 
paym ents oi the debts due tlie G overnm ent by 
th e Union and Central Pacific R ailroad Compa­ 
nies h ad been failures. In th at connection I h ad 
rehearsed to a certain ex ten t the history of leg­ 
islation, aud th e proposed legislation heretoiore 
enacted aud proposed at different tim es in ihe 
Senate in regard to the m atter. W hen I yielded 
to a m otion to adjourn, I had placed in ju x ta ­ 
position so far as 1 as cou'd the F unding Act of 
1878, know n as th e T hurm su Act, an d the bill 
know n as the M atthew s bill, reported from the 
Com m ittee on Railroads of the Senate at about 
th e sam e tim e th a t the T hurm an bill was re­ 
ported from the Judiciary Com m ittee of the 
Senate. 
My purpose in doing th at was to show, as I 
th in k X can very clearly, th at the Congress of 
th e United States, w hen it incorporated the 
T h u rm an bill into law instead of the M atthew s 
bill, m ade a very great m istake in so far as the 
interests of the G overnm ent are concerned. 
Now, Mr. President. 1 propose to exam ine the 
T h urm au Act und the M atthews bill. I proposo 
to show, as I th in k every one now concedes, 
th a t th e T hurm an Act, now in operation some­ 
th in g over ten years, has been in every essen­ 
tial par. icular an absolute failure. 
Let us exam ine briefly w hat has been accqm- 
ilished uDder th e Ih u rm an Act; w hat progSfc 
ias been m ade tow ards th e liquidation ol the 
great debt; how m uch of a sinking fund has 
been accum ulated under its provisions; and I 
w ill first inquire as to th e situation at the ex p i­ 
ration of eight years and five m onths from the 
date of its passage, or down to October 1,1886. 
According to the letter of the Secretary of the 
Treasury ot Jan u ary 22, 1887. there was iu the 
T reasury of the United States a sum total iu 
cash and bonds to the credit ol the Pacific rail­ 
roads on October 1. 1886, of only $10,173,962 88. 
Of th is am ount but $5,467,37» 51 were invested 
iu bonds and aceum inulatiug interest, w hile 
nearly one-half of th e whole am ount or the 
balance of 84,7(16,592 37, was uninvested, and 
ju st so m uch dead capital in the vaults of the 
lreasu ry credited to the sinking fund, earning 
nothing, eith er for th e com panies or the Treas­ 
ury el the United States. The account between 
th e two com panies. Union aud Central Pacific 
respectively, according to this letter, is stated as 
follow s: 
T here was to the credit of the Union 
Pacific October 1,1886, bonds, the 
m ark et value ot w hich on th at 
date w as................................................ $6,701,S12 72

In oth er words, the sum total of cash and then 
present m arket vaiue ot bonds ot both com pa­ 
nies in the Treasury of th e U nited Slates to the 
credit of the sinking fund on October 1 ,18r0, 
was b ut 810,173,962 88, and of this am ount but 
85,457,370 51 were invested in bonds aud accu ­ 
m ulating interest, w hile the balance of 84.706,- 
092 37 was lyiug idle in the vaults of the Treas­ 
ury as unproductive capital, brt: giug in n oth­ 
ing eith er to the Governm ent or the railroad 
com pauies 
Of the am ount th en (October 1,]886) in this 
sin k in g fund but a very sm all propo tiou had 
been paid in cash by eith er th e Union Pacific 
R ailw ay Company or the C'en ral Pacific Rail­ 
road Company. Considerably over tw o-thirds 
or th e whole "m ount had arisen from transport­ 
ation service, w hile considerably less th an one- 
th ird ot the am ount were cash paym ents arising 
from the 25 per cent, on net earnings. 
On Jan u ary 20, 1,886, a little over three vears 
ago. according to the letter oi the Secretary of 
th e Treasury of th at date, the sum total iu the 
sinking fund was 89,229,906 39, m ade up as fol­ 
lows :

The exact proportion of each item of trans­ 
portation service, cash paym ents, and interest 
on investm ents, w hich in October, 1886, consti­ 
tu ted the sum of 810.173,962 88 then in the sink­ 
ing tund, I am not able to state, but th e proba­ 
bility is the proportion is about the sam e as in 
th e preceding January, w hich I have ju st given. 
T hat was the condition of ailairs three years 
ago, or rath er two years aud lour m onths ago. 
How do the sccounts staud to day ? A correct 
statem ent dem onstrates conclusively th at as 
th e years toil on the situation of the Govern­ 
m en t in respect of the probabilitvof its ever 
realizing un d er th e opera'ion ot the T hurm au 
Act any considerable portion of the im m ense 
debt ow ing from these railroad com panies to 
th e U nited States becomes m ore and m ore des­ 
perate; and th e facts so patent to all, so preg­ 
n an t w ith a m eaning w hich catiuot be m is­ 
understood, appeal to the Congress for such 
speedy and reasonable action as m ay result iu 
securing the co-ot>eralion of these com panies 
in th e establishm ent aud carrying out of such 
m onetary arrangem ents as may b j just and 
honorable, alik e to the G overnm ent and the 
com panies, and w hich w ill ultim ately reim ­ 
burse i he United States for every dollar, princi­ 
pal and intc cst, justly due. 
How, then, do the accounts H and to day? 
M hat has been the resud of the operation 
of the Thuim -.il sinking-fund Aci down to the 
present hour ? B ut I w ill first attrai t attention 
to th e situation on Novem ber 1, las7. fifteen 
m onths ago. 
From the report of the U nited 
States Railway Commission of December 1.1887, 
th e conditiou of the sinking fund of the boud- 
aideil F aciti; railroad com panies on Novem ber 
1, 1S87. w ill be seen. I send to th e Secretary's 
desk and ask th at la e portions I have m arked 
m ay be read. 
The Secretary rea l the tabulated statem ents 
in th e repo t show ing the condition o f the sink­ 
ing fund of the bond aided Pacific railroad c m- 
panies 
Nov. m b -r 
1, 1887, and the present 
values of the debts of such roads and th en the 
follow ing extracts from the report: 
''T h e United Slates «inking fund aiiove referred 
to is the result ol th e operation of th e T hurm au 
Act. passed in May. 1878. its fram ers ex p ect'd 
th a t this Kind w ould reach m uch larger propor­ 
tions. b at these anticipation* have n o t been re­ 
alized. T his failure has been due to two prom i­ 
nent canses : 
1 ir«t—The vers- large decrease in the net 
earnings of the com pany, on w hich the 25 per 
cant reserved by th e Act was to be com puted : 
w hich decrease has. in the m ain, been caused 
by the very large reductions in freight ana pas­ 
senger rates w hich have occurred during the 
p a n four years. 
• 
Second—The failure o f the fund to earn 
com pound interest at the rale of Éve par cent., 
as had been expected. 
“ O ther causes m ay have contributed, but the 
tw o nam ed are th e controlling ( auses to which 
th e failure of th e T hurm an Act is due. It is 
universally conceded by every person of infolll- 
genco who has given the subject any study, th a t 
it Is and will tc absolutely impossible lor the 
Union Pacific Railw ay or system to pey the in ­ 
debtedness to the U nited Siatcs at in m aturity. 
"In approaching an exam ination of th e sub­ 
ject of rem edial legislation, we have endeavored 
to be ¡guided by m e directions o f the Act. and 
to subm it a schem e w hich shall secure to the 
f u i ted-State* Kill paym ent of oil debts due it 
from said com pany, w ith a reasons ble rate of 
interest, having duo regard to th e financial 
ability of said com pany, and th e proper con­ 
d u ct of it* business, in such m anner as shall 
ntl'ird efficient service to the public. 
"The principal considerations w hich have 
m oved us are the f >llo« ing: 
"F irst—The system requiring an n u al pay­ 
m ents o f a percentage of net eam iu ;s i* unde­ 
sirable. an d should be radically altered. The 
m ethod of percentage o f n et esrniugs leads to 
endless disputes and difticulties. Tbe d istri­ 
bution of net earnings as betw een the system 
an d the aided road is a com plicated aud’ diffi­ 
cult problem , requiring a vast am ount of ac­ 
counting and leading, at all points, to d if f e r ­ 
ences of opinion as to the propriety of including 
alleged earning* or deducting alleged exi«enses. 
These dillVrem ea o f opinion have developed 
into an incessant course of litigation, recrim in­ 
ation, com plaint* of unjust dealing on one side, 
an d com plaint* of unjust avoidance of obliga­ 
tion O i l the oilier. 
•‘in the bills w hich are herew ith subm itted 
th e p j m ent" to be m ade by th e respectivecom ­ 
panies are fixed by the sem i-annual am ount of 
th e in terest accum ig ou th eir bonds, and by a 
fixed j etcentage of the outstanding bouds. 
w hich is directed to be paid annually into the 
sin k in g fund. 
In tb e event of a refusal on the 
p art of the com panies to accept tbe term* ottered 
Ui them by tne-e bids, th e i ommi**ion ha* 
found it impossible to substitute lor the present 
sysp'm a m ethod ot fixed paym ents, how ever 
earnestly desiring to do so. 
a

"T b e m ethod of fixed paym ents avoids all 
th e difficulties above referred to. avoids the u n ­ 
certain ties arising from fluctuating business, 
can be so adjusted a* to give a m uch better 
assurance of a succesalul result, an d is thcrelore 
m ore ju st to the G overnm ent oi the United 
S.ate.*. •

“ The resarv itio n s in the original enactm ents 
o f 5 per cent, of n et earningB and one-half the 
U nited Stares transportation earned had but 
little effect in reducing th e am ount of the debt. 
The T hurm an Ael. as we have seen, has not 
proved m uch m ore efficient. 


“ The sam e considerations w hich have in ­ 
fluenced th e action oi the Commission in re­ 
gard to th e Union Pacific are equally applicable 
to tbe Central Pacific Railroad, i t is extrem ely 
destrab e to term inate the system of pciceutage. 
Paym ent of 
net earnings and to substitute 
therefor unuual paym ents of fixed sums. It is 
equally desirable to tcrm luale tbe incessant 
controversias and liUgation* arising between 
th is com pany and th e G overnm ent in relation 
to their m u tu al duties an d obligations. 
*

“ It does not seem to th e Commission th a t the 
com panies have any rig h t to com plain of the 
percentages proposed. It f* true th a t neither 
h e principal nor th e interest due to the United 


States w ill m atnre un til 1897: but it is is equally 
true th at it is th e duty of these com pauies to 
m ake adequate provision for the paym eut of 
th eir obligations at m aturity. The percentages 
called for iu no case exceed the am ount required 
to attain the proposed object. U nder the d e­ 
cisions of the Couits, all sum s required to keep 
th e road* iu fuli and efficient operation and in 
com p ete repair, aud such paym ents for the 
construction and bettirm ent as are propeily 
chargeable to incom e, are to be allowed before 
th e net earnings are a-c rtained. The only 
burden, therefore, is placed on the stock holders, 
and, as ;s clearly stated in th e sinking fund 
case (99 U. S., 700). it is th e duty of the corpora­ 
tion to m ake provision lor the discharge of its 
obligations before m aking any division w hat­ 
ever am ong its stockh .lders.” 
Mr. M itchell then had the Secretary read the 
statem ent of the Secretary of the Treasury 
show ing th e condition of th e sinkiug funds ol 
; th e Pacific railroads, and eontinaed : 
j 
W hile than statem ent presents iu a certain 
; form the present condition o f the siukiog fund, 
it is in a sense m isleading; th at is to say, there 
- does not appear lrom this statem ent very 
! clearly th e am ount paid by the Governm ent in 
the way of prem ium s ou the securities iu which 
these investm ents have been m ade. It gives 
sim ply th e face value of tbe securities in wnich 
th e funds have be n invested, and the m arket 
value ol tlios - sam e securities ou the 1st day of 
February, 1889. and it gives m another colum a 
the receipt* from G overnm ent transportation 
w ithheld under the Act of May 7,1878, and the 
cash paym euts by tne com panies under rection 
4; but, as I say, it does not appear very plainly, 
to say the least, from this statem ent w hat 
am ount was paid out iu prem iums. 
I have th a t statem ent here unofficially, and I 
propose to call attention to it for the purpo-e of 
show ing how absolutely absurd aud inefficient 
has been the operation of this sinking fund, and 
how unjust it has been both to the Governm ent 
and th e railroad com pauies. Iu a word, it may­ 
be stated in th isw ise : These fund* were in ­ 
vested in securities at a very high prem ium . Of 
course they do not bear interest upon the am ount 
of tb e face value and the prem ium , but only 
upon th eir nom inal value: and not only th at, 
but as the tim e betw<eu the ante of the pur­ 
chase of these securities aud the date w hen 
they m ature becomes lessened, as a m atter of 
course the prem ium on the securities becomes 
gradually lessened from day to dav and from 
year to year, so that the Steretary o f the Treas­ 
ury, conform ing to the provisions of this fund­ 
ing Act, has beeu from tim e to tim e payiug im- 
m e: se prem ium s on securities in order to get 
an investm ent for these funds, and then w hen 
the bonds are called of course there is an im ­ 
mense loss upon the prem ium , aud the result is 
th a t neither the G overnm ent nor the railroad 
com panies get any benefit from the investm ent, 
but on the contrary suffer an absolute loss. 
For instauee, it will be seen from the state­ 
m ent w hich has just been read at the de*k stat­ 
ing the situation on the 1st of this m onth th at 
82.584.000 oi Central Pacific Kinds were invested 
in United Ftates currency sixes. It does not 
appear from this statem ent w hat prem ium was 
paid on th a t investm ent, but 1 have it here iu 
au unofficial statem ent lrom the D epartm ent, 
w hich shows the exact am ount paid by way of 
prem ium on each investm ent m ade. 
T hat S2.5S4.000 was invested at eight different 
tim es. July I, 1887, $119,100 were invested iu 
United States currency sixes, and on th a t 
am ount a prem ium o f 835,105 w as paid. 
Again, 
A ptil 12,1887, 8325,000 were invested in the same 
securities, on w hich a prem ium o f $111,330 
was paid. July 21, 1587, 8600,000 were invested 
in the securities, and a prem ium oi $201,255 61 
was paid, aud s i. W ithout stopping to go 
through the whole list, the m atter m av be 
sum m ed up w ith the statem ent th a t on those 
i ti ves m en s. am ounting iu the aggregate to 
82.581,000, prem ium s were l aid to the extent of 
*873,129 92. 
These prem ium s oi course w ere constantly 
falling off', becom ing less and w ill continue to 
become less from year to year. W hen the bonds 
are called iu they w ill perhaps be worth par, 
and no m ore 
The result is, unless th e interest 
on the securities am ounts to m ore than the loss 
by way of prem ium s, there is an absolute loss 
both 10 the Governm ent aud the railroad com ­ 
panies. 
iu fact th eie w as a loss, as appears 
from one of the repons m ade recently, I th in k it 
is the report ot the Racitie Railway com m ission; 
and I th in k the sam e thing is incorporated 
iu the report m ade by the ch airm an of the 
select com m ittee, the Senator from M aine (Mr. 
Frye), th a t ou certaiu securities called at a cer­ 
tain tim e there was ail absolute loss ol some 
848,000; th at is to say, the am ount for w hich the 
securities sold was less by $48,000 than the ill 
terest that acciued on them w hile tney were in 
th e sinking fuud. 
But we go a step further and we find th at 
8595,690 of this Central Pacific sinking fuud 
were invested iu Central Pacific first m ortgage 
and Union Pacific first-mortgage bouds, an a on 
those iuves'.m out-prem ium s were paid to the ex ­ 
tent ot 894.491 25. 
W nat is the result. As the 
tim e of m aturity approaches the prem ium con­ 
stantly goes dowu, aud the result will be when 
redeem ed there w ill be a loss by wav of a reduc­ 
tion in prem ium perhaps nearly or quite to the 
extent of the interest th e securities brought 
in w hile held in the sinking Kind. 
Recapitulating, we find the face value of these 
securities 83.141,oOO, w hereas the actual cost of 
w hich was 84,10 *,621 17, while the present vaiue 
is but $3,820,902 50, or a iossto-dav, if the m atter 
were closed out, on those investm ents alone of 
$2 87,729 17, while if the m atter is not closed out, 
if these bonds are not taken up uutil m aturity, 
the loss to th e com panies and the Governm ent 
would be $907,621 17, or the total prem ium . Of 
course the interest, w hatever it am ounted to, 
would have to he deducted from th at iu esti­ 
m ating the actual loss. 
So the effect o f the T hurm an Act of 1878 has 
been to cause m illions of this fund, iu the first 
place, for several years to lie idle iu the Treas­ 
ury, bringing iu nothing; and. secondly, when 
by a change in the law th e Secretary of the 
Treasury was perm itted to invest in the bonds 
of the com panies instead of United States secur­ 
ities, he was com pelled to pav these im m ense 
prem ium s, all of w hich, it the securities are not 
redeem ed until they m ature, w ill be lost to the 
Governm ent. 
Under the T hurm an Act, ow ing to the great 
num ber of im iiortaut questions of fact and law 
left opeii to determ ination under Its provisions, 
ever since that Act w ent into operation there 
lias beeu a continual and aggravating contro­ 
versy—legislative, judicial, departm ental and 
otherw ise—going on between the G overnm ent 
aud these rai road com panies as to w hat con­ 
stituted the net earnings ot the roads, and as to 
th e proper construction oi the Act in determ in­ 
ing w hat are net earnings aud other im portant 
m atters. 
As railroads 
have 
sprung into 
existence 
throughout the W estern country, paralleling in 
m any instances, to a great extent, the aided 
roads: some of thi-sc owned and con to lle d by 
persons largely interested iu the aided roads- 
innum erable questions as to good faith iqiou 
the pari of the com pauies—questions as to 
w hether the aided roads are being discrim in­ 
ated agam st and freights diverted to noil-aided 
roads, thus depriving th e aided roads ot tiieir 
legitim ate business and consequently red u cirá 
th e am ount of net earnings up,.u w hich the 2.) 
per cent, is, under m e provisions ol ihe T hur­ 
m an Act to be paid into the Treasury: and all 
m anner and kinds o f controveisies have arisen, 
and the result Is, and has been, a h and to-ham i 
conflict between creditor and debtor, no concert 
of action tow ard a c immon, de lrable aud 
honorable end—th a t is, Hie paym ent of an 
honorable, ju st debt ou Hie one hand, and its 
collection in a reasonable, just and proper 
m anner on the other. 
t'r m iuatiou. recrim ination, aocusntion. and 
resentm ent have beeu the order ot the day, 
and as a result, after ten years and over oi pro­ 
longed contention, nothing being perm anently 
settled nor any good resu.t* aehiev. d, the Gov­ 
ernm ent finds itself, under the operation of the 
T hurm au Funding Ac:, not only failing to re­ 
duce th e aggregate ol the indebtedness, but 
actually perm itting its increase annually for 
several v, ara to the tim e oi over fifteen h un­ 
dred thous .lid dollars; and hence, after nearly 
ten years’ experience. Congress was forced, act­ 
ually driven, to the necessity, it would seem In 
order to ascertain th e exact relations between 
these com panies aud th e Governm ent, wnich 
th eG o v ern m en t.it seems, ha* tailed to ascer­ 
tain under the provision* of the T hurm an Act, 
t<> inaugurate an investigation at an expense ml 
8100.000 anil over end a delay of over two years. 
Such has been some ol the effect* in the in ter­ 
est of the Treasury- of th e United Ftates, or 
m ore prop-rly speaking, in direct opposition to 
such interest, of the originally m uch U udtd 
Thurm an Act. 
How th a t great law yer and universally-con­ 
ceded honest m an. Hon. Alien G. T hurm an.and 
the equally great jurist and conscientious Sen­ 
ator, the present distinguished Chairm an ol the 
Com m ittee of th e Judiciary o f th e .S nare, and 
through whose great efforts it becam e n law, 
could have been so fearfully m istaken as to the 
probable effects of the bill, is one of those m ys­ 
teries not easy of so utiou. Teu years ago, he 
who dar d e x p r e s a n opinion hereorelsew here 
in opposition to the T hurm an hill or th e T hur­ 
m an Act, was branded iufcrentially, if not di­ 
rectly, a* a traitor to the best interests of Inc 
Governm ent, as being an ally ol corporations, 
as talse 
to his offi ial 
irn’s'-, w m le to-day 
not a solliary officer of the 
Governm ent, 
either 
high 
or 
low, 
in 
official 
station, 
not a statesm an in all the land, can lie 
found to acknow ledge it a mice* ss, while 
th e very in u, th e able aud distinguished Sen- 
ato-s wno were the authors ot th a t piece of leg- 
islatto '. are, in the light of its practical opera­ 
tion*. reluctantly com pelled to adm it its total 
inefficiency and absolute worthlessness. 
Tne principle of the M atthews bill was based 
upon tne theory ol co o iaratto n aud m utual 
agreem ent betw een creditor and debtor con­ 
cerning the adjustm ent au-l paym ent by Ihe o-.e 
aud liie collection by the other ot one of the 
largest debts ever Incurred by private individ­ 
u a s in ihe business tiausaetious of the world. 
It sought a final soiutiou of thi* gigantic oncs- 
tion by an am h-abie arraugcm -i.t w hereby upon 
rea»oi a Me term s, aiike honorable and :air both 
to the G overnm ent and the com panies, in view 
of ail the surrounding circum stances, a fund 
could be created and an arrangem ent perfected 
that would secure to the Governm ent a reim ­ 
bursem ent of every dollar ot this utm eu.-e in­ 
debtedness. 
it sought to ta k ! this controversy over the 
collection ol a debt lim it-ring on $15 000.(XiO 
lrom the hall- ot lcgi-lalion aud the political 
arena, w here for years it had been the loot-ba 1 
of political and pvso n al conflict. and the chess­ 
board of stock-jobbing, from the judicial Courts 
and Executive D epartm ents, w here successive 
contest* had been carried torw ard m onth alter 
m ortli and ye* r alter year,estranging and em bit­ 
tering tho e w h".*c m utual interests ou the con­ 
trary i in ¡it rati vciv dem anded a a i»,»>sition of m u­ 
tual concession aud friendly co-oporntion. to lh * 
great end that a just aud generous Govern incut 
should receive iu due seaso i and on projier and 
reasonable term s its honest aud just dues : and 
also, th a t those who had been the recipients of 
the nation's bounty in the construction ot the 
Pacific 
railroads, m ight 
honorable a id In 
proper spirit discharge a Just and binding obli­ 
gation ot im m ense m agnitude 
The M atthews bill was based on a theory that 
left it free irom all m anner of difficulty. 
It 
was a plain and direct proposition to the aided 
com panies th a t they shoulu pay into the United 
Ftates Treasury s < m uch—a certaiu specified, 
fixed sum . to wit, on March 31.187s, the sum of 
82.090.000 tow ard the com m encem ent o f a sink­ 
ing fund, a nnc.eu*. and then so m uch m ore a 
certain, definite, sjiecified sum —irrespective ol 
th eir gross or n et earnings, every six month* 
thereafter, on th e first d a ta of October am i 
April of each succeeding year, com men ing Oc­ 
tober 1.1878. and ending October 1, .900; and 
thi* I have said irrespective o f the am ount of 
eith er net or gross earnings ot either com paiiv. 
T hat is to say, a sum equal to 52,'JI*‘.(oO w as to 
be paid into the Treasury of th e United Ftates 
M atch 31, 1878. and p.sced to the credit of a 
sinking fund, and then each com pany was re­ 
quired to pay on ih e nrst days of O cto b er and 
April of each succefdm g year until the bonds 
were tully m atured in 1900,th e sum < f 81.069,0?>. 
The aggregate to be paid by the two com panies 
sem i annually was to be sl.UU .(DO, and annu­ 


ally $2X00,000, this irrespective o f any question 
as to th e cost o f operating th e roads, as to tbe 
am ount of business transacted, th e cost o 
m aintaining the road, as to the am ount of gross 
net earnings, as to w hat constituted net e a rn ­ 
ings, as to business connections or rivalries with 
other roads, or any other m atter w hatsoever 
connected w ith th e operation or business ot the 
com panies. 
These paym ents o f 12,000,000 annually were to 
continue ior a period ol twenty-two years, and 
at the expiration o f th a t lim e the principal of 
th e bonded indebtedness teiu g then due, any 
balance rem aining due from either of said com­ 
panies on account of principal and interest was. 
aft*r deducting the am ount standing to the 
credit of the sinking fund, to be divided into 
titty equal 6em i-annual installm ents, to be paid 
by said com panies respectively, one of w hich 
was to be paid on the first day of April and one 
on th e first day of October in each year, w ith all 
accrued interest from October 1,1900, ou any 
• balance rem aining unpaid au th e date of m atur­ 
ity of each installm ent, and al the sam e rate ot 
interest per annum paid by tne United Ftates 
on the larger part of its public debt ou the first 
day of January preceding the date of pavm ent 
ot th e several installm ents. 
This bill was intended as a full and final ad ­ 
justm ent between the United States aud these 
railroad com panies in reference to this great 
controversy. It was then geuerallv understood 
—most certainly w as it so understood by the 
m em bers of the Com m ittee on Railroads iu the 
first session of the Forty-fltth Congress, when 
this bill was reported from the com m ittee by 
Senator M atthews w ith the approval of every 
m em ber—th a t while the representatives of the 
com panies affected by it insisted strenuously, as 
they did in argum ents beiore th e com m ittee, 
th a t th e term s were m ore rigorous than they 
should be ; th a t for the sake of securing a final 
settlem ent of the controversy, and of w ith­ 
draw ing it forever from the halls of legislation 
and the forum of Courts, tney would, it nothing 
better could betend-red. accept itstcrm sshoula 
it becom e a law , and take the necessary step* 
ou th eir own account to invest the required 
$2,u O.i 00 at once, and to provide h fund from 
w nich the sum of 81,000,000 each six m onths or 
82.000.000 every year could be paid into the 
l reasury oi the United fetutes to the credit of 
th e sinkiDg (und proposed by the provisions of 
the M atthews bill. And hence it was that in 
th e fifth section of th at bill it w as provided as 
follows : 
" T h a t this Act shall tak e effect upon its ac 
ceptanee by said railroad com panies, or if ac­ 
cepted by any one of said com panies, then as to 
the com pany so accepting tbe sam e, w hich ac­ 
ceptance shall be filed w ith the Secretary o f the 
Treasury w ithin four m onths from the passage 
of this Act, and shall show th at said com pany, 
or said com panies, have agreed to the sam e at a. 
m eeting of stockholders." 
T» 
Suppose, therefore, Mr. President, th a t this 
bill, iustead of the T hurm an bill, had becom e a 
law and had been accepted by the com pauies 
and its provisions com plied w ith, w hat m ani­ 
festly aud unquestionably would have been the 
result as com pared w ith the results actually ex ­ 
perienced uuder the T hurm au Act? Can any­ 
one doubt, in the light of th e history of the 
past teu years, as to the great advantage the 
G overnm ent would have realized uuder this 
bill as com pared w ith th at it has realized uuder 
the T hurm au Act'.’—to say nothing o f ihe great 
im portance to all concerned of securing at that 
tim e a com plete and final settlem ent oi this dis­ 
turbing aud perplexing problem. 
U nder the latter we had, as we have seen, in 
this sinking fund in the Treasury of the United 
States October 1, 1886, including accum ulations 
ol interest on the 25 per c -tit. of ascertained net 
earnings paid in, tbe sum total of but 810.173,­ 
962 »S, w hereas under the M atthews bill we 
would have had on th a t date, under a com pli­ 
ance of its provisions upon the part of the com ­ 
panies, exclusive of iuterest on any p art of the 
d-fierent 8em i-aunti»l paym eu s. trie sum of 
$18,C00,000, or nearly double, sayiiff: nothing 
w hatever of interest on sem i-annual paym ents, 
the am ount accum ulated under the T hurm an 
Act, including accum ulated interest to th at 
date, while to-day we would, tinker the M at­ 
thew s bill, liave had. exclusive o f iuterest on 
anv part of the fuud. over $23,000,0 0 in the 
sinking Kind to the credit of these com panies 
as against the sum ot 811,243.271 14, or less than 
oue-liall iu that fund oa the first day ot the 
present m onth, exclusive of iuterest on invest­ 
m ents. 
But w hen we com e to add tlie accum ulations 
iu the shape of interest, even at 5 per cent, as 
stipulated in the T hurm an Act. there would, 
h ad the M atthews bill instead of the T hurm an 
Act become the law, have been a sum total in the 
sinking fund in October. 18*6, of over 826,000,1X8) 
in-tea., of 810,173,962 88; w hile 
to-day we 
would have had nearly $32,000,000 in such fuud 
as against 812,852,-226 74, or but little in excess 
ot one-third of this am ount, including princi­ 
pal aud interest, on investm ents now in such 
fund under the operation of the T hurm an A c t; 
while at interest com puted according to the rule 
prescribed in the M atthews bill—th at is to say, 
interest on ail sum s placed to the credit of the 
sinking fund, to be credited and added thereto 
sem i annual,y, at the rate of 6 per cent, per 
annum -th e am ount in the sinking fund to-diy 
would be over 836,000,000. as against leas th an 
813.101.000, by nearly $150,000 realized under the 
T hurm an Act. 
But let us inquire as to how the accounts 
would stand w ith the individual com panies iu 
respect of am ount in sinking fund had the 
M a.thews bill become a law , as com pared with 
its present condition under operation of the 
T uurm au Act. Take th e Central 1‘acitic Com­ 
pany, for instance. U nder the operation of the 
Ihurm an Act on October 1, 1886, in the sinking 
fuud to the cred ito r th a t com pany, including 
cash paym euts aud transportation service, and 
not including interest ou investm ent, tbe sum 
was only 82.917,925 58, and including tbe sum of 
$259,610 58 iuterest on investm ent-, a sum total 
oi but S3 177.566 16, while onlv $1,012,004 31 of 
tills amoUDt was then invested iu bonds aud 
bearing interest. 
Now, then, 
under 
the provisions of the 
M atthews bill, so roundly denounced at tbe 
tim e it was being urged, had it instead of tbe 
I hurinan bill been enacted, and its provisions 
com plied with, there would nave tieen on Oc­ 
tober 1,1886, in the Treasury of the United 
States in the Raciilc s ailroad sinking fund to 
the credit of the Central 1‘acific Company, a 
sum exclusive of all iuterest on investm ents, of 
89 060,000, r.s against the sum of 82,917,925 58 
then found there under th e T hurm an Act, w hile 
w ith interest accum ulations, as in the M atthews 
bill provided, tbe am ount would then have been 
about ilOJOO.OOO, as com pared w ith the then 
sum total iueluding accum ulations of interest 
under tb e T hurm an Act. 
But not only so. U nder the M atthews hill, 
had it becom e a law instead of the T hurm an 
bill, there would, to say uothing w hatever of 
interest on sem i-auuual paym ents paid In du r­ 
ing the forty-;our periodic term s of tw enty-tw o 
years until the principal of the bonds m aiured. 
have been paid to the credit of the sinking fund 
in the Treasury o f the I niied States the sum of 
$47.000,090 in cash tow ard the liquidation of the 
indebtedness : and this, too. irrespective of the 
question as to w hether either of said com panies 
had realized 5 per cent, or 200 percent, netearn- 
ings ; but w hen w e com e lo consider the proper 
aud reasonable accum ulations of interest on 
that fund, even on tiie principle of determ ining 
as to the rule ol interest prescribed in Ihe T hur­ 
m an Act, w hich suggested as preferable iuvest- 
m e n lsiu 5 p e rc e n t, interest-bearing bonds of 
the United States, the um ount thtft would have 
been in the sinking iuud iu the Treasury of the 
U nited States October 1, 1900. to be applied in 
liquidation oi the indebtedness in connection 
w iih form er repaym ents of interest by the com ­ 
panies, would have cancelled nearly 8100,0.0,090 
ol the d e b t; w hile under the provisions of the 
M atthews bill, w hich provided that each sem i­ 
annual paym ent should bear interest at 6 per 
cent., the then G overnm ent rate o f iutere-t. the 
am ount iu the sinking Kind October l, 1900, 
would, under the provisions of the M atthews 
bill, have been, including all repaym ents of in­ 
terest by the com panies, considerably over $100,­ 
000,000, leaving only about 852,000,c00 of the 
debt rem aining unpaid. Aud it m ust be re­ 
m em bered th a t teu years ago 6 per cent, w as 
deem ed a reasonable G overnm ent rate of inter­ 
est. 
And we could then, tea years ago, have se­ 
cured an arrangem ent w ith these com panies 
w hereby the G overnm ent would have realized 4 
to 5 per cent, interest on all deferred paym ents, 
w hereas now we w ill be fortunate it we get 3. 
or even 2. 
Indeed, so fully and conclusively have the 
practical workings of the T hurm au Act dem on­ 
strated ita inefficiency and absolute failure, and 
at the sam e tim e vindicated the policy and plan 
propos'd by the M atthews bill of eleven years 
ago. aud w hich principle has now been adopted, 
not only by an im portant com m ittee of another 
body, but also by the Judiciary Com m ittee of 
the Senate in a bill reported irom tn a t com m it­ 
tee, a* I believe, unanim ously, during the last 
Congress, for the repeal of tne T hurm an Act 
and the cr. ation of a sinkiug fund by fixed 
sem i-annual paym ents upon the part of each 
com pany, iustead of a certaiu per cent, on net 
earnings, and also by th e Se to t com m ittee 
which reported the pending bill, th at all Gov­ 
ernm ent officials and others who by authority 
have recently spoken on the subject unite in 
recom m ending ucw legislation in which shall 
be incorporated the principle ot the M atthews 
bill, aud iu w hich the princlpleof the T hurm au 
Act and the Act itself.-halt be repudiated, ill 
fact, as I understand it, the per cent.-on net- 
earnings idea, which is the fundam ental theory 
ol the T hurm an Act. is regarded as having lieeii 
tried and found w anting. The honorable Com­ 
m issioner of Railroads, in his report for 1881, 
page 18, said ; 
" In my judgm ent it is clear th at the Govern­ 
m ent will be best protected by rea.-onable ex ­ 
tension of tim e, and by tuudiiig the whole re­ 
m aining debt and interest iu obligations of fixed 
am ounts and m aturity, ouch extensions should 
be coupled w ith a provision w hicnshall require 
the eom punies to pledge lo rtb e pavm ent of each 
m aturing lustallineai all earning lor Govern­ 
m ent ser* ice over ail lines, a ile d aud non aided, 
owned, leased or operated by such com pauies, 
res [actively." 
W hile th e present Commissioner of Railroads, 
in his rrjairt for 1886, says: 
" i t is there suggested’ that it m ight be alike 
advantageous to m e G overnm ent and to the 
1-acilie railroad eim p*nle* to substitute for the 
present law one tlxingan anim al or seiui-antiual 
paym ent by the com panies concerned, which 
»houhl extinguish I neir debts to the G ovem m eut 
iu a reasonable tim e.” 
Congress had tim ely w arning from a source 
entitled to great w eight noon this im portuut 


suggesiions—I retcr to the reponsof tiie Govern 
m eut Directors of th e Union Pacific Railroad of 
1*76 and 1877—its legislation would not have 
I een stranded ou the visionary theories and ab­ 
surd policies upon w hich the Act of 1878 w as 
based. 
Again. I call attention to the report of the 
Union Pacific Railroad Directors of October 12, 
1877, as found in Senate E xecutive Document 
No. 69, firs* session. Forty-nim h Congress, in 
reference to this m atter. 1 ask the Secretary to 
read the portions m arked. 
The 8ceretary read as follows : 
" The plan suggested by the Governm ent Di­ 
rectors in th eir report for the year 1876 Is be­ 
lieved to be a practical one, w hich, if adopted, 
insures absolutely a full return to the Govern­ 
m ent of every dollar of its investm ent in the 
road. T hat plan differ* from all others that 
have been proposed by the com pany iu two lm- 
K 
rtant respects: It propone* to retain the one- 
!f transportation and 5 per cent m odes of 
paym ent now provided for, and the term ination 
nl the sinking tund at the m aturity of the bonds, 
and security lor the rem ainder oue and unpaid 
at shut tim e, the sam e to be discharged at the 
rate o f cot less th an oue tenth p erau n u m . A 
further consideration of the subject has led ilie 
G overnm ent Directors to the coechi.sioii th a tth e 
said plan can be modified to some extent w ith­ 
out being unduly burdensom e to the com pany 
iu tbe conduct of its affair*, and shorten the 
tim e f^r the full reim bursem ent of th e Govern­ 
m ent. 
" Tbe am ount of bonds issued to the com pany 
by the United States is 827,230,512; interest on 


the sam e at 6 per cent, for th irty years. $49.026,­ 
609; total at m aturity o f bouas, $76,262.512. 
Presum ing th a t the United States w ill receive a 
judgm ent on the basis of its claim in th e pend­ 
ing 5 per cent suit, and estim ating upon like 
basis 5 per cent, of net earnings from com m ence­ 
m ent ot suit to June 30, 1877, the G overnm ent 
w ill receive lrom th a t source to said date about 
$2, 210,0 0 0 : and will have paid to said date by 
one-ball transportation about $1,273,705 30: or a 
total of 86,523,505 30 : leaving a total rem ainder 
of Stl9.738.806 70. E stim ating the annual aver­ 
age arisiug from h alf transportation aud 5 per 
cent, on the basis claim ed by tbe Governm ent 
in the pending suit f r the rem ainder of tbe 
term , at Si.0u0.0U0, we have a total from 
these sources of $20,000,000 ; leaving a balance 
due the Governm ent at th e m aturity of the 
bonds of S49.738.8ii6 70. 
"H ow can the paym ent o f this large am ount 
be provided for ? It w ill not be due, under the 
law as construed by th e Suprem e Court, until 
the m aturity of the bonds, w hen there will also 
be due the first-mortgage la nds, am ounting to 
827,232.000, or a total of 877 070.sci6 70. 
“ This is a sum beyond possibility of paym ent 
in m oney w ithout refunding at date of m atur­ 
ity. And the additional practical fact exists 
th at the first m ortgage bonds have precedence 
of the G overnm ent lien. The holders of the 
first-mortgage bonds are am ply secure*!. The 
Governm ent alone is iu dauber of loss 
Can 
this danger be avoided ? The G overnm ent Di 
rectors thiuk it cau be. The establishm ent of a 
sinking fund is a practical schem e, and opens a 
way out of this difficulty. 
"A siuking fund, established on th e basis of 
semi annual paym ents of 8500,000 each, com ­ 
m encing on the first day of Jauuary, 187S, com­ 
pounded at tbe rate of 6 per cent, per annum 
lor the term of tw enty years, or until the m a­ 
turity of the bonds, would give a total result, lo 
be applied to the paym ent ot the Governm ent 
claim , of SiO.418.256 86, and leave still due the 
Governm ent 89,320,519 84. This ba'ance could 
be discharged eith er by the plan suggested in 
the re to rt last > ear or by the sim ple operation 
of the h alf transportation and 5 per cent, ot the 
net earning*, as now provided by law. 
“ The adoption of such a plau ol adjustm ent 
as is here outlined by th e G overnm ent and the 
com pauy, w ith the approval of Congress, would 
reader th e paym ent ol the principal and inter­ 
est of tiie bonds advanced by the G overnm ent 
absolutely certain. It w ould be useless to exact 
m ore th an the com pauy can perform ; and It is 
not U D just to require so m uch as it can com ply 
w ith w ithout em barrassing its affairs and de­ 
priving the ow ners of the property ol a lair re­ 
turn in the form of dividends on the capital in­ 
vested. It is believed th at th e com pauy can 
accept and perform the plan here presented." 
Mr. M itchell—I desire now to attract attention 
to the report of the Director* in 1883, page 21* ot 
the sam e docum ent. 1 ask the Secretary to 
read the m arked portions. 
The Secretary read as follows; 
“ The relation betw een th e com pany and the 
Governm ent growing out of the b m ded in d eb t­ 
edness of th e consolidated roads to the Govern­ 
m ent have never been harm onious or satis­ 
factory- 
Differences of opinion have arisen 
concerning the am ounts due the com pany for 
Governm ent service, m ail carriage, arm y trans­ 
portation, etc., the term* of paym ent, construc­ 
tion of charter provisions and laws oi Congress, 
and other m atters of detail, so th at there has 
seem ed to be constant clashing of interests be­ 
tw een the two. 
“ The so-called T hurm an Act, w hich w as in ­ 
tended to be a conclusive settlem ent of the 
questions at issue betw eeu the G overnm ent and 
the com r.any, had failed to effect its purpose, 
and a m utual under landing as to its m cauing 
and scope lias not yet been reached. 
T hat por­ 
tion of the Act w hich provided for the invest­ 
m ent of a fixed proportion of the earuings of 
the road in certain l uiied Ftates bonds as a 
sinking fund tor th e gradual extinction of the 
debt has been rendered inoperative and null 
by the action of the G overnm ent in taking up 
the bonds of the class nam ed in th e Act, so that 
there are none now to be purchased iu m arket. 
Hetiee it happeus th at the com pany has paid 
into the United States Treasury large sum s of 
money w hich lie idle and nniuvested, to the 
com pany's loss, aud w ith uo gain to the Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
The value of the com pany's securi­ 
ties is im paired by this condition of things. 
It 
seem s plain th at, for th e sake of the Govern­ 
m ent a* well as of the com pauy, there should 
be some additional legislation on this subject at 
as early a dav as possible.” 
Mr. M itchell—Mr. President, I desire to have 
read a short extract from the report of the In­ 
rectors of th e Union Pacific Railroad for tne 
year 18*1. page 21» of the sam e docum ent, und 
also a sm all portion on psge 235. 
T he Fecretary read as follows : 
“ There is equity in the claim , iu the opinion 
of the G overnm ent Directors, th at iu arriving at 
net earning* there should be deducted auch 
sum s as arc properly and necessarily expended 
iu im provem ents and betterm ents.’ The high 
degree of excellence, of speed, and assurar— 
of safety dem anded in present railw ay m anage 
m eat dictate the justice oi this policy w ithin 
reasonable lim its, it is only by its operation 
th a t the Union Pacific could stand to-day, as it 
does, in thejvery front rank of first class roads. 
In fact, th e Suprem e Court has affirmed this 
view: it adds: • We thiuk the true interest of 
the Governm ent is the sam e astliat of the stock­ 
holders, and w ill be subserved by encouraging 
a liberal application of the earnings to the im ­ 
provem ent ot the works, i t is better for the 
ultim ate security of theG overnm eut ' 
“ If the view of the Governm ent Directors is 
correct, however, tbe argum ents and decisions 
of Courts th a t w hatever, w itnout some defined 
lim it, m ay be expended in betterm ents is an ad­ 
dition pro tanto to th e security of the Govern­ 
m ent is fallacious. 
1 he original excessive cost 
of the road is an elem ent th a t cannot be elim in­ 
ated by this process. 
In proportion as the 
am ounts devoted or diverted to this purpose Rre 
perm itted or increased, the paym ents to the 
Governm ent, which in the premises are the only 
real security th e G overnm ent has, are reduced. 
T hat the bounds of w hat is proper in this regard 
m ay not be exceeded, the interposition ot some 
tribunal other than th at sim p y of the law ­ 
m aking power i* im peratively dem anded, if the 
past policy i* to be continued. 
"A commission or a G overnm ent directory, in 
its personnel professionally com petent, plenarv 
au th o n ty being delegated to it to com m and the 
facilities for intelligent inform ation and action, 
and w ith power to conclude negotiations, sug­ 
gests itself as a necessary requisite iu the prem ­ 
ises. T here is no person or departm ent repre­ 
senting the G overnm ent th a t has this neediu' 
authority now. The office ol Commissioner of 
Railroads, as at present constituted, has not the 
tim e, the clerical or professional force, uor the 
pecuniary ability at its com m and to intelli­ 
gently deal w ith all the issues involved. 
Npr is 
it provided w ith the legal authority neeissary. 
"T he com pany rightfully protests th a t the ill 
vestm ent ot such a "inking f m d for the benefit 
o f th e G overnm ent (or creditors) as has been 
accum ulated is unju-t to it. The fund is not so 
invested a* to earn the lull m easure of its abil­ 
ity, if properly invested. It teuds, therefore, in 
no practical degree to relieve the debt 
of 
the 
staggering 
propirtions 
it 
will 
have 
assum ed wheu the tim e arrives for Its paym ent. 
If the present policy of percentage upon net 
earnings, and the investm ent of th e sam e in a 
sinking Kind, is to be pursued, experience hav­ 
ing dictated th at some vital essential is lacking 
to the successful w orking of the policy, some 
additional m easurcm enr m ust be into.¡ted 
The 
successful working of the policy presupposes 
two things—the G overnm ent securing the full 
and entire am ount of its proportion of the net 
earnings, and investm ent of th a t am ount so as 
to accum ulate w ith reasonable rapidity. 
“ But if the Governm ent is to be reim bursed 
out of net earnings, the G overnm ent Directors 
venture the sngg.stion th at in fact no depart­ 
m ent of theG overnm eut will ever know, lor it 
is practically im possible to definitely arrive at 
w hat those earnings really are or m ay be until 
some com petent Commission or G overnm ent 
directory is em powered by law to supervise 
continually and constantly the actual concerns 
and operations of the com pany. Aside from 
th is being im practicable, there is grave doubt 
w hether results w ould then be satisfactory, 
especially to the G overnm ent and public. This 
for the reas-m. am ong others, th a t conditions 
w hich thi* year m ight prom pt and enable the 
com pany to com p y w ith eer ain dem ands next 
year m ight render such concession a physical 
and financial impossibility. 
"B u t the G overnm ent' Directors are by no 
m eans assured th a t this is the view to be taken 
of this m atter 
The priucinal concern oi the 
G overnm ent, in its present financial condition, 
a m atter which should be considered, if any­ 
thing, o f m ore im portance than the im m ediate 
recovery ol its debt, is th at the control, m an­ 
agem ent, aud operation c f tnis road should tie 
in honest a* well as com petent hands. It should 
of ail railways in the country be operated in the 
iuterest of the public. 
" The suggestion that seems, from a careful 
and ns intelligent as possible survey of this 
m atter, the mo t teasib e plau is one th a t set­ 
tles, o,- would settle the most speedily aud per­ 
m anently, this whole question and obviate all 
th e difficulties which surround it. it is th at in­ 
stead of the present requirem ent of the Gov­ 
ernm ent of a certain percentage of net earn­ 
ings, a fixed sum be agreed upon, which the 
com pany would tie com pelled to pay at stated 
intervals toward the interest and principal oi its 
debt to the Governm ent, it is true the suprem e 
Court has decided the com pany m ay not be 
com pelled to pay either the principal or inter­ 
est before the m aturity of the bond*. But it 
does not -ecm possible th at the com oanvcan 
conceive it to be iu its interest to longer contest 
this issue if reasonable term s are imposed 
upon it. 
“ In fix in g such stated sum the law-m aking 
power can resolve upon a just and intelligent 
figure, w ith or w ithout consultation with the 
com pany, keeping in view the fiuancial condi­ 
tion and abilities of the com pany, aud having 
due regard to the interests of the com m uni-ios 
and ot com m erce th a t will be affected. This 
plan would necessarily eff.etih e im m ediate and 
com plete suppression of all present controvei­ 
sies and penning litigation as well as remove 
any and all cause tor the sam e. The reasons 
w hich have existed forcnm plaiut and irritation, 
S 
ow ing out of these controvets es, would fall to 
e ground. The com pany would kuow ex ­ 
actly w hat it must do, slid the Governm ent 
would have certainly for uncertainty and inse­ 
curity— consum m ations most devoutly 
to la1 
wished. The Governm ent would still retain the 
power to alter and am end legislation concern­ 
ing the c.m ipany. aud wou d thus hold the 
m eans of 
m 
_ 
_ Wl 
___ 
m eut Directors would rcsjiectfully again call at­ 
tention to such rem arks as have been m ade 
touching the creation of a commission in w hich 
the intelligent comed ration and control of the 
m atters referred to m ay be vested. 
•The G overnm ent Directors are reluctant to 
offer suggestions ill this regard. Yet the pur­ 
pose of th eir office would seem alm ost to exact 
and enjoin the perform ance ot their fuuctR u. 
"T he Governm ent Is now face to face w ith 
the proposition th a t it shall deal justly w ith 
this corporation as it now find* it. aud at the 
same tim e justly w ith the public and com m er­ 
cial interests. 
The G overnm ent Directors have 
endeavored to present conditions as they exist. 
The tim e to deal vigorously w ith the co rp u a- 
tiou and to speedily accom plish the purposes 
now sought, and which the public Interest in 
the past, as now, dem anded, w as perm itted lo 
pass by. This is not offered as a criticism , as 
the com parative ability required to speak and 
act iu tbe light of past events as contrasted with 
those of the future is very slight. 
“Still this fact, anom alous as it now seems, 
presents itself, th a t the G overnm ent cannot 
afford to eripolo the road by com m anding any 
act» w hich present conditions render it proba­ 
bly impossible for Ihe com pany to perform or 
w hich would render i s securities of uncertain 
and m erely speculative value 
Justice to itself, 
to the public iuterest and to the com pauy dic­ 
tate this m uch 
"B ut until some practical and intelligent 
m easures, other than those now prevailing, 
looking to a solution of the com plications .e- 
feired to, are adopted, tbe controversies be­ 
tw een the com pany and the .G overnm ent wjll 
continue. The hope th at ‘the m anagers ot th e n 


icans of protecting the interests o f the public 
i its hands. Aud a* regard* this, the Govern- 


larce railw ay enterprises should be allowed to 
address them selves to the thorough m anage­ 
m ent of th eir trust, and to th at end they should 
be dism issed from attendance iu W ashington to 
defend them selves iu never-ceasing Congress­ 
ional controversies' (Koscoe C onkli.g in the 
United states Senate. February 6, 1S77), w ill 
never ba realized." 
Mr. M itchell—it w ill be seen, Mr. President, 
th a t th e G overnm ent Directors of th e Unicn P a­ 
cific R ailroad in th eir annual report for 1886, as 
well as iu s: veral other reports, repudiated not 
onlv the principle of the T hurm an Act, but the 
Act ilsc t. and acting for the G overnm ent, and 
as its officers, and in its interest, recom m ei ded 
th e passage of a bill by Cougre** providing for 
the paym ent of th at com pauv's debt in fixed 
sem i-auuual 
installm ents. 
Aud again this 
board of high officials in th eir report of Novem­ 
ber 22, 1886, iu condem ning the T nurm an Act, 
as 
not only com paratively worthless, 
but 
strangely and ridiculously unjust, in some re- 
sptcts to both the G overnm ent aud tbe com pa­ 
n ie s, a n d iu p ro p o s in g n e w le g s ta tio n b a s e d o n 
the th e o ry o f fix e d S rm i-a n u u a l p a v m e n ts in to 
a s in k in g lu n d irr e s p e c tiv e o f th e ’ a m o u n t o f 
n e t e a ru in g s . re c o m m e n d e d a n e x te n s io n o f 
rime o f p a v m e n t. a n d u s e d th is fo rc ib le a n d 
s ig n ific a n t la n g u a g e : 
" In its .ust annual report this Board earnestly 
recom m ended tbe early passage by Uougress of 
some Act w hich would change aud settle th e 
present very unsatisfactory relations betw een 
the G overnm ent aud the railw ay com pany. 
“ I t is s d m itto d u p o n a ll sid e s th a t e x i tin g 
le g is la tio n is in s u ffic ie n t a n d h a s u tte r ly f a ile d 
in s e v e ra l re s re e ts . 
" First—it does not provide an annual sum 
large enough eveu to prevent an au u u al in­ 
crease of the debt. 
"T h e average am ount of increase for some 
years past has been over a half m illion tier a n ­ 
num 
“ Second—Existing legislation m akes no pro­ 
vision w hatever for the large am ount oi princi­ 
p al am i accured interest w hich w ill be* o n e 
due. at th e m aturity of the debt, iu about ten 
years. 
'1 m id -E x istin g legislation locks up even th e 
anuui i ’,*mouuta w hich it does provide in such 
m anuer th at they do not earn 2 per cent, per 
annum , benefiting no one by this low rate, out 
delaying the G overnm ent in the receipt of its 
dues, ai d causing serious aud perm anent lo>s to 
the railw ay com pany. The present am ount 
thus locked up is about 86.500,(00, and the a n ­ 
nual 1* ss to the com pany Irom the low rate of 
interest w hich it earns is over $2 »,C*X)." 
W hile this relates, of course, only to the 
Union I'acific. as the jurisdiction of the Direc­ 
tors did not extend any further, all th at is said 
here applies iu a general way to the condition 
of affairs connected w ith the Geutral Pacific. 
“ F ourth—The m ethod of determ ining the 
annual am ount to be reserved by the com pauy 
for m eeting its debt is vague and uncertain. 
Difference» of opiuion i d istan tly arise betw een 
the representatives of the Governm ent and 
those of toe com pany, w hich create friction and 
ecu only be authoritatively settled iu the Courts 
alter protracted and expensive litigation. 
New 
officers of th e Governm ent possess aud exercise 
the right of review ing the m ethod- and rulings 
of th eir predecessors iu office, and reopcDiug 
the accounts aud settlem ents of form er years. 
T he Governm ent in short is m ade a quasi part­ 
ner of the com pauy, w ith au iuterest in every 
detail of its business, an unnecessary relation 
ship, and vexatious tobotb. 
“Legislation has beeu suggested, aud is now 
before Congress, w hich seem s well adapted to 
correct all of these defects in existing laws and 
to restóte the G overnm ent tu Us true position, 
th at of a creditor. 
“ Its debt is not yet due and is too large for its 
debtor to pay im m ediately, if it were due. 
M eanwhile its present security is insufficient. 
But the debtor has additional securities w hich 
m ay be pledged, and a solvent busiuess capable 
of paving the entire interest and a part of the 
principal each year if he can only be per­ 
m itted to conduct aud m anage it in accordance 
w ith business principles and w ith the same 
freedom enjoyed by its rivals. At present the 
debtor is ham pered both by tbe partner.-hlo 
and by th e cloud upou his credit caused by tn e . 
attitude oi the Governm ent. 
Surely it is to th e ' 
great advantage of both parties f ia t this state 
of affairs should cease, th at a perm anent ad ­ 
justm ent should be m ade which will give the 
Governm ent am pie security for its debt and pay 
tne interest in lull and a part of th e principal 
each year, and give to the com pany freedom of 
action in th e m anagem ent of its business and 
good credit in fiuancial centers. 
1 And of th e two the Governm ent w ill be the 
greater gainer by the adjustm ent, it not only 
receives additional and am ple securitv for its 
debt iu place of w hat is entirelv insi’iTicIeut, 
but it will share indirectly in the benefi s to re­ 
sult from the building of new line* and the de­ 
velopm ent of new territory in the west.” 
Bui not only so, Mr. President, we find the 
judiciary Com m ittee of the Fenate, of w hich 
the honorable Senator from Verm ont [Mr. Ed­ 
m unds’ is now, as he was eleven years ago, 
w hen he and his able colleague and’coadjutor 
on th a t com m ittee, the then distinguished Sen­ 
ator from Ohio, secured by their able efforts the 
passage of the T hurm an bill the C hairm an, 
subm itting a 
report 
to 
the 
second 
ses­ 
sion of the Forty-eighth Congress (Senate Re­ 
port No. 1097) in w hich the fo.lowing statem ent 
is mude in reference to the worthlessness and 
failure of the T hurm an Act 
T hat report says; 
" It is further show n by the Com m issioner's 
rejKirt, as all w ho have exam ined the m atter 
now fully understand, th at the Act o f Mav 7, 
187s ithe T hurm an Finking Fund Act), has 
failed to accom plished its ends and nurposcs, 
aud it is m anifest the paym ent of these debts 
cannot be secured by and under this m easure, 
and this from causes that could not be an tici­ 
pated w hen the Act was passed." 
But, Mr. President, they were not only antici­ 
pated when the Thurm aii bid w asuuder discus­ 
sion in this body, but were distinctly and 
plainly brought to the attention of tile Fenate at 
th a t tim e by m ore than one Senator, and urged 
as valid reasons why it should not become a 
law. 
1 myself on th a t occasion, am ong other things, 
said t h i s - 1 quote from the Coiiffrostional Jiccont 
of -March 20, 1878: 
“ Wnile, therefore, Mr. President, I lavor the 
creation of a sinking fuud th a t will fully in- 
oem nify the G overnm ent dollar for dollar for 
the $15o,000,000 and over th a t w ill be due irom 
these com panies about the year 1909, I oppose 
the m easure reported from the Judiciary Com- 
mi tee; first, because I believe It to be á m eas­ 
ure clearly beyond our constitutional power to 
enact.” 
it is true the Suprem e Court subsequently, bv 
a bare m ajority, decided o.Lerw Sc, but a luil 
m inority, including Justices Field, Bradley and 
oue o her Justice, w hich one I do not rem em ­ 
ber, dissented and held to the view suggested 
here: 
“ And, second, because 1 believe it to be one, 
eveu had we the power to pass it and com pel 
its enforcem ent against these com panies through 
ta e judicial tribunals, th at is unjust, oppressive 
au a contrary to the true spirit of our institu­ 
tions, and above al! oue that is not in the tiu e 
interests of the oovernm eut : a m easure th at the 
Companies could, if disposed, by a m anipula 
tiou of their various accouut» of operating e x ­ 
penses, construction accounts, accouuts w ith 
branch toads, etc., evade an a render inoper­ 
ative to a very great extent in so far as any 
good results to the Governm ent are concerned.” 
T iiat was my prediction as to the effect of ihe 
T hurm an Act w hen the bill was under discus­ 
sion here eleven years sgo. 
1 now desiie to read from the report sub­ 
m itted by the Chairm an ot the select com m ittee 
of the Fenate [Mr. Frye] on the sam e subject. 
On page 2 he says: 
"T hu 'I hurm an Act took effect Ju n e 30. 1878. 
Its tram ers based th eir calculations upou the 
assum ption th at the lund would increase at the 
rate ot 6 per cent, annually through th e com ­ 
pounding of interest, but the reduction iu tiie 
rate of interest w hich followed the refunding 
m easures of 1879 and the rise in the price o i 
United átales bonds, in w hich alone the sinking 
fund could be invested, defeated these expecta­ 
tions. and the result is th at the sinkiug fund 
to-day would be alm ost as large if the m oney 
paid in by the com panies had rem ained un ­ 
invested and earning no iuterest. 
"T he prem ium on bouds called and bouds re­ 
m aining in the sinking fund December 31.1887, 
exceeded the interest received from such bonds 
by the sum of $715 282 09, as appears by the 
following statem en t: 
“ 1 his is the Union Pacific : Bonds in sinking 
fund, at par, $6,273,650; cost lo the sinking 
lund, 87.S16.273 u7 : prem ium s, $1,512.623 67 ; 
total interest collected on bonds, $827,340 9s; 
excess prem ium s, $715,282 09.” 
The excess ot nrem ium s on this transaction 
am ounted to 8715,282 09 ; th a t is to say, the 
prem ium s paid oa these investm ents exceeded 
the interest collected on tiie investm ent* by 
$716,282 09. 
If this thing is perm itted to go on a 
few years under the operation ot the present 
binding bill there w ill not be a cent left: it w ill 
be ail absorbed. 
W hile I am earnestly desirous, aud alwa* s 
have been, th a t toe Union aud Central Pacific 
Com pauies should lie com pelled to reim burse 
the governm ent lor every dollar of aid, p rin ­ 
cipa: aLd interest, w hich they o reith er oi them 
received from the United States, and w hich by 
any fair aud reasonable interpretation of the 
law s under and by virtue ot w hich such aid in 
bouds or interest paym ents was granted, they, 
or eltner of them , are legally or equitably 
bouud to pay or reim burse. 1 have always held 
to the opinion, and li is my opinion still, th at 
the true policy to be pursued by Congress, n: 
view of th e precarious, subordinare, and flimsy 
character ot Hens held by the Goveruin ut, and 
the policy better calculated th an any and all 
otneis to protect and cenairoy secure "the in ter­ 
ests of the iiovernm eut, aud finally the full 
paym ent 
< t 
the 
debt, 
principal 
and 
iuterest, is one not of violent autagonism , but 
rattier oue looking to co-operation, m utual con­ 
cessions and an am ieaole arrangem ent. 
Fometimes a creditor espe iaily if he hold a 
fir»t-mortgace lien on property ot am ple value 
lo secure a preseut ludebttdne-s tlre a jy due, 
principal and iuterest, is m a position 11 resort 
to the most radical and violent m eans im agina- 
li.e lor the purpose of collecting his debt, w ith­ 
out caring to cousult his debtor or w itnout ruu- 
ning any risk ot losing iiis claim or any pa t of 
it; but il, ou th e contrary, the debt is not due 
for eight, teu or fifteen years, if his m ortgage 
lieu iso u a property constautly depreciating iu 
value, and if, sti.l turther, his lieu is sub-ordin- 
a:c ro a prior lien covering the same property to 
th e full value of it, wt at course would a prudeut 
creditor, w ith ordinary business capacity or 
judgm ent, be most likely to pursue? 
Would he probably resort to violent m eans iu 
the first instance, wholly ignoring the debtor, 
reiusing to consult or conler w ith him , eituer as 
to his disposition or ifcilily to m ake some honor­ 
able aud just arrangem ent looking to the crea­ 
tion or security of a fuud to m eet the debt at 
m aturity; would lie not regard it as the exer­ 
cise of true wisdom looking solely to his own in ­ 
terest-*, before resorting to such vigorous m eans 
as would most likely encounter the vio eut au- 
tagouisui of the debtor, aud thus reduce tbe 
chaucesof final success, to exhaust every reason­ 
able. projier and honorable effort losecu.e some 
am icable arrangem ent whereby through the 
m utual co operation aud joint efforts of creditor 
and debtor finally there m ight be a discharge of 
all the obligations on term s alike honorable to 
both. The faiiur* to adopt su c lia policy ten 
years or m ore ago, w hen opjiortuuily presented, 
I ha*, as subsequent history has fully dem ou- 
: stratcd, seriously m inim ized the power of this 
’ G overnm ent lo compel tne collection of m any 
m illions of dollars justly due it 
Congress then 
to a very great extent sacrificed the Interests of 
the United States for the sake of a sentim ent. 
This thing, Mr. P rw d e n t, of the Governm ent 
taking great debtor railroad com panies by the 
throat, which was said to have been the case 
w hen the passage of the T hurm an Act was se­ 
cured, although it m ust be confessed the sequel 
i has dem onstrated th a t th a t Act was not m uch of 
a corporation tbroat-grappler. 
and 
forcing 
things, in order to secure a debt of over 8159.­ 
000,000, w ith a most precarious security, is all 
very fine in theory, and the very idea, I adm it, 
is palatable 'o most m en. especially those w ho 
are im fam blur with the real state ot the case as 
rerpec.b the am ount of th e debt, th e character 


of th e obligation involved, am i th e flimsy, un­ 
real aud unsubstantial nature of th e security 
held by the United States. 
But w hen we pause to consider th at th is im ­ 
m ense debt is not yet due the United States, and 
w ill uo. t>e for some uiue or teu years to come: 
th a t it w id then, principal and interest (less the 
am ount th a t w ill in a 1 probability then be 
paid i, am ount to m ore th an $1.5,090,000. and 
w heu it is turther renum bered th a t Hie prop­ 
erty on which this am ount i* secured to the 
G overnm ent is subject to a prior m ortgage lieu, 
tne principal of w hich alone, assum ing th at the 
interest will be paid by the com pauies as it fall* 
due. w ill at m aturity am ount lo $81,613,000. aud 
all of w bieb enorm ous am ouut has priority, aud 
m ust be paid first before the Govt-rumen- cau 
expect a dollar, we can th en realize the im­ 
portance ot prudence in w hatever step may 
now be taken looking to the creation of a sep­ 
arate lund and obtaiuiug additional security to 
m eet the obligations ot these com pauies to the 
Goverm ent. Uoutiuued, persisieui and m alig­ 
n an t 
controversy, 
legislative, judicial, 
de­ 
partm ental 
an a 
political, 
may 
expedite 
the collection of this euorm ous claim ; but 
ou the coutrary such a policy m av, aud in my 
judgm ent iu all probability will.’result in iú 
ultím ale loss, eith er iu whole or iu greater part. 
The sum total ot th e tw o debts at m aturity, 
th at is, tb e first and second mortgages, grumiu'g 
th a t all interest ou the first m ortgages w ill be 
paid lo m aturity by the com panies, will, as mat- 
teis are now running, be, exclusive ot all cer 
tain and all probable paym ents, about $193,000 - 
000, a sum doubtless more th an double, as stated 
by tbe Commissioner of Railroads, w hat it 
would now cost to build these roads. If, th ere­ 
fore, as ¡Rated by him , the controversy proceed*, 
or il the Congress fails to create á lund by 
providing for the 
repeal 
of the T hurm au 
Act au a the enactm ent of a law requiring 
paym ent of certain fixed sem i-annual am ounts 
by each com pany, and the property should 
be sold on a foreclosure of eith er the first or 
second m ortgage, w hat would be the result ? 
If any otner th au the Governm ent becam e the 
purchaser, aud the property sold for less th au 
this enorm ous am ount of 8193,900,600, the Gov­ 
ernm ent would lose the full am ount of the de 
licit, w hatever il m ight prove to be. 
But if. on the other baud, the Governm ent 
w ere to become the purchaser, as it would u n ­ 
doubtedly be com pelled to do in self defense 
and self-preservalion, then, in order to have a 
clear aud unincum bered properly, it would be 
com pelled to go dowu iuto its treasury for the 
turn of at least $t>4,ol3,ouo w ith which to caucel 
the prior m ortgage. 
And this estim ate of 
th e total indebtedness at m aturity of $1 9 5- 
UOO.t-OO 
is 
ou 
tbe 
assum ptiou 
th at 
the 
com pauies w ill in the future be entitled to ti e 
average of past auuual credits; aiso, th at the 
com pauies snail keep dow n all interest to m a­ 
turing ol' principal of titst-m ortgage bonds, and 
assum ina. also, th at the increase iu the debt in 
ihe future would average about the sam e as iu 
the past, which lor several years a lew years 
ago am ounted to about $1,600,000 annually: per­ 
haps not so m uch now. Rut suppose uo tim b er 
paym ents should be m ade before the m aturity 
of the bouds, w hat th eu ? How w ould the ac­ 
count then stand ? 
A ccording to the letter of the Secretary of 
th e Treasury of Jauuary is, 1887—auil this was 
the claim of th e Treasury D epartm ent at that 
tim e as to the then state ot the accouuts—there 
was due from the several I’acific Railroad Com­ 
panies for interest paid b y lh e l'u ite d Ftates to 
Jauuary 1, 1*87, th e sum or 870,851 525 62, ot 
w hich am ouut there liad been repaid bv the 
com panies at that dale the sum ot $21,532,144 14, 
leaving due on account of iuterest the sum ot 
$49,302,181 48: aud further, th at there will be 
due ou the same account at m aturity on the 
subsidy bouds Septem ber 11, 1897, the average 
date of m aturity, the sum of $13,406,92188. 
m aking a total of $92,709,103 36 due aud to be­ 
come oue ou account of interest alone, which, 
w ith the principal of the bonds added of 861,­ 
623,513, would |rcoeh the ¡enorm ous aggregate 
of $ 57,332,615 36, lo w hich we m ust add the 
principal of the first m ortgage bonds of $34,­ 
613,000. w hich m ust first be paid before the 
G uverum eut caneóm e in, and we have iu th at 
vieivau aggregate indebtedness ou this ba-i* of 
calculation, all falling due nine years hence, 
according to the Secretary of the Treasure or 
$221,915.611 36. 
' 
Is the G overnm ent of the United Ftates. I in­ 
quire. in the presence of these appalling figure* 
aud iu view of ihe unreal aud inadequate ch ar­ 
acter of the security it hold*, iu a position either 
to postpone eous'deration of the en tire contro­ 
versy or to inaugurate such m easures as will 
result in throw ing these roads, or either of 
them , into th e hand s ot a receiver ? Once iu 
th a t condition, w hat becomes of th e enorm ous 
debt owing and in eight years hence to become 
due from these com panies to the United Ftates ? 
W ith the paym ent of ail those extravagant 
charges incident to Court m anagem ent of rail- 
read properties .the depreciation in condition 
and vaiue of assets w hich invariably follow in 
the train of Droee* dings of th a t character, aud 
finally the paym ent of a prior lien ol $64,613,000 
to preferred creditors, w hat could we hope or 
expect would rem ain to apply in dnaiharge of 
th e com panies’ indebtedness to the Govern­ 
m ent ? 
Iu conclusion, Mr. President, w hatever m ay 
be said in just criticism on the m anagem ent of 
the Pacific roads th a t received aid in bonds 
from the United Ftates, and w hatever m ay be 
said to-day as to the liberal character of the 
legislation through whose beneficence it was 
m ade possible to connect w ith bands of stet I 
the two grand civilizations of the A tlantic and 
Pacific coasts some tw enty years ago, I have 
never been am ong the num ber, aud am not 
now, who believe, and never expect to believe, 
th at any very great m istake was m ade upon the 
part of the Congress w hich extended this gra­ 
cious bounty in behail of one of the grandest 
aud mo.-t herculean of business enterprises ever 
conceived by the genius orconsum m ated by the 
energy, perseverance aud skill ot m an or gov­ 
ernm ent. 
And even w ere the United States so unfor­ 
tunate, ei her through its own m istakes, de­ 
lays, aud 
m ism anagem ent, or the failure 
or refusnl of these e-m ipanies to do th eir du­ 
ty, as to lose every dollar of tb e gigantic 
debt 
w hich 
is 
its 
ju st 
due 
and 
now 
under 
consideration, 
still this great Gov­ 
ernm ent, this m ighty age in w hich we live, 
this grand citizenshio of Am erica, hum anity in 
its every aspect, science, art, religiou; com ­ 
m Tee, national and international: internal and 
foreign 
trade, 
transcontinental and 
tran s­ 
oceanic, aud civilization itself in this and other 
h em bphjres. all have been prom oted and their 
best aud most sacred interests advanced in a 
m easure and to ail ex ten t beyond all com pre­ 
hension or com putation in value bv th e co n ­ 
struction across the * m eriean coutiiiecit, over 
rugged, “ rock-ribbed” m ountains and sterile 
p.nius, ot the pioneer transcontinental roads c f 
this country. 
Tne saving to the G overnm ent in the cost of 
transportation of m ails aud of Governm ent 
supplies, and for m ilitary protection on the 
overland, to say nothing of the infinite num ber 
of other im portant considerations would of it 
self justify th e expenditure of every dollar the 
G overnm ent has ever invested in these roads 
B ut w hen we com e to consider all th e various 
other benefits accruiug 10 the Governm ent, to 
say nolhi ,g of those inuring to its individual 
citizens, to commerce, trade, m aterial develop­ 
m ent, and tne general welfare, we find they are 
alm ost beyond conception. 
The cost ot transporting Unite 1 States through 
m ails alone for the yeareudiD g eighteen m ouths 
prior to the opening of ilie Pacific roads, Union 
und Central Pacific, between tiie Missouri river 
aud Placerville, in California, reached the enor­ 
mous sum oi $2,129,550. From Ju n e SO, 1861. to 
June 30, 1864, a period of three years, this 
through m ail service overland cost the United 
Ftates the sum of $3,210,000. or au average of 
$1.070,0(81 annually, not including the sum of 
$•290,000 per nunum paid by the Governm ent 
during this tim e for steam ship m ail service via 
the Isthm us, and the further sum of 850,000 per 
annum paid trom Placerville to Fun Francisco; 
so th a t tbe average cost oi mail service for the 
four years previous to June 30, 1864, betw een the 
Missouri river and the I’acific coast was $1,290,­ 
213 per annum 
And in like proportion was the 
cost o! this service during the w h ile period be­ 
tw een th e tim e w hen the m ail service was first 
established betw een the tw o extrem es o! this 
continent, east aud west, up to the opening of 
the Racitic roads iu 1869. 
But w hat was the result on the com pletion of 
the railroad? The whole cost of this .-amem ail 
service, or rather a very largely iucr ased serv­ 
ice. Ior the year ending June 30, 1870, the first 
year after the com pletion of the road, was, in ­ 
cluding the sum of 8100,000 paid the steam ships 
for twenty-four trips by tbe isthm us, only $566,­ 
250, or a saving of il,* 63,300 in a single year 
over th at paid the sam e service for the year 
ending June 30 1*68. 
But this saving in actual 
cash io the Governm ent is a m ere bagatelle 
com pared w ith the untold advantages that re­ 
sult, uot alone to the Governm ent, but all the 
people interested and every depurim ent of busi­ 
ness life by reason ot the expedition iu tim e 
and m aim er of service as now perform ed on 
these and other Pacific roads, compare-1 w ith 
the service by the old stage-coach. Who can 
estim ate the vast superiority iu the value of the 
m ail service perform ed iu four days in splendid 
railroad coaches w ith prom ptness and dispatch 
and w ithout delays, w ith th at of a service bv 
wagons occupying from three to four weeks In a 
single trip, and subjected to all Hie delays, ob­ 
stacles, lucouveniences aud dangers incipent to 
travel across a w ilderness inhabited by hostile 
savages ? 
But, Mr. President, not only so. 
W hile it is 
true the rates charged by these roads for Gov­ 
ernm ent transportation m ay seem extravagantly 
high, averaging, perhaps, on the whole time 
since these roads were opened, as m uch as from 
18 to 25 cents per 190 pounds for each 100 m iles 
—and up to the year ls72 it average fullv 25 
cents per 109 for th at distance; yet the rate paid 
by the Governm ent before the roads were built, 
before the war, wa* over five tim es this la tt-r 
am ount, averaging on all Government transpor­ 
tation iu the West 81 So j>er 100 pounds tor each 
100 mUes. 
The am ount charged by these I'acific roads 
for Governm ent tiausportion at the average 
rate of 25 cents for 160 m iles from the beginning 
Up to October 1, 1870, less th an two years 
inter the roads were opened, was, 
accord­ 
ing 
to 
the 
report 
of 
the 
Secretare 
of 
the Treasury of 
th at 
date, aud 
in ­ 
cluding 
m ail 
service, 84,178,9o7 93, 
as 
I 
find from a report on this subject heretofore 
m ade to this Fenate. W hat, let me inquire, 
would b a te been ta e cost of this ser ice at rates 
of transportation ruling before the w ar, by­ 
m eans of wagons? Sim ply over five tim es th a t 
am ount, or reaching the enorm ous sum of 8.2 - 
u M,6(iu on the am ouut of transportation during 
th at short period; aud thus a saviDg to the Gov­ 
ernm ent up to th a t date alone is show n by the 
a c u a l figures of nearly iis.000,000, w hile the 
saving in the eighteen years th at have elapsed 
since theu Is still iu m uch greater proportion 
over the am ounts paid for transportation prior 
to the com pletion oi the roads, from the fact th at 
the G overnm ent rates of transDortation on tbe 
roads have gradually decreased^ especially since 
fuese roads have been brought into com petition 
w ith other transcontinental lines. 
But this is not all. 
in 1871 this Senate adopted 
a resolution calling on the Secretary of W ar for 
his estim ate of the cost to the United States of 
the m ilitary serrice through the W ar D epart­ 
m ent iu guarding aud protecting the overland 
route west of the Missouri river, from the date 
of the acquisition of California to 1864. a period 
of sixteen years, and in his letter in response to 
such resolution the Secretary, on February 15, 
1871, estim ates such cost for such service during 
th a t period at about 8100,000,000, accom panying 
his report w ith the rem ark th at this sum “ is 
rather below th an above the tru e cost of the 
service.” 
To this add the further aunual sum paid d u r­ 
ing the sam e period for transportation of in d iau 
supplies of over 8500,000, including an average, 
as 1 have shown, of considerable over Sl.oouo,- 
000 per annum for th is period for the m ail 
service, and we have an average annual ex­ 
pense to the United States on these item s for 
transportation alone, including the cost of this 
m ilitary service from 1848 to th e opening of the 
Pacific roads, of over 88,090.0(0. 
And we find 
by reference to the Senate debates w hen the 


Pacific Railroad bill was under discussion here 
in 1862, th a t the C hairm an of the Senate Com­ 
m ittee ou the Pacific R ailroads asserted th a t 
th e cost of this service as estim ated byi^iim, 
was at th a t tim e 87.500,000 per annum* 
The am ount ot iuterest 1*’ing paid by the 
G ovem m eut ou t he bonds issued in a id o i the 
Pacific roads is 83,871,129 92, less th an one halt 
th e am ouut it cost the G overnm ent annually 
for G ovem m eut transportation aud m ilitary 
service on the overland route prior to the open­ 
ing ot Ilie Pacific roads, w hile th e effect ol the 
opening of these road* has beeu to re uce the 
total auuual cost of the sam e, w ith largely in ­ 
creased tra .spoliation aud all necessary m ili­ 
tary service, to less th an oue-fillh of th a t paid 
before the roads were open. 
Now, it m ay occur to some th a t these cons'd- 
erutions are foreign to 'h e subject-m alter uuder 
discussion. 
1 insist not. Congress did not seem 
to tlunk * > tw o years ago. wheu it passed a bill 
authorizing the investigation, aud w heu it in ­ 
corporated into th at very Act au aiuendm "Ut 
reciting m atters bearing upou this question, and 
directed th e Commission to look into them . 
1 contend th at. In dealing w ith these com pa­ 
nies, all the circum stances connected w ith ihe 
construction and m anagem ent of these roads 
and surroum liug the incorporation ot the com­ 
panies by w hich they were b uilt.thecontrol'Ing 
motives, as we m ay gather them from th eir acts, 
w hich operated ou the public m ind an d ihe 
m ind of Congress in inducing the legis’ation of 
1862 and the am endatory Act of 1864. the in ten ­ 
tion of those Congresses in reference to the dutv 
or lack of obligation of the com panies un d er the 
law to rebind to the United States iutere*: pay­ 
m ents until the m aturity ot the principal ol the 
bonds, the difficulties w ith w hich the com pa­ 
nies were, at a tim e w hen the nation was in the 
throes ot civil war, com pelled to contend in 
launching and carrying forward thi» great en­ 
terprise to successful com pletion, aud iu com­ 
pleting it several years before the tim e desig­ 
nated by Congress for its eonsum m a'ion. the 
m arvelous benefits th at have accrued to thi 
G overnm ent and all it* people, the reclam ation 
of au em pire lrom the solitudes of a w ilderness 
and its conversion into vast und fertile fields of 
grain, peopled w ith m yriad hosts or industrious, 
enterprising, 
energetic 
m en 
and 
women; 
studded 
w ith 
unnum bered happy 
homes, 
hum ble 
ham !e‘s, 
growing 
towns, 
rising 
cities 
and 
budding States, aud uniting in 
one grand result by add ng strength, vitality, 
intelligence, w ealth, iudependence. dignity, 
grandeur, and power lo our com m on country 
and our glorious nationality. The com pletion 
oi the first lino of transcontinental railroad was 
a m ighty m sT utueutality iu tbe begiiunug of a 
grand work in the extension of our em pire, the 
consum m ation of w hich is rapidly approaching 
and will soon be hastened onw ard, w nen all the 
Territories of the m ighty West shall be sw al­ 
lowed up in as m any or more Am erican Ftates, 
All of these considerations, I insist, included 
also tho»e relating to th e m agnitude of the debt 
involved, the trail character of the security 
h e ll t.y theG overnm eut. the failure of the com- 
pauies, if any such there be, to conform to the 
dem ands of the legislation that gave them c 
porate existence and conferred on them a 
princely bounty, th eir violations ot law. if any. 
their indi-position, if such Is the fact, to volun­ 
tarily take th e necessary and proper action 
looking to the creation ot a fund to m eet their 
just obligations to the G overnm ent—all thc*e, 
Mr I’resident, 1 assert and confidently insist are 
considera ions uot only proper but necessary to 
be considere*! in legislating upou this, oue of 
the most im portant subjects ot a qua*i public 
natnre th a t ever engaged the attention o f this 
or any other Congress of this or any other Gov­ 
ernm ent on th e face of the earth. 
-—A nd in conclusion, inasm uch as the Con- 
grem ioual aid to these ruad» was or ginally 
given by one Act for the purpose of seeuriug 
one great trauocontineutal railroad from the 
Missouri r i v e to the w aters o f the Pacific, and 
in view of all the subsequent legislation to 
which I have attracted attention, by all of 
w hich this great question has been treated as 
one subject, and inasm uch as the pending bill 
includes in ita provisions but one p otion of the 
subject-m atter involved, I insist my motion to 
refer w ith instructions to in jludc the whole 
controversy in one bill should be received with 
favor by th e secute, and should m oreover be 
accepted by the select com m ittee having this 
business in "charge.

W ith the Salvation Arm y—M aga­ 
zines and Papers—Current 
Literature. 


Mrs. Frances Hodgson Ilurnett's new 
novel, froui the press of Charles Scribner’s 
Sons, New York, is at hand from the Ban­ 
croft Company, San Francisco. It is en­ 
titled “ The Pretty Sister of Jose.” It is 
handsomely illustrated by C. S. Reinhart, 
with life-like sketches that greatly brighten 
the story. As a novel, it really is scarcely 
entitled to the designation. There is but 
the faintest suspicion of a plot—rather, let 
us say, but a weak apology. Indeed, Ihe 
whole story can be told in a sentence or 
two. A willful, petted, beautiful and petite 
peasant girl of Spain, adored by a stupid 
brother, who is her guardian and permits 
her to do as she wills, is loved by a bull­ 
fighter, whose prowess aud physical beauty 
have made him famous. She has been told 
so much of this Spanish lady-killer that she 
resolves if ever he approaches her to ignore 
him. He espies her at an entertainment, 
and she scornfully refuses to acknowledge 
the introduction he secures. He follows 
and woos her. and she not only refuses to 
look upon him, but never answers his 
pleading, even though her brother inter­ 
venes for him ; then he leaves the town, 
and she suddenly discovers that he has a 
place in her heart. She mourns until he 
returns with the rumor at his heels 
that he is to wed another. Thereupon the 
capricious beauty rests not until she has 
disclosed the love she had so long denied; 
and an accident to the object of her secret 
affection imperilling his life, she flies to 
his bedside, confesses her heart is his, 
nurses him back to life and marries him, 
of course. And that is all there is of the 
plot, an old one that in one form or an­ 
other has done duty for centuries. But 
there is saving grace in the book, one soli­ 
tary virtue, and only one—the delightful 
character sketch of the willful, petted 
beauty, who still is tender, innocent, and 
so charming and affectionate, that no one 
can help loving her. It is a bit of word- 
painting that is rare portraiture, since one 
does not need to exercise the imagination 
ever so little to see her, for the picture Mrs. 
Burnett draws is so clear, strong, natural 
and individual. The book for this one de­ 
lightful sketch redeems itself from its pov­ 
erty of interest in all other respects. 
Mrs. Frank Leslie has sold the "Frank 
Leslie Illustrated” paper to the Judge Pub­ 
lishing Company, New York, and the jour­ 
nal has passed to the management ot \V. 
J. Arkell, late of the Albany Journal, and 
Russell B. Harrison, son of the President. 
The issue of May 11th is in honor of the 
late centennial celebration, and is a special 
number of thirty-one pages, witn an 
illuminated cover in gold and brown. The 
illustrations are all excellent and many 
of them of great superiority. The new 
proprietors and managers announce that 
the journal will remain independent in 
character, strongly American in tone, and 
will keep its columus open to free debate 
of public subjects over the full signature of 
contributors. Opening the ball of this new 
departure is an article by Hon. Thomas C. 
Platt, on “ Practical Politics,” in which he 
assails civil service reform as advocated by 
George William Curtis and others of 
that school. 
For 
these 
free-lance 
papers the publishers and managers 
disavow responsibility; neither approving 
nor disapproving by expression anything 
so published. The paper shows evidence 
in several respects of a change ot manage­ 
ment and of a broad aud vigorous policy. 
The “ Philadelphia Medical Journal,” 
Gould & Woolley, Philadelphia, íd its May 
issue, now at hand, shows a marked im­ 
provement in all departments over previ­ 
ous issues, it having changed bauds and 
received new vitality. The literary portion 
includes a portrait and interesting sketch of 
Yon Bulow ; an Educational Department, 
edited by Dr. Hugh A. Clark, of the Uni­ 
versity ol Pennsylvania; musical news, 
reports of concerts, a charming story en­ 
titled “ A Musical Interlude ;” articles on 
the banjo; band news; musical biography: 
sketches and anecdotes interesting and 
valuable to all, The musical numbers are 
“ Gavotte Antique." by F. W. E. Dieder- 
ichs; “ Breath of Spring Polka,” the 
famous “ Yorke Dance;” a charming vocal 
number, “ Joys cf Spring,” by Adam Gei- 
bel, and the “ Eight O’clock Club Polka,” 
for the banjo, by Armstrong. 
“Peterson’s Magazine,"(Phi’adelphia) for 
June, is one of the earliest of the month's 
magazines. It is an attractive number. The 
steel engraving, “ Across the Sands,” is a 
lovely picture; and the full-page wood illus­ 
tration, “A Fisdiug-Lesson,” is a good ex­ 
ample. A large fashion plate is given, 
and there arc dozens of elective mod­ 
els for various articles of dress. The stor­ 
ies appear as usual; Howard Seely contrib­ 
utes one of his characteristic Southwestern 
sketches, “ A Heartbreaker of ChincaDin,” 
and Miss Alice Bowman comiuences’a se­ 
rial which promises excellently. Amateur 
gardeners will find valuable information in 
an article on “ Rose Culture,” and this 
month’s installment of the “ Talks by a 
Trained Nurse,” ought to be generally read. 
“ Facts about the Salvation Army,” is a 
work by Nora Marks, formerly a writer on 
the Chicago Tribune. She was instructed 
to unit-» with the Salvation Army, observe 
its methods and write up the result. She 
finds the “Armv ” to be, as a whole, useful, 
earnest and tr. fill a gap. There are hypo­ 
crites in it, but in the great majority of 
cases its followers are sincere, devoted and 
doing good work. It is a vast and well- 
organized body, self-denying and humane. 
The experiences of the reporter are writ­ 
ten in the form of a narrative that is not 
devoid of the interest that attaches to a 
well-told story. Rand, McNally A Co., 
Chicago. 
The “ English Illustrated Magazine ” for 
May, (Macmillan & Co., New York), is at 
hand. Perhaps the most interesting of its 
papers is that by G. Blake Walker, il­ 
lustrated by Margery May, that intro­ 
duces the reader into the mysteries 
and depths of an English coal mine. 
There is a quaint poem, in antique and 
fanciful type, with equally odd illustra­ 
tions, “ A Cat Without a Tail,” by Kate 
Carter. The serials are by F. Marion Craw­ 
ford, V.'. Clark Russell and Arthur Patter­ 
son. The illustrations are plentiful, and 
strong in design and execution, notably 
that h« Gardner from Saul’s “ Study of a 
Head.” 
“ The llome-Maker," for May (Home­ 
Maker Publishing Company, New York), 
is well filled with useful and interesting 
matter, and is freely illustrated. The de­ 
partments address themselves to all mat­ 
ters of the household, domestic economy, 
etc., proper to be discussed in a journal. 
The fiction is very good, better than any we 
have seen in tliiscla.-sof periodicals. There 
are historical articles, and papers on deco­ 
ration, literature, kitchtn economy, home 
work, the nursery, fashion, and art instruc­ 
tion in the home. It is an admirable jour­ 
nal, and its contributions are from among 
the best writers of the dsv. 
“ Ideal of the Republic” is the title of 
the latest of the “ Knickerbocker Nuggets” 
series, G. P. Putnam’s Sons, New York. It 
is a handsome volume with brilliantly il­ 
luminated covers, uniform with the unique 
style of binding of the series. The con­ 
tents are the Declaration of Independence; 
The Constitution of the United States; 
Washington’s inaugural and farewell ad­ 


dresses; Lincoln’s inaugurals and his 
Gettysburg speech. The Constitution is 
annotated and the book has an appendix 
explanatory of the brevity of Washington s 
second inaugural. 
T. B. Peterson k Bros. Philadelphia, 
have published in small quarto form 
the novel “Miss Crespigny,” bv Mrs, 
Frances 
Hodgson 
Burnett, in uni­ 
form 
shape, style and price with 
her "Theo,” "Kathleen,” and “Pretty Poliy 
Pembtrton,” already published by them. 
It is a delicious novelette, full of dash, 
spirit and freshness, and so deeply inter­ 
esting that to put it aside after once begin­ 
ning it is quite impossible. It commands 
attention and holds it without a break. 
“Glaciers on the Pacific Coast” is the 
title of an illustrated descriptive article, by 
Professor G. Fredrick Wright, to appear 
in the “Popular Science Monthly” in June. 
“The Production ot Beet-Sugar,” including 
the method ol growing the plant, and the 
process employed in extracting the sugar, 
will be described in a copiously illustrated 
article, by A. H. Aliuy, in the same num­ 
ber, and they will be of special interest to 
readers upon this coast. 
“The Confessions ol an Abbe” is by 
Louis Albach, translated by John Sterling, 
published by T. B. Peterson & Brothers, 
Philadelphia, and sold at 25 cents in paste­ 
board covers. Albach is a noted writer, 
and ranks with Zola and Daudet in the 
method, style and character of his fiction, 
“ The Song Friend” is at hand for May 
from the publishers, S. W. Straub & Co., 
Chicago. There are many news notes in 
it, several extended articles on music, and 
teu pages of music—songs and instrumen­ 
tal solos. 
“ Our Little Ones ” (Russell Publishing 
Company, Boston), is at hand for May. It 
is very handsomely illustrated, and is a 
charming magazine for the little people, 
very attractive, and of excellent tone in the 
text. 
“ Izma, or Sunshine and Shadow,” is a 
new novel by M. Ozilla Shields, published 
by J. S. Ogilvie, New York and Chicago. 
It is No. SO of the “ Fireside series” of 
popular fiction. 


SHANAHAN’S PROTEST. 
His lteasong for W ithdraw ing From the 
State Prison Investigation. 
When T. W. H. Shanahan, one of the 
counsel appointed by the Governor to rep­ 
resent the people in the State Prison in­ 
vestigation, decided to withdraw, he re­ 
quested permission to file a protest but 
was not permitted to do so. He has. there­ 
fore, given to the press the protest he de­ 
sired to file, which is as follows ; 
“In the matter of the State Prison in­ 
vestigation, the undersigned, of counsel 
for the people, hereby enters his protest 
against the action of the senior attorney 
for the people and the ruling of the Gov­ 
ernor, the one for requesting nnd the other 
for ordering the said investigation to pro­ 
ceed without the filing of written charges, 
and upon a basis that must necessarily be 
barren of results and fail of any remedial 
measure, no matter what may be proved 
against the management of the prisons. 
“Under the Constitution of this State the 
State Prison Directors have the sole nower 
to appoint the Warden, whom they may 
remove for misconduct, incompetency or 
neglect of duty. The Governor has no 
power to remove the Warden, even though 
he be incompetent, neglectful of duty or 
corrupt, except indirectly through the Di­ 
rectors. But the Constitution empowers 
the Governor to remove the Directors for 
‘misconduct, iucompetency or neglect ot 
duty, after an opportunity to be heard 
upon written charges.’ 
“In this case, as shown by the findings 
from the evidence taken before the Ways 
and Means Committee of the Assembly of 
the Twenty-eighth- (last) session of 'the 
Legislature, the Directors have violated the 
law in maintaining and keeping in office a 
Warden who has been guilty of miscon­ 
duct and neglect of duty, if not cor up> 
practices; and the said evidence wt uld 
warrant the preferring of charges aga nst 
the Directors themselve3. 
“ But notwithstanding the fact that the 
Directors cannot be removed except by fil­ 
ing written charges (and the Warden'can 
be reached only through the Directors), the 
senior attorney holds that he will not pre­ 
fer written charges, and that this investi­ 
gation before your Excellency is onlv to 
determine whether charges should be pre­ 
ferred or not. From which view I dissent, 
holding, on my part, that such an investi­ 
gation would not go beyond the end that 
was reached when the’Ways and Means 
Committee reported its findings in the same 
matter. 
“As to what action should be taken at 
this time the Stoneman investigation fur­ 
nishes a precedent that should govern. In 
that case there hail been an investigation 
of prison affairs at the hands of the Senate 
Committee on State Prisons. This com­ 
mittee had reported aseries of findings sim­ 
ilar to those reported by the Wavs and 
Means Committee. Attorney-Gen era! Mar­ 
shall and George Flournoy, for the people, 
preferred written charges against the Prison 
Directors, which were based on the report 
of the Senate Committee. Upon those 
charges Governor Stoneman investigated 
the prison management and removed four 
of the Directors, aud through that means. 
Warden Ames. As Mr. Wilson and my­ 
self are in a like position to that occupied 
'Ey Messrs. Marshall and Flournoy at the 
time they preferred written charges. I hold 
that it is our duty to adopt the line of action 
carried out by them. 
“ In this Mr. Wilson disagrees with me, 
and is sustained by your Excellency. And 
leeling that no good can come to either the 
prisons or the people of the State from an 
investigation on the method of procedure 
suggested by my senior and approved by 
your Excellency, I herewith enter my pro­ 
test and beg to retire from the case.”

THE EXECUTIVE EXPLAINS. 
Governor W aterman’s Reasons for Cer­ 
tain Pardons Granted. 
The lollowing reasons were entered on 
the records yesterday for the Governor’s 
commutation of the sentence of John W. 
Rice, convicted in October, 1887, in Fresno 
county, of receiving stolen property, and 
sentenced to four years’ imprisonment: 
“ In 1885 about fifty head of hogs were 
stolea from parties in Fresno county, and 
the circumstances of the crime pointed to 
Jeff Davis, James Kerrick, Williams Qualls 
aud Rice as the guilty parties. Rice was 
first tried for larceny and acquitted, aud 
was afterwards tried and convicted of re­ 
ceiving stolen property, the hoes hav­ 
ing been found in his corral. Since his 
conviction the other parties in the crime 
have been acquitted or discharged. The 
evidence against Rice seems to show him 
to be the least guilty of the four, and while 
there is no doubt of his having been impli­ 
cated in the crime, 1 think a shorter term 
of imprisonment will fully meet the ends 
of justice. The sentence is therefore com­ 
muted to two years.” 
GEOKGE H. ADA MS, 
Who was convicted of murder in the second 
degree, in Solano county, and sentenced to 
ten years’ imprisonment, had his sentence 
commuted to five years tor the following 
reasons, which were recorded yesterday : 
“According to the statement of Adams' 
case made to me by Judge A. J. Buckles of 
Solano county, it seems that at the time of 
Adams’ conviction there was considerable 
feeling in the county over crimes com­ 
mitted about that time, and the jury was 
donbtless swayed to some extent in their 
verdict by public opinion. It appears that 
the killing was done partly in self-defense, 
and a verdict of manslaughter would have 
been unjust. The sentence is therefore 
commuted to five years.” 
BOBERT BLEI. 
In the case of Robert Blei, who was con­ 
victed of embezzlement in San Francisco 
last May and sentenced to eighteen months, 
the following reasons are given ; 
“From statements made I have come to 
the conclusion that Blei was the victim of 
conspiracy formed and carried out for the 
purpose o: defrauding him out of his justly 
earned reward for services rendered in a 
business capacity. Unfortunately for him, 
his attorney was taken sick acd was un­ 
able to appear at the trial, thus necessi­ 
tating the employment of counsel unac- 
quainte I with the details of the case. 
While on trial Blei proved an excellent 
character, which could not be assailed by 
the prosecution. His petition issigned by 
Judge Toohy, District Attorney Dunne, 
nine of the jurors and by Adolph Weske, 
the prosecuting witness, and his attorney, 
John Desback. Blei is now out on bail 
and is engaged in the manufacture of vine­ 
gar, and is in every way a good law- 
abiding citizen.” 
WILI.IAM JOHNSON, 
Who was con.victed of petit larceny in 
San Francisco last August and sentenced 
to six months imprisonment aud fir.ed 
$180 was pardoned. 
“The six months' imprisonment,” says 
the Governor, “have expired, and neither 
Johnsor nor his widowed mother have the 
means with which to pay the fine. Judge 
Hornblower, who imposed the sentence, 
indorse! on the petition the following: 
‘Since the sentence was imposed I have 
found that the boy was of excellent char­ 
acter aud although 1 have no doubt that 
he was implicated in the offense, yet had 
he been represented and his case fairly and 
properly presented, I; would not. have im­ 
posed so heavy a penalty. I further be­ 
lieve that justice has been'fullv satisfied bv 
the term of imprisonment already served, 
and would, if the law permitted me, remit 
the fiDe. aud I now ask the Governor to 
remit the same.’ Upon this showing the 
fine is remitted.” 
F. L. BITHER, 
Who was convicted in San Francisco in 
August, 1KS7. of embezzlement, and sen­ 
tenced to three years’ imprisonment, was 
pardoned for the following reasons : 
” Bither was accused of having embez­ 
zled the sum of $140, or thereabouts, from 
a Lodge of Knights of Pythias, while act­ 
ing in the capacity of Master of Finance. 
The money was returned and an official re­ 
ceipt given therefor, and an attempt made 
by the prosecution to dismiss the charge 
against Bither, but this the District Attor­ 
ney would not allow. Bither is well con­ 
nected, and his parents, who live in the 
East, are not yet aware of the disgrace 
which has overcome their son. He has re­ 
sided in San Francisco for the last eight 
year3 and has held many responsible posi­ 
tions with prominent business firms, 
among them being Whittier, Fuller A Co . 
who testify to his excellent character prior 
to his conviction. His conduct while in 
prison has been such as to gain for him the 
good will and esteem of all the officers.” 


DOING GOOD W ORK. 
L etter From a New Y orker W ho Saw 
“ C alifornia On W heels.’’ 
William S. Chenej-, a prominent physi­ 
cian of Lansingburgh, N. Y., writes E. K. 
Alsip of this city, as follows: “ I visited 
‘ California on W hee's ' on Tuesday and 
Wednesday at Troy, a few miles from here. 
The show wa3 splendid, although the place 
of exhibition was rather dark, being in the 
depot. I have traveled through Florida 
and spent some time there, but never have 
seen anything to compare with the Caliior- 
nia show, except in the way of oranges nnd 
lemons. As for other fruit or vegetables, 
Florida is good for nothing. The soil is ail 
sand, except in the hummock districts, and 
that is white sand after you get down from 
six to fifteen inches. The best fruit or veg­ 
etables that can be raised there are poor in 
comparison with the productions of Cali­ 
fornia ; and it costs from $2o0 to $300 [per 
acre] to clear the land, which makes it 
very expensive by the time it is ready for 
use. Even far citrus fruits the land has to 
be very highly fertilized every year, and 
then it takes five years to give any returns. 
Florida is a sand and swamp State, all 
through, while California must be the far­ 
mers’ and orchardists' paradise.” 
The letter also contained a reference to a 
small piece of land near Sacramento, for 
which the writer is negotiating. 
'PO LITIC A L PL'LL.” 
It Finds Its W ay Into the M anagem ent 
of Asylum s. 
Chicago, May 17th.—In the investiga­ 
tion into ttie condition of the insane asy­ 
lum to-day one of the attendants admitted 
that under a former administration one of 
.the patients was beaten to death by another 
confined in the same room. 
I>r. Nobie, a member of the medical staff, 
testified that nearly 300 patients were con­ 
fided to Lis care, and a large proportion of 
his work was in treating wounds received 
in fights between patients. 
Another witness testified that the attend­ 
ants were appointed on the recommenda­ 
tion by the County Commissioners, and 
that their appointments were not based on 
their fitness tor the work, nut because they 
had a “political pull.” The consequence 
was that many of the attendants were 
wholly unfit for the duties that they should 
perform.

Copy of the W arrant for Ills E lectrical 
Kxecution. 
Buffalo (N. Y.), May 17rh.—The death 
warrant of William Kemmlerthe first man 
convicted under the electrical execution 
law has been signed and he will be taken 
to the Auburn States Prison in a few days. 
The wariant is directed to the Warden of 
the Auburn prison and provides that “the 
sentence be executed upon someday within 
a week commencing Monday the 24th dav 
of June, in the year of our Lord 1889, ami 
within the walls of the Auourn State 
Prison, or within a yard or indosure ad­ 
joining thereto, by and there causing to 
pass through the body of hint, the said 
William Kemmler. a current of electricity 
of sufficient intensity to cause death. That 
the application of such current of eUc- 
tricity r»e continued until said William 
Kemmler is dpad.”

Purchase ot the Northern California by 
the Southern Pacific Company. 
[S. F. Bul'etin, May 17th.] 
The purchase by the Southern Pacific of 
the Northern California road, as reported 
in this jonrnal several days since, has since 
been confirmed by the headquarters of the 
former company with a positiveness that 
can admit of no doubt in relation to the 
matter. The precise terms of the sale are 
not given out. One reason that they are 
not is said to be becaose the Southern Pa­ 
cific people do not care to make public the 
good round sum they had to pay for the 
property that Mr. Rideout and his associ­ 
ates acquired so cheaply some years ago. 
Colonel Crocker says that the road across 
Sutter county to Knights Landing will be 
completed as soon as possible, and the 
road will be in operation, if all goes well, 
before the next “ high water ” in the Sac­ 
ramento river. Only about nine miles re­ 
main to be built. Chief Engineer Hood 
was lately directed to make a survey Irom 
Knights Landing to Nelson’s Point, to 
which place the road irom Marysville is 
nearly built. This has been done, the line 
falling very nearly on the old road-bed, 
from which the track and ties were washed 
away. A druwbridge will be built over 
the river at Knights Landing, and this cut­ 
off' road across Sutter county will then be 
in direct connection with the main lines of 
the Southern Pacific system. Exactly how 
the line will be operated has not not been 
determined. General Manager Towne says 
that probably a through tram will be run 
from Davisville, on the main line, to Uro- 
ville direct. This train would make close 
connections with trains on the main line 
to and front this city, so a considerable 
saving in time for travelers to Marysville 
and Butte county would result. Colonel 
Crock-r says the company has bought the 
line simply to add a desired branch to the 
system, and at present any possibility of 
an extension beyond Oroville is too remote 
to taik about. 
Of the work of surveyors in the Sierras, 
northeast of Oroville, the Greenville, 
Piumas county, Bulletin, says : There are 
now six parties at work on the Middle Fork 
survey. Although it is reported that the 
eng’neers are having very heavy work to 
contend with, the work is being pushed 
with all possible haste. The North Fork 
party, which has been ntakiug such rap d 
progress toward Oroville, being at Her­ 
man's Bar last Wednesday, was disbanded 
by orders from Ogden last Saturday, and 
the engineers called East. 
Work on the northern end of the line, 
near Burns. Grant county, Oregon, con­ 
tinues. Van Arsdale. who was the chief of 
the division when it leit the Meadows, took 
charge of the North Fork survey a few 
days ago, having left the northern division 
for that purpose. Sufficient data relative 
to the Deer creek and North Fork routes 
having been obtained, it is probable that as 
soon as the Middle Fork survey is com­ 
pleted. the question of the location of the 
road will be settled. In connection with 
this question we learn from good authority 
that the large bodies of timber lands in the 
vicinity of Big Meadows and in Lassen 
county, and owned by syndicates, are 
bonded to the company making the sur­ 
veys. All these facts put together are verv 
significant, indicating active railroad con­ 
struction through Plumas in the no distant 
future. 
The construction forces on the Northern 
California line lately have bad constant 
telephone connections by means of a plan 
devised by Norntan Rideout of Marysville. 
Regarding it the Apjieal says: A telephone 
line supported by poles in the usual way, 
has been extended to keep up with tiie 
progress of the track, and each locomotive 
is supplied with a telephone. Each instru­ 
ment has a length of copper wire connected 
with it, and a weight is fastened to the free 
end of the wire. When it is desired to 
communicate with any of the numerous 
offices in the Ilideout telephone system, all 
that is necessary is to throw the loose end 
ot the copper wire over the stationary wire 
by means of the weight, and telephonic 
connection is thus immediately established. 
This employment of the telephone in rail­ 
road construction is believed to be the first 
of the kind on the Pacific coast and per­ 
haps in the. United States. It is very con­ 
venient, and saves the expense of opera­ 
tors.
